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Rector’s Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My Dear Friends: 


Again I remind you that the issues of the 
Parish Helper this year are by "Seasons"— 
may be four—rather than by months. This 
one is, therefore, a Special Lenten Issue. I 
could wish it might have been a Christmas 
one instead. I would like to report at length 
all sorts of doings at that season. It is too 
late now. A long report would be unseason- 
able. 


I cannot pass on, however, without thanking 
and congratulating you; first, for your bounty ; 
secondly, on the marked success of all those 
undertakings. More people than ever before 
were numbered among contributors to the 
Christmas Bounty Fund. More people than is 
customary came to all the services. The New 
Year’s Eve Party and the Watch Night Serv- 
ice were both attended by more people than 
last year. More gifts were made. More lar- 
gess was distributed. More people were made 
happy and—I guess that is about all. 


Approach of Lent. 


Now соте we on our. way to Lent. I hope 
this means that all will come to church when 
Lent does come. I know you won’t—at first. 
I think I know the reason also; it is that Lent 
is too long. We will do our best, get all things 
planned and started and be half worn out, and 
half the time will have been passed, before the 
people as a whole are rounded up and in at- 
tendance at the schedule of the week-day serv- 
ices and meetings, 


This becomes a bit discouraging at times; 
but I do not know any help for it. I wish, in 
particular, that all might think out and select 
those things they mean to do, those services or 
meetings they do mean to attend, then even 
though that should be only half the schedule, 


do this half whole-heartedly instead of the 
whole half-heartedly. We will print, not here, 
but on cards more appropriately, the entire 
weekly schedule. Here, in particular, I speak 
only of a few items. 


Special Days and Hours. 


At Sunday morning services I hope we may 
have a series of consistent themes for sermons. 
As for Sunday afternoons, we have already 
planned out the entire six. Due reference is 
made to them upon another page, under the 
heading of Musical Program. ‘The selections 
mark the days as Gounod, Handel, Bach and 
others by the name of the composers. ‘Themes 
of addresses I hope will appear to be in keep- 
ing. All these Sunday afternoons will be well 
worthy the attention of as many of you as can 
find place in the church. They are very beau- 
tiful and very profitable services. 


I have been a little at a loss regarding the 
right course of subjects for the Monday Lec- 
tures, but have settled upon this: I desire to 
peruse the Prayer Book and take out some pas- 
sages from Gospels and Epistles which, 
although they are read in our hearing week by 
week, year in and year out, may for long time 
have conveyed but little meaning. I will try to 
analyze these and make some detailed attempt 
at exposition. As an introduction to this 
course, however, I desire on the first Monday 
to devote the hour to something special. I 
will plan to send out notices announcing this 
before the date comes on. 


The Confirmation Class. 


The other matter of the four that most I 
want to speak of is the subject and the date of 
Confirmation. It will be this year, as custom- 
ary, on the Fifth Sunday in Lent; that is, 4 
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P. M., April 2d. The class is already being 
organized. The lectures will be Thursday even- 
ings, in the Parish House, at 8 o’clock. They 
will begin the first of Lent; that is, on Thurs- 
day evening, March 2d. I am ready, anxious 
and desirous to know of and to talk to any 
person in regard to this whom I may not ai- 
ready know of. Any hour of any day is a good 
day or hour and nothing will be too much trou- 
ble, no time will be inconvenient to meet any 
I do not now know of, who think upon and 
want to speak about being confirmed this year. 


Lastly, and in passing, among week-day 
services upon the schedule, there will be a 
service of the Holy Communion each Wednes- 
day in the Chapel at 10 A. M. Since we changed 
this hour from 11 to 10 on Saints’ Days it has 
proven to be more convenient. And since 
there are almost no Saints’ Days falling in the 
calendar in Lent it seems advisable to have this 
weekly service and upon the same day each 
week for those six weeks. I trust that many 
may be moved to come. 


Two Financial Statements. 


In other columns of this issue there appear 
the annual two tables of financial statement, 
one by the Accounting Warden and one by 
the Rector, of all moneys received and ex- 
pended, all contributions made and disbursed, 
for the fiscal year just past. I trust these will 
not appear formidable to those readers who 
ought to be most interested. Do not think or 
feel or say, please, that you have no head for 
figures, no taste for statistics. The two state- 
ments are both plain and in their form are 
meant to be illuminating. I hope that their 
mass may not make it seem to appear that an 
undue emphasis is placed on money. It is to 
avoid this that I have put them at the end of 
everything else, in the most inconspicuous 
place. I trust that nobody may avoid perusal 
of them for this reason. They are very im- 
portant, 


Three Special Funds. 


Cf special “Funds” there are three I always 
find it difficult to speak of as they would de- 
serve and to report in such detail as ought to 
make them edifying. I mean the Christmas 
Bounty Fund, the Fresh Air Fund and the 
Rector’s Discretionary Fund. The reasons for 
this are several. First, they would have to be 
long. Their administration involves such fre- 
quent recourse to the drawing of checks that 


items for a year would fill whole pages. As a 
mere illustration, the number of separate 
checks drawn last year against those three 
Funds totalled, in the three bank books, 974. 


Secondly, the administration of those funds, 
together indeed with the several other trust 
funds tabulated as memorials, Lloyd, Harrison, 
Barnes, etc., is so essentially a personal mat- 
ter that personalities would enter too largely 
in the enumeration of items. Lastly, this is not 
only undesirable, but unnecessary, because the 
very Deeds in Trust call for such reports an- 
nually to be made to representatives of the 
donors themselves. I am saying all this only 
to illustrate and to lead up to the subject of 
the Rector's Discretionary Fund. That will be 
again this year, as always, the object of our 
chief solicitude when we come to the Easter 
Offering. 


Annual Parochial Report, 


In making up this month the figures of the 
Annual Parochial Report to the Diocesan Con- 


vention, for the fiscal year, January 1, 1921,. 


to January 1, 1922, it occurs to me that the 
following items at least are such that a tran- 
script might be interesting in this column. 
Apart from finances, the standard form of re- 
port makes provisions for such data as: Num- 
ber of communicants last year reported, 1326; 
added by Confirmation, 39; received by Trans- 
fer, 26; transferred to other parishes, 17; Com- 
municants lost by death, 9; present total num- 
ber of Communicants, 1365; daily offices, Sun- 
days, Holy Days and other days, 142; number 
of times Holy Communion celebrated, 66; Sun- 
day School: Officers and teachers, 12; pupils, 
300; Bible Class attendants, 100; total mem- 
bership, 412; baptisms during the year, chil- 
dern 38, adults 2; confirmations, male 12, fe- 
male 27; marriages 31; burials 43; number of 
pews in the church downstairs 134, with seat- 
ing capacity for 680 individuals; number of 
pews in gallery 40, with seating capacity for 
400 individuals; total seating capacity, about 
1100; number of rented pews 134; number of 
free pews 40. 


'The Diocesan Convention. 


The following two letters received a few 
days ago under their current dates explain 
themselves. I have formally replied to each 
acknowledging their receipt and reciprocating! 
their sentiment as well as thanking both the 
writers for their courtesy.

“Dear Dr. Steele: 


“You will probably remember that at the last 
meeting of the Diocesan Convention the mat- 
ter of the meeting place of the next Conven- 
tion was referred to the Bishop and Standing 
Committee with power. At the January meet- 
ing of the Committee | was instructed to ascer- 
tain if the rector of the Church ot the Holy 
Trinity would be willing to have the Conven- 
tion at that church, and reported to our Com- 
mittee meeting held Monday, February 6th, 
that he had expressed his willingness to have 
it there. Accordingly the Committee, with the 
consent of the Bishop, resolved that the Con- 
vention should meet at that church. I was in- 
structed yesterday to inform you of this, and 
to express to you the appreciation of the Com- 
mittee at the courtesy and readiness which you 
have always shown with regard to the former 
meetings of the Convention at St. Luke’s. The 
reason for the proposed change in place is only 
that it will be so much more convenient on 
account of its nearness to the present Church 
House.

Which is probably because he 
has been of more use, more patient, more con- 
siderate, more obliging and industrious than 
any verger we have known in any church. Our 
best sympathy goes out to him and our fond 
hopes for full recovery.

PARISH NOTES 


On page 3 you will observe some pictures 
of three buildings at the Church Farm with 
comment to illustrate conditions “Before and 
After." They are meant to give a hint at least 
to those who have not seen the Farm what 
things have been done there and are still be- 
ing done and to induce them some day to come 
out and see the results of two years' progress. 


On page 12 as well there is another cut that 
will explain itself. It illustrates the interest 
the people who most use the farm have in the 
place and its continued progress. It suggests 
the effort they are making on their own behalf 
for its additional enhancement. No money is 
being asked from the congregation at large for 
that undertaking. It is one the young people 
have planned and are carrying out themselves. 


Referring to money and speaking of figures, 
it will be observed on page 14, under the tabu- 
lation of Offerings, that no entries are made 
for February dates. This is because the time 
for preparing this copy and going to press is 
such that we háve had to cut short this list 
with the end of January. Later figures will find 
place in the next issue. 


It will also be noticed, perhaps, that all 
Christmas Bounty contributions are reported 
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under the division January instead of Decem- 
ber. This is caused by the fact that our fiscal 
year ended December 31st. All money under 
that general heading so accounted for in that 
fiscal year is the money carried over from the 
year before, as this in turn is carried into 1922. 


Members of the Mothers’ Meeting who as- 
semble weekly on Wednesday evenings spent 
some time industriously last year cutting, sew- 
ing and making into balls enough rags to make 
more than a hundred yards of carpet for the 
house at the Farm. This year they are con- 
tinuing with this endeavor. Since their plan 
was so successful last year, and because there 
is such large demand for just such carpet and 
so ready sale for it, they are this year doing 
the same thing and plan to make as much more 
carpet to sell. 


Thereby they hope to have money accrue to 
a fund for the summer’s work. They already’ 
have enough rags for almost 100 yards, which 


| ‘‘Immoralities of the Church" 


(The following is a condensed summary of 
an article that appeared some time since in the 
"Century Magazine" from the pen of Dr. Frank 
Crane. Its suggestions are worth pondering 
upon.) 

"I believe that the church, in its present 
alinement, is a temporary stage in the progress 
of the Christian idea. The purpose, the pro- 
gram of Jesus is permanent. The enduring 
tree bears from time to time leaves, flowers, 
and fruit, according to season. So churches, 
creeds, cults, when they have served their pur- 
pose, will fall away. Jesus did not say He came 
to save His church, but to save the world. 
Christianity can triumph only as humanity, not 
as a group culled from humanity. 

""There are certain elements in the church 
which impede its growth. І record what, іп my 
judgment, are four fundamental immoralities 
of the church. I say immoralities, because 
they are radical departures from the norm of 
Jesus. These are: First, that it is exclusive; 
second, that it is respectable; third, that it is 
free; fourth, that it is militant. 


First, It Is Exclusive. 


"It recognizes a non-membership. It ac- 
knowledges that there are heretics, infidels, 


should mean $100 profit. Two hundred more of 
the first would mean two hundred more of the 
second. They are busily at work; but what 
they need is rags. They have asked me to ap- 
peal to you for something, anything, every- 
thing; rags, ànd then rags and still more rags. 
Surely this ought to be easy. It would be a 
shame if they should have to stop their work 
because they cannot have what should be so 
easily found. 


And once more, as so often, I want to re- 
mind you of the Girls’ Club and their Rum- 
mage Sale which will come along again in sea- 
son. Do not forget, misunderstand, or say you 
were not told, that they have in the basement 
downstairs a commodious storeroom in which 
anything conceivable will be accepted, stored 
up in advance and used to profit when the time 
for their sale comes on after Easter. The past 
two years each they have made almost $1000. 
They can do this again, if they have the things 
to sell. 


what not, who are not of its body and com- 
munion. Thus it has boundaries. It is not the 
world; it is another one of the many sections 
into which the world is divided. И 

“І say this is immoral, because the dis- 
tinguishing characteristic of Christianity is that 
it is the first great non-ethnic religion. Before 
it all religions had been national or racial ex- 
pressions. The pride of the Jew was that he 
was not a Gentile. Against this narrowness 
Paul thundered. It took a divine vision to re- 
move the prejudice from Peter’s mind. 

“The inclusiveness of Jesus’ program is its 
very essence; so that when we make it exclus- 
ive we destroy its very nature. The churches, 
as we find them today, are organizations. As 
far as their form is concerned, they are in the 
same category as political parties, lodges, clubs 
and orders. The common idea seems to be that 
Jesus organized a group, which He called a 
church, very much as we organize a Rotary 
Club and that His ambition was that this or- 
ganization should grow, by arguing and preach- 
ing, by building great structures and estab- 
lishing schools, by. amassing numbers, and by 
holding gigantic conventions, until at last 
everybody would join, and that would be the 
final triumph of Christianity. 
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“He not only had no such thing in mind, but 
such a thing is utterly heathenish and directly 
opposite to His mind. He never organized any- 
thing. llis twelve apostles were no club, but 
merely His chosen friends. They never had 
but one official, a treasurer, and he went wrong. 
He found twelve friends, and said to them 
that as He had made friends with them, so 
they were to go out and make friends with the 
rest of the human race. 


“The idea was a gospel of contagious friend- 
ship; but it fell into a world obsessed with the 
triumphant fallacy of the Roman Empire, and 
sold its soul for a mess of organization pottage. 
Christianity is essentially unorganizable. When 
you organize it you destroy its chief charm. 
You change a living spirit into a dead steam- 
roller. For any body to call itself the Church, 
meaning that its membership is coterminous 
with the body of Christ's followers, is as absurd 
as for the Republican Party or the American 
Legion to claim that not to belong to it is 
not to be an American. 


""The result of this identifying of Christianity: 
with an organization, has been that real Chris- 
tianity has been forced out into the highway, 
since it could not grow in the garden. There 
is more Christianity in the world today than 
ever before, but it is not confined to the tem- 
ple. It is permeating homes, markets, politics, 
education, literature, every department of life 
And this is destiny's design. But it has al- 
ready taken Christianity two chilliads to get 
the incubus of Caesar off its breast, and the 
task is yet far from completed. 


Second, It is Respectable. 


“The error here is that ancient and common 
one of mistaking station in life for life itself. 
To belong to the church gives one a certain 
social position ; it is an asset toward getting on, 
toward acquiring a reputation, even toward 
getting rich. This immorality flows out of the 
preceding one; for to be exclusive means to be 
respectable. 


"When church membership carries with it a 
certain social status it immediately becomes an 


external something, and ceases to be Chris- 


tianity, which will always be an internal and 
spititual something. Hence it automatically 
cuts itself off from that great multitude to 
whom Jesus especially addressed His message. 
If Tesus is in the church at all today, He stands 
at the door and, extending His hand toward 


the vast crowd in the street, exclaims: Behold 
my mother and my brethren! 


"Because the church stands for social posi- 
tion, it has fallen before three ruinous tempta- 
tions, money, authority and force. The church's 
error lies in assuming that mankind is morally 
helped by the giving or spending of money. The 
truth is that almost the entire ethical value 
connected with money lies in the making of it. 
Money-making touches the whole life of the 
people, their daily concerns, their every activ- 
ity; money giving is too frequently only an 
attempt to heal the injustice of our methods 
of money-getting. 


“The second temptation to which a church 
magnifying respectability succumbs is author- 
ity. Once churchmen coveted political author- 
ity, cardinals sat in kings' councils, and bishops 
made war. Now we run to social authority. 
We have almost identified the church, religion 
and Jesus with what might be called bourgeois 
prosperity or suburban respectability. We 
keep shunting Christianity off into a class. We 
insist on pigeon-holing what should fill the 
house. 


“The third fatal temptation is the use of 
force. This is the most deceptive thing in the 
world. In its early days of triumph the church 
was carried away by it. The founder of Chris- 
tianity rebuked the zeal of His disciple who cut 
off the ear of the high priest’s servant who 
had come to arrest him; His followers in later 
centuries did not scruple to cut off the heretic’s 
head. God is no conqueror, and the world His 
enemy; God is a father, and the world is His 
baby. 


'Third, It Is Free. 


“There are only two ways to get anything at 
all in heaven or in earth. One is to pay for 
it; the other is—any other way. The first is 
honest, the second is not. Every proposal to 
give something for nothing is directly, or by 
implication and consequence, immoral. All 
giving is suspicious. It promotes vanity in the 
giver and subserviency in the recipient. The 
church ought to assume that humanity wants 
its service sufficiently to pay for it. 


"Men need bread, but nobody purposes to 
give them free bread. The church would be 
on a sounder basis ethically if it sold its serv- 
ices like an honest merchant, and did not claim 
to be offering it to people for nothing. All 
sorts of absurd reasons have been offered to 
explain why congregations are small except the 
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real reason, that no admission fee is charged. 
The way to fill the church is to have it cost an 
admission fee to get in. 


“The first effect of charging admission to 
church services would be to improve the qual- 
ity of the preaching. Preachers would have to 
make good or quit. If preaching is poor, it is 
so by natural law. What costs nothing tends 
automatically to be worth about what it costs. 
'The ministry, I think it was John Ruskin ob- 
served, is about the only calling in which any 
sort of incompetence is excused by the plea: 
But he's a good man. То a normal-minded 
person there is no more reason why a parson 
should be good than why a haberdasher or an 
elevator boy should be good. Goodness is not 
a separate profession. It is a characteristic, 
not a specialty, and ought to characterize every- 
body. 

“To many the proposal that the church sell 
and not giveaway what it has to offer will sound 
little short of blasphemous. And it would be 
so, if the church made a merchandise of relig- 
ion. But it is not religion, not the spirit of 
God or the gospel of Jesus which the church 
has either to give away or to sell. Like the 
broker or the advertising man or the lawyer, 
it truthfully should say: We sell nothing but 
service. The lawyer does not sell justice; he 
sells his time and talent to you to assist you 
to get justice for yourself. So the clergyman 
and his church are bringing a service to the 
community which the people of the community 
need. And they would be eager to get it if 
they could pay for it like honest folk, and not 
have it thrust upon them as if they were mendi- 
cants. 

“When you offer a man something for which 
he is expected to give nothing to you in return, 
you depreciate the value of your goods. You 
pose as his benefactor and superior, and you 
insult his manhood. You have no right to 
charge him for the gospel, because you cannot 
deliver the goods. All the gospel he can get 
he must find for himself, and you have no right 
to claim that you give it to him, for it is not 
transferable; all you can give him is your sery- 
ice, your time, and your expert advice. 


“The whole transaction would be decenter 
and cleaner if you assumed that he wants the 
gospel and is willing to pay you for your help 
in showing him how to get it. If you, as a 
preacher, did business so, you might be as 
self-respecting as a grocer. As it is, you walk 
the streets of your town with an air of apology, 


you are set apart at every social gathering, you 
are supposed to have no sense ot the practical, 
neurotics flock to consult you. You seem to 
be a superior person; in reality, you are as à 
child sent off to bed so you will not listen to 
the grownups' talk. All this comes because 
you and your institution advertise to give peo- 
ple something for nothing. They retaliate for 
your treating them in a spiritually patronizing 
manner, by treating you intellectually and so- 
cially in a condescending manner. Action 1s 
equal to reaction. 


*[ am utterly sick of attacks on commercial- 
ism, which is basically the most wholesome 
and ethical thing in the world. The wage sys- 
tem is, at bottom, not a device of pirates, but 
simply a practical and morally sound system 
for exchanging labor; for money 1s crystallized 
labor. When you pay money to the plumber 
you are really exchanging your work for his 
work. The sooner every form of so-called up- 
lift, charity, and benevolence is put upon a 
strict basis of commercialism, and only that is 
offered to the people for which they are will- 
ing to return an equivalent, the sooner the 
folly, the waste, and the useless elements 1n it 
will be squeezed out. 


Fourth, It Is Militant. 


“This needs to be defined. I mean that the 
church aggressively proposes to do people 
good, to uplift them, to convert them. This is 
spiritual snobbery, which is the worst kind. 
When I essay to convert you, I imply that I 
am better than you, and that you need to be 


made like me. This has always been a matter 


of mirth to healthy-minded observers. Thoreau 
somewhere expressed the idea of most of us 
when he said that if he saw a man coming to 
do him good he would run away as fast as he 
could, as from the plague. 


"Going back to the founder of our faith, we 
find none of this. Jesus held no monster re- 
vival meetings. He never manifested that zeal 
in proselyting known.as hunger for souls. He 
never labored with any lost sinner to convert 
him. Nor did he ever haughtily announce that 
unless a man joined His company and obeyed 
Him, he would be eternally lost. He never 
deliberately set out to reform by organized ef- 
fort anybody or anything. He did not start 
any great works wherein to grind out the sal- 
vation of mankind. His results were gained by 
what He was, what He thought and said rather 
than by anything He did. 
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“And you cannot see the point to that until 
you get the right notion of what religion is. It 
is nothing, in its essence, but personal influ- 
ence. Religion is the personal influence of God. 
Jesus came to show us what kind of being God 
is. The dispute as to whether He is the son 
of God or merely a great teacher is fatuous and 
useless. l'or your opinion about the office, na- 
ture, or kinship of Jesus is not what affects 
you; it is whether or not you feel His influence 
and accept and follow His ideals. 


“Jesus never tried, so far. as we can read, to 
do anybody good; that is, His conscious effort 
was not to improve the morals of any one. 
What He was trying all the time was to make 
people happy. He was forever talking about 
joy, not virtue. He seemed to think that chil- 
dren are the best part of the race, and told us 
that unless we be changed and become like 
them, we could not see the kingdom. And chil- 
dren are not particularly moral. They are, how- 
ever, almost uniformly happy. 


“We advocate Jesus as if He were a patent 
medicine to cure us all. He never used that 
figure of speech. He did not say He was our 
medicine; He said He was our food, bread, 
water, wine. Не is our life. Не is the vine, 
we are the branches. It is all simple, beautiful, 
natural. It is not at all hot and horrible and 
orthodox. 

"He came to seek and to save the lost, not 
to prove to them that they are lost. And He 
did not bother with those who were not aware 
of being lost. He would not argue with the 
Pharisees. He did not force Himself upon 
anybody. That is my notion of how a church 
ought to act—just a company of glad folk, not 
glad because they have accepted some crazy' 
fad, but because they know how to live, be- 
cause they have found in the limpid truths of 
Jesus how to be strong and patient and cheer- 
ful, how to carry on business successfully, how 
to manage politics intelligently, how to be con- 
tent themselves and a source of contentment to 
others. 


"In such a church one would preach sermons 
not to rescue the perishing, not to confound 
heretics, not to defend the faith, for surely the 
faith needs no defense, not to build up a mem- 
bership, with forty committees and meetings 


_and clubs, and all that; but he would preach 


for the joy of it, preach sermons as a poet 
writes verse, or a sculptor models a statue, or 
a canary whistles. The preacher would be a 
merchant of joy, a retailer of helpful ideas. Не 
would not bombard a lost and sinful world 


with them. He would assume that people want 
to hear them for the same reason that he 
wants to utter them, because they help. 


Summary. 


"Why should any institution with so splen- 
did a vision be exclusive and respectable and 
apologetic and militant? You have often read 
fancitul tales, such as If Christ Came to Chi- 
cago, the object of every one of which is to 
show you how terribly God disapproves of you. 
But suppose when you go to your room to- 
night, you should find God sitting there? I 
have a notión of what would happen. Alter 
you had gone through the genuflections and 
credos and confessions you have been trained 
to think would be necessary in such a con- 
junction, and had finaly sat down to talk things 
over, you would soon discover a most amaz- 
ing fact. And that is that He does not want 
you to do anything at all for Him. What He 
wants is to help you." 


BENEDICTUS ES DOMINE. 


Some may know, but all may not have learned 
that by action of the last General Convention in 
1919, among some changes adopted upon hear- 
ing the report of a Commission on Revision of 
the Prayer Book, the following was authorized 
as an alternative for the Te Deum. This does 
not mean that the one is to be used to the ex- 
clusion of the other, but upon occasion. It is 
in the interest of shortening the service on 
some Sundays and to avoid too constant repeti- 
tion. In this parish we have frequently been 
using this Benedictus Es Domine. Worshipers 
should be familiar with the words: ~. 
“Blessed art Thou, O Lord God of our fathers; 

Praised and exalted above all forever. 
Blessed art Thou for the Name of Thy Ma- 

jesty; Praised and exalted above all for- 

ever. 
Blessed art Thou in the temple of Thy Holi- 
ness; Praised and exalted above all forever. 


Blessed art Thou that beholdest the depths, and - 


dwellest between the Cherubim ; Praised and 
exalted above all forever. 

Blessed art Thou on the glorious throne of Thy 
kingdom; Praised and exalted above all for- 
ever. 

Blessed' art Thou in the firmament of heaven ; 
Praised and exalted above all forever. 

Glory be to the Father and to the Son, and to 
the Holy Ghost, 

As it was in the beginning, is now and ever 
shall be, world without end. Amen."

Rector’s Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


It is customary in some places, upon such 
occasions, to pronounce the Roster of the Dead 
by name and to commemorate them individu- 
ally before God. This may not be fitting at 
this time. Besides, that has been done last 
Wednesday. I should like, however, to say 
one or two things in regard to that long list 
of names as it appears this year upon the pages 
of our Parish Record, under the Department 
‘Burials.’ If some things I say are personal, 
I know that you will pardon. I speak out of 
a full heart. 


Forty-six Burial Services. 


First, it is a list usually long. There have 
died and have been buried, since November 
first last, some as members of this congrega- 
tion, some as strangers at whose obsequies we 
served, buried by the ministrations of the 
clergy of this parish, forty-six persons. That 
means there has been one funeral, upon an 
average, almost once a week. This cold fact 
alone may beget sympathy for the clergy who 
serve in such an office as well as that larger 
number in each case when multiplied by forty- 
six who sorrow. 


It is no light burden on one’s sympathy to 
know, to have to know, the griefs and heart- 
aches this occasions. You have seen a cloud 


_pass, on a summer’s day, over a waving field 


of grain. From a distance, it looks as though 
the field stood out in sunlight; but across it, 
space by space, there falls a wave of gloom. 
So with a group, with any group of people; for 
example, with a congregation. No sooner has 
it passed, even partially, from one rank than it 
falls upon another. We who minister to souls 
bereaved find ourselves always walking, be- 
carse with them, in the shadow of that cloud. 


List Unusually Varied. 


In the second place, that list the past year 
has been one unusually varied. It is made up 
of extremes, of age, of social status, of degrees 
of intimate and of remote acquaintance. There 
have been an octegenarian and a babe in arms; 
the body of a soldier slain in battle, borne home 
from his temporary resting place in France; 
and that of one who died by accident, a child 
of seven, martyred while at play; there was 
one, a poor lone creature, buried in the Potter’s 
Field constrated with another who in youth 
was playmate in the English Royal Household 
while her father was Chaplain to’ Queen 
Victoria. There stand on that Register the 
names of Wister, Caldwell, Berwind, Hether- 
ington, Harrison, and those alike of Brown and 
White and Jones and Smith. There were 
people I had never seen nor heard of; there 
were those, two in particular, whom you who 
have attended service here have seen and have 
been served by every Sunday for, the one a 
score, the other two score, years. 


And this Register is but an illustration. It 
is in no wise the complete record of those 
mourned departures and those empty places 
upon which the minds dwell of those present, 
much more numerous and widely varied, who 
make up this our afternoon congregation. It 
is quite impossible to know the number or the 
names and dates of death of all to whom the 
memory today turns of all those here present 
who comprize this unique company. I know 
only names of that list I have mentioned. If 
I had been reading in the customary way that 
Roster І would have pronounced, ssiemnly but 
only singly, all without comment, names and 
dates adown the list until I came to two. 
There, as exception, I think I would have 
paused and spoken thus:

They 
will pardon his reiteration. They are in- 
terested and enthusiastic.

But I know also 
there are others who can only be expected to 
know of it at second hand, by spoken word 
or printed report. I wish I could tell the story 
of all things that have been done there for 
these latest six months, May first to November 
first. I should tell that story, maybe, in the 
way it was told last year, in the form of a 
diary, incident and occurrence, day by day, 
week-days and Sundays. But the season has 
been too long and the days have been too 
crowded. There have been too many features 
and each one of them would comprise heading 
rather for a chapter in a volume. 


Twice Five Thousand. 


To attempt this also would involve statistics, 
figures and finances. I believe such story can- 
not be compressed. It is better to indite some 
paragraphs each one pertaining to a topic. 
Summarizing facts, and only in round figures, 
the work this year has been quite similar to 
that of last, except more so; it has been a 
longer season and the number of those who 
have used the place has been larger; as also 
the benefit derived, the loyalty engendered, 
the labor performed and the results accom- 
plished. From a Log Book I have kept 
throughout the summer. I discover that more 
than five thousand individual round trips have 
been made. I do not mean of course by five 
thousand different people. I mean those have 
been units of attendance. But though does not 
represent five thousand individuals, it does 
represent as many perhaps as one thousand 
people. 


In addition to this, we have also allowed 
some outside groups to use it as resort for 
their own outings. Of these there were 
numbers ranging all the way from a dozen to 
a thousand on a given day.

Mr. Brenz gave the garden four wagon loads 
of manure; The Rittenhouse Farms cultivated 
our alfalfa field; Mrs. Schreck advised about 
the many things she knows so well; Mrs. Free- 
born generously sold us the utensils poor 
Jimmy had used. We appreciate the courtesies 
received a thousand times at Bonsall’s Store. 
If Mr. Dickinson were not a carpenter, he 
would have been a Bishop; Charlie, "What's 
his name'—they call him 'Happy'—írom the 
quarry, served us loyally ; down at McConnell's 
quarry also the boys are our friends. There 
is nothing like having good neighbors, even 
though they do not quite know what it is all 
about. We are a queer lot, from the city, 
stupid, ignorant, incomprehensible ; but they 
treat us as though they loved us. Or, do they 
only pity us? It is a good sensation either 


way. 


Take, for example, those cutthroats the 
butchers down at Llanerch. They not only 
sold us meat; they gave us oyster shells, bones 
and scrap for chicken feed; or, Zell at Oak- 
mont, Lobb and Hansell; Mr. Serrill up at 
Newton Square and the Great Valley Mills 
people, Mr. Hare at the Radnor Hunt, and Mr.

If we are 
Babes in the Woods, we are at the mercy of 
our friends. 


Others and Still Others. 


There’s John Wilfong, also Hanlon; there’s 
the Blacksmith and Nate Moore; there is 
Rhodes the plumber and the hardware boys at 
Llanerch ; there's Mr. Francesco and the Moore 
feed store; there’s Joe Wild across the fence 
and the manager of Rudolph Ellis farm.

sandwiches for the Mothers' Meeting, cater- 
pilar killer, arsenate of lead and poison ivy 
lotion, hinges, hasps, machine oil, gasoline, à 
garden hose a dozen blankets, kitchen utensils, 
restringing of ten tennis racquets, two dozen 
pairs of tennis shoes, paint and putty, paint 
brushes and more paint, ice cream on occasion, 
a sickel for the mowing machine, plow points, 
a dinner bell and a wheelbarrow, dynamite and 
court plaster, turpentine and varnish, carpet 
tacks and a sledge hammer, floor wax and 
safety pins, calcimine and white-wash, post 
card notices, printing and postage, stove polish 
and rat poison, a lot of utensils and a [air 
equipment of tools, sweet potato plants and 
seed potatoes, seed corn, rye by the bushel, 
vetch by the pound, grass seed by the bag and 
garden seeds aplenty. 


Remember these are only sundries. They 
are only incidentals. They represent a neg- 
ligible cost compared with things much larger 
and more permanent. The difference between 
things transient and permanent, between main- 
tenance and equipment, is not easily drawn. 
There were undertakings quite as large though 
less romantic than the swimming pool and 
tennis court. We paid steady wages to four 
employees, though of course on a differential 
scale. We used bales of barb wire, rolls of 
fencing for two fields, a hundred iron posts 
and that many times twelve feet of fencing 
for the chicken yard. 1 didn't know there 
were so many uses for sand and cement, for 
concrete. We bought a harrow, a corn culti- 
vator, a gasoline engine, a buzz saw, a fodder 
shredder and a silage cutter. We sealed the 
kitchen, floored the stable and laid linoleum in 
part of the house. There were repairs to the 
pump, the purchase of cow peas and clover, 
middlings for the pigs, mash for the chickens 
and feed for the horses. There were bills to 
Rhoades, the plumber, at Lobbs Lumber Yard, 
the Local Store, the blacksmith, Farrell & 
Townsend for spraying the orchard, Hoopes 
Bros. & Thomas for planting and pruning. 
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There were telephone bills, water rent, and 
electric light charge. There were weekly 
laundry bills and frequent visits of the ice man. 
We got a hundred loads of earth from a nearby 


excavation to fill in the old roadway. We had 


to buy a hundred rails, a car-load of manure, 
a car-load of lime, a ton of bone meal and 
three tons of fertilizer. We bought a hundred 
seedlings for young shade trees from a nursery 
and we put in place two hundred wire screens 
for preservation of young trees from mice and 
rabbits. We bought and used up, in all, three 
thousand feet of lumber. Just as I have hoped 
you would not confuse two kinds of ‘work,’ so 
here also two kinds of ‘moneys.’ Contribu- 
tions of the ordinary kind were used for main- 
tenance. All these expenditures for purchase

I am hopeful that 
we may be able to keep on all winter with the 
house occupied at least by Harvey and 
Katherine, for the sake of the live stock, the 
equipment and utensils. This is necessary; 
indeed, it is inevitable. And this means sup- 
plies of food and feed. It means salary of the 
care-takers; and the place has to be taken care 
of. Тат out of money. Iam worse than that. 
I am out money. But! Did we have a pleasant 
summer? As I’ve heard it phrased five thou- 
sand times: “ТЇЇ say we did.’

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BISHOP’S PASTORAL LETTER. 

The House of Bishops, meeting in General 
Convention at Portland, issued to the Church 
a letter from which the following excerpts are 
reprinted: 


If the power of God, through Christ, is to be 
made a regenerating influence in the world, it 
must be applied through united activities and 
in united action to the social and industrial 
order in which men live. Too many 
of the generation now passing have been con- 
tent to have, to hold and to enjoy. We have 
been too easily satisfied with low ideals of the 
religion of Christ. Our consciences have not 
been troubled when the strong oppressed the 
weak. We have been fearful to enquire too 
closely as to sources. . . . We have been con- 
tent to make Christianitya religious rule for the 
individual and the domestic circle, and we have 
not seriously tried to give it place in industry, 
in politics, in national life and international re- 
lations. This unconscious exclusion of the 
religious motive from the larger life of the 
world has led to a weakening of spiritual 
power in the life of the individual and the 
family. Is it any wonder that a new genera- 
tion flies into revolt against such inconsistency, 
unconscious though it be? 


It is an encouraging sign that greater things 
are now demanded of the Church and the in- 
dividual Christian. Only in the frank and 
fearless application of Christianity to the prob- 
lems of our complicated life can the remedy 
for present evils be found. The world rightly 
calls upon us for service in this task. It rightly 
condemns every professed disciple of Christ 
who is not at least giving anxious thought and 
care to the Church’s real mission and the in- 
dividual’s responsibility for service. If the 
leadership for which the world cries does not 
come from the membership of Christ’s Church ; 
if we are not willing to take the risks involved 
in applying, in a world so different from that 
of His day, the principles which Christ set 
forth; if we are not ready to serve without 
counting the cost, we have missed the very 
aim and motive of discipleship. 


What a splendid ideal democracy has ¢ 
the world!

Sermon preached in Church, December 10, 1922. 
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learning, so this education goes by steps and 
stages. Moreover, here as elsewhere, like 
pupil, like professor; as is the learner so once 
was the teacher. Read again the text above 
and note how it unfolds the process by which 
God has gradually made himself known to 
mankind, through long time and by the 
medium of studious and tractile teachers. 


Forecast or Outline. 


In our text, there are expressed four simple 
yet important truths. They are statements of 
fact. The author makes them as such. It does 
not occur to him to prove them. He assumes 
them, and goes on to see what follows: Let 
me paraphrase his language and set down, in 
their order, four theses. They should guide 
us always in our study of the Bible. Let me 
then go on to amplify these. But, first, the 
paraphrase. (Some of the words that follow 
I have summarized from Canon Gazebrook’s 
“Faith of a Modern Churchman.”) 


1. Revelation is not a single act; it is a 
gradual process. 

2. Revelation has, in all ages, been given to 
mankind through singularly gifted men. 

3. These men, called prophets, are of many 
different kinds; and they speak with many dif- 
ferent voices. 

4. The gradual and partial revelations of 
old found their confirmation and completion in 
Jesus Christ. 


From the standpoint thus indicated, let us 
try to see the Bible as a whole. Its parts will 
appear then in right relation to that whole. 


The Old Testament. 
First, we must fix our attention on the Old 
Testament. For the New Testament was not 
reckoned as Scripture until fifty years after 


| 
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most of its parts were written. We see at once 
that the central feature of the Old Testament 
is a series of great personalities, a procession 
of noble figures, each bearing some gift of truth 
to his people, and through them to mankind. 
Moses, the first of these, stands in the far dis- 
tance. He is a dim figure, just emerging from 
the mist of legend in which all history begins. 
Nearer, but still afar, are Samuel and David 
and Elijah and their kind. They are of three 
classes: the seers, the builders of a nation and 
the champions of a national religion. 


Lapses and Intervals. 


After an interval, a long interval, there come 
the great series of poet preachers, beginning 
with Amos and ending with the Second or 
Deutero-Isaiah, the name given by scholars to 
the author of Isaiah, chapters 40 to 55, who 
wrote toward the end of the Babylonian Ex- 
ile. Again there is an interval. And then a 
new kind of prophet appears: books of Wis- 
dom in quiet times, Apocalypses in ages of 
crises, and especially the Psalmists, nameless 
poets of all degrees of genius, who taught the 
soul to rise on wings of aspiration. 


These figures are widely diverse. They pre- 
sent striking contrasts, in character, in 
manners, in experience and in genius. But 
they form a processional group. That group 
is the center of the picture as we see it. The 
rest is only the background which is needed 
to throw these great figures into relief. The 
historical books present this background. They 
harmonize at all with the central figures only 
because the essential parts of their narrative 
were written by men whose aim was to show 
the hand of Providence in the course of his- 
tory. 


Discord and Confusion. 


But no reader can fail to notice that this 
noble narrative is from time to time inter- 
rupted by passages in totally different char- 


acter. The discord and confusion which 
constitute one of the main problems of 
study, so far as the Old Testament i 
cerned. This confusion came about in 
fectly natural way. There is nothing a 
about it, nor mysterious. It arose fro 
fact that successive schools of writers 
in as many ages who did over again, 
a different reason, what their predecessor 
done and considered finished.

The Historical Writers. f

Later still, in the Third Century B. C., an- 
her history was composed. The author of 
le Book of Chronicles gives a brief abstract 
t the Pentateuch and Joshua; but he quotes 
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long passages verbatim from the books of 
Samuel and Kings. These he supplements 
with unhistorical narratives derived from 
priestly tradition. Thus you have the prob- 
lem of discord and discrepancy solved by 
understanding the sources, the so-called Docu- 
ments. 


Sources or Documents. 


Of these sources the main ones are five. 
They are called by the initial letters of their 
names, or by capital letters which indicate a 
polytheistic or monotheistic idea of God. In 
the Pentateuch, such interwoven documents 
are E and J. In these the noun is plural, 
Elohim, the Gods or Jehovah, the one God. 
Later you find interwoven likewise the docu- 
ments referred to, D and P ; the Deuteronomic 
code and the Priest code. To these is added 
the late designation R. 'This marks the work 
of the Redactor, the writer or reviser who 
pieced the parts together. See, for illustration 
of this, Haupt's Polychrome Bible. 


Idea of Inerrancy. 


By this time the productive period of He- 
brew Literature had come to an end. The 
scribe took the place of the prophet and the 
priest the place of the historian. In conse- 
quence, the sacred text came to be regarded 
ina new way. During the literary period each 
writer had treated the word of his predecessors 
with great freedom. He added, adapted and 
altered. But the scribe came to consider the 
whole text, as he received it, inviolable. To 
him, all parts of it were of equal value. It 
came to be believed that all the Scriptures 
were literally dictated to the various writers. 
The result was that the “background” came 
forward, and obscured the principal figures. 
The Law became more prominent than the 
History; the Pentateuch counted for more 
than the Prophets. 


_were writing Scripture. 
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False Mechanical Theory. 


This view of the Scriptures, with all its false 
perspective, was accepted as unquestionable 
by the first generation of Jewish Christians. 
They, in turn, communicated it to the grow- 
ing Church. In large measure, it was main- 
tained by all branches of the Church until the 
nineteenth century. And sore has been the 
spiritual loss which this entailed. For the free 
activity of the Divine Spirit, revealing truth, 
gradually through chosen instruments, there 
was substituted a mechanical theory of dicta- 
tion. This was only too acceptable to the 
unthinking multitude. But it required that 
Christian teachers should exercise dexterity in 
“harmonizing” the contradictions in which the 
composite narratives abound. They did this 
instead of freely admitting inconsistencies and 
frankly explaining them. 


The New Testament. 


The New Testament came into existence in 
much the same way as the Old. St. Paul and 
other Christian preachers wrote to meet the 
needs of their disciples. They had no idea they 
But some of their 
Epistles were treasured by the recipients, and 
copied and circulated among the scattered 
communities. A little later, when the apostles 
were almost all dead, and when hope of a 
speedy second Advent was fading away, there 
arose a demand for something like a history of 
the Lord’s life and teaching. The first to an- 
swer the call was St. Mark. According to a 
very probable tradition, he wrote out and ar- 
ranged what he remembered often having 
heard when accompanying St. Peter. 


The Synoptic Gospels. 


Within the next quarter century, two fuller 
narratives appeared, each with a character of 
its own, but both based upon St. Mark’s Gos- 
pel and upon an early collection of the Lord’s 
sayings which was current under the name of 
St. Matthew. This latter collection is usually 
spoken of by scholars as the Logia of Matthew.

Besides these first-rate 
thorities, there are a few small writings of 
te date and uncertain authorship which need 
ot detain us.

One other historical book remains. In | 
Acts of the Apostles, St. Luke has given 
illuminating record of the growth of the eai 
Church. This he does first in the Jewish $ 
then in the larger Greek world. Except mt 
first five chapters, where he was depende 
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of Scripture which were current in the fifth 
century. These became stereotyped in the 
Protestant Churches. They ascribed to the 
New Testament writers, as well as to the Old, 
inerrancy. Secondly, they neutralized the 
grant of an open Bible by denying an open in- 
terpretation. In place of an infallible Church, 
each of the Protestant sects set up an infallible 
book infallibly interpreted. It is the task of 
our age to complete the Reformation by re- 
moving that two-fold obstacle to religious 
progress. 


Biblical Criticism. 


The new criticism of the Bible, inspired by 
the advance of knowledge, scientific, historical 
and literary, is not an attack upon the sacred 
writers or their books; it is only an attack 
upon the wrong opinions about them which 
have been imposed by too long-established con- 
vention. Is it possible to define in a few sen- 
tences the proper attitude of modern Christians 
to the Bible? I am not sure; but it seems a 
duty to make the attempt. That attempt is the 
task now awaiting all those who would reclaim 
the Bible from obscurity and make it, not a 
fetish, but a living, breathing, vital thing. 


First, we recognize the truth we first set 
out by stating: namely, that Revelation has 
been gradual and partial. We see that this 
was necessary. We are not, therefore, sur- 
prised that Moses sanctioned polygamy, or 
that Isaiah accepted some principles which are 
now known to be untrue, or at any thing else 
in the same category. In the Bible through- 
out, the older the parts the more so, we find 
the record of God's revelation of Himself to 
a single people, through the experiences of 
a tragic history, through the experiments of a 
gradually purified worship, but chiefly through 
the teaching of a long series of prophets 


Secondly, the whole is made real to us by 
the form in which it is conveyed. There is 
little of systematic exposition. We learn the 
truth bit by bit. We learn it from the dra- 
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matic tales of national heroes and saints; from 
the vivid pictures of a progressive society; 
from the prophets’ rebukes of sin; from the 
mingled voices of the psalmists ; even from the 
revolt of Job against conventional theology. 
We can watch generation after generation 
wrestling with the great problems of life and 
trying to form adequate conceptions of God’s 
nature, of man’s personality, of sin, of atone- 
ment, of courage in the present and of hope 
for the future. But lastly we see how the re- 
ligious literature of Israel ends, a hundred 
years before the birth of Christ, in a long list 
of unanswered questions. It ends in what 
some one has called “a long row of interroga- 
tion points.” 


History and Experience. 


In all this history, we see our own experience 
writ large. Each one of us, in so far as he is 
thoughtful and sincere, must wrestle with the 
same problems. And each must approach 
their solution only by stages. The solutions 
of these great problems, the satisfaction of the 
yearnings which exercise us as they did the 
people of old, are found in the Christ who is 
portrayed in the New Testament. Putting 
aside all quibbling and controversy, let us try 
to describe what all reverent readers find in 
those wonderful pages. 


Revelation Through Christ. 


First of all, we feel ourselves in the presence 
of a personality so unique, so divinely good, 
so inspiring, that we need not to be told in 
formal language that He is the revelation of 
Godhead. Instinctively we esteem Him as 
such. It is only by an afterthought that we try 
to define or explain His nature. Herein is the 
danger. Because human language is inade- 


quate, all such attempts must fail in part. 


Secondly, His recorded words give us, not 
rules of conduct, but the principles of a higher 


life. These each generation must translate 
itself into rules adapted to its own cire 
stances. The apostles help us by showing] 
the first generation of Christians tried to са 
out these principles. Not all their rules 
applicable now.

You recall the circumstances. They were 
those connected with the memorable siege of 
Jerusalem, in the days of King Hezekiah. The 
tents of the Assyrians were all around the city. 
The inhabitants were reduced to dire straits. 
Hezekiah covered himself with sackcloth and 
ashes. He humbled himself. Moreover, he was 
disfigured and distressed by a severe and dan- 
gerous illness. He prayed ardently for relief. 
Then a promise of deliverance came by the 
mouth of the prophet, conveyed in imagery de- 
rived from the circumstances of the siege. The 
invader, Sennacherib, would be routed. The 
besieging troops would be withdrawn. The in- 
habitants of Jerusalem would see the king, re- 
stored to health, and clothed again with the 
gorgeous robes of his former estate. 


They would also behold the land of far dis- 
stances. That is to say, for a long period they 
had been shut up in the besieged city. They 
had been confined within the closed and bar- 
ricaded gates. Their view was bounded by the 
narrow streets and higher walls. They could 
see nothing beyond—no field, no garden, no 
landscape. But, when the siege would be 
ended, they would be able to go out at will 
into the country, and feast their eyes upon its 
fair and wide-extending prospects. 


1. The Kingly Beauty of the Commonplace. 


There is not a boon in life more highly 
sought than that which these words symbolize: 
the enlargement and extension of view or 
vision or sight. We would be delivered from 
petty outlooks, from narrow vistas, from con- 
fined horizons, physical, mental and spiritual. 
We desire to see things in large relationships, 
and to behold in their utmost significance far- 
off issues. 


It is essential to the health of our spirits that 
we should be able to see things before they 
are quite at our doors. For example, I would 
like to be able to see temptation when it is still 
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a long way off, before it springs upon me sud- 
denly. Then I could thwart it. 1 would like 
the power to do this also for other people. I 
wish, for instance, that I could see homesick 
prodigals when they are still away in the far 
country. This was the characteristic of the 
father in the parable: “When he was yet a 
great way off, his father saw him!” I would 
like most of all to have the power of seeing the 
far-off significance of seemingly insignificant 
events. I covet that kind of imagination which 
could look adown long highways into far dis- 
tant futurity. I would be not only rich, be- 
cause of opportunity thus possible to seize; I 
would be influential, powerful, profoundly wise 
and infinitely serviceable. 


Now I do not know what all is needed to pos- 
sess this; but I do know one thing. To attain 
that view of matters mundane I must get away 
from them. I have to rise superior to them. 
Just as the aeronaut who ascends through the 
air toward the sky not only looks up and be- 
holds the ever clearing heavens, but also looks 
down and, because of his ascent, all he is leav- 
ing below changes and becomes transfigured, 
so a man’s upward approach toward God is 
attended by, and measured by, his altering 
view of humanity. He begins to see more 
clearly and to think more kindly of the things 
of earth and traits of human kind the more 
surely and the more clearly his “Eyes have 
seen the king.” 


But, compared with a Jand which is one of 
far horizons, we live for the most part in one 
that is narrow and small and confined. The 
freedom which even the most favored of us en- 
joy is only the length of our chain. We are 
limited by our natures, by our faculties, by our 
circumstances, by too maudlin meditation on 
our sins, by selfish and self-centred brooding 
on our sorrows, by dull brooding on our griefs 
and losses. We enclose ourselves in straits. 
We confine ourselves in prisons of our own 
making. Our eyes are holden that we cannot 
see—the king in his beauty and the land that 
is very far off. 


Notice now. and ponder if you please. The 
land of far distances was not for Isaiah in 
some distant or some foreign country. It was 
simply the region round about Jerusalem. And 
so is the spiritual land of which this is a simile. 
It is not far removed. It is not in remote depths 
of heaven. It is all around us all the time. Its 
things are eclipsed only by the shadow of our-

selves. All that is necessary is that our $ 
should be lifted and our eyes should be oy, 
in order to see it. Hence my theme: A c 
lenge to materialism. 


Nor is there any call to nobler living, I am 
inking just now, to the rich alone. 1t is not 
en to them 1n particular. Materialism 1s not 
uged by income. lt contaminates the mil- 
ns just as truly as it does the millionaire. 
id nerein lies the point that I started to 
oss. The pseudo-retormer well-meaningly, 
d the labor-leader mistakenly, are always 
inging to the front the question of wages. 
еу emphasize the struggie for the material 
ods of life. They have otner ideals, it is true; 
t the point of their attack is always material.

> we not trying to express that dignity in 
ms of recompense instead of in terms of 
levement? The truth is, we have talked so 
ibly of reconstruction that we have forgot- 
"What it is we were going to reconstruct; 
tis, a race of men, and not a mass of matter. 
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There is more danger than a little in this far 
too current tallacy. When reduced to its sim- 
plest expression, it is the old fatal desire to get 
something tor nothing. There is the same top- 
pling of standards as there is confusion of 
values. 


It is this that leads to anarchy. What else 
could it lead to? There are facts, therefore, 
that call for sternest scrutiny and certain 
theories that call for plain speech. From no- 
where do they call more loudly than from the 
pulpit, and in the name of nothing more than 
in that of Religion. For there still are things 
in this new world that go by the old name 
of sin. Murder and arson, riot and threaten- 
ing, bloodshed and property destruction, sab- 
botage, syndicalism and all such devices of 
Satan are sin. No end justifies these means. 
No matter furthered by these methods can 
have the consideration of those who esteem 
themselves above the beasts that perish. All 
those who indulge in these? Are they human 
or animal? Are they spiritual or material? 
Tell me! Have their eyes ever so much as 
seen the king? 


There is here a sharp distinction. And it 
might as well be seen and known and reckoned 
with. There are human beings who aspire up- 
ward, and there are those who do not. There 
are human beings who believe there is a God 
in Heaven, and there are those who act as 
though they did not. The former are the re- 
ligious, in some form and in some measure. 
The latter are those who deny that there is 
either angel or spirit. They are earthy, sensual, 
devilish. Their end is destruction, their god 
is their belly, their glory is in their shame, 
they mind earthly things. 


I am weary of that superficial prattle in 
which the Church is blamed for some vague 
dereliction of its duty toward those who will 
not play the Church's game. I mean a certain 
ignorant and idle agitation. How can the 
Church, how can the clergy, help? Are the am- 
bitions of these agitators laudable? Ате 
their methods permissible? Are they willing 
to help the Church? And do they wish the 
Church to help them? 


Answer: No. This is an important ques- 
tion. Yet there seems to be no other answer. 
For, when all the elements in our modern 
society, intermingled and confused as they are 
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to be sure, are reduced and simplified, they 
come down in the end to two. They are so 
conflicting as to be absolutely irreconcilable. 


On the one hand, there are the constructive 
forces; on the other hand, there are the de- 
structive. In one group are all those individ- 
uals and institutions which are redemptionist 
in their endeavor; in the other, there are those 
that are iconoclastic and incendiary. Of the 
first, the Christian Church has always stood, 
and must stand, at the head. Of the second, 
all anarchistic and other associations that 
preach and practice violence are in the fore- 
front. What can be the point of contact? We 
are harried by the criticism that the Church 
neglects the masses. And then we are as hor- 
rified to hear what these exponents of those 
masses have to say about the Church. I am 
one of many who would like to help them ; but 
I find himself a member of a group, 1. e., minis- 
ters of religion, whom they will neither help 
nor allow to help them. Is this because their 
eyes have not, and ours have, seen the king? 
I think so. 


I wonder if you know these words. They are 
those of a man of God. They are addressed 
to those I speak of. And they ring with good, 
hard, common sense. They echo with the trum- 
pet tone of Truth itself: “The ‘Justice’ that 
is ever on your lips and on your banners is the 
thing that you decline to exercise. You do part 
of the work? Yes. And you claim all.the 
profits. You would direct the business of the 
country and divide its earnings? Yes. But 
you are too indolent to frame its policies and 
you decline to share its losses. You hate others 
who are more successful? Yes. Because they 
are more industrious and more prudent than 
you. 


“The trouble is you are so grossly and so 
essentially of the earth earthy. When you 
have bread, you cry for meat. When you 
have water, you cry for wine. When you have 
shorter hours, you cry for more money. Less 
work and more play, more living and less earn- 
ing a living—these are your clamorous de- 
mands; never more learning, more longing, 
more beauty, more service, more sacrifice, 
more of any of the things that make life most 
worth living. I cannot speak your language. 
Perhaps you will not hear mine. But I tell 
you frankly, I am industrious, you are evasive. 
I am earnest; you are trifling. I am serious 


and you are sacrilegious. We are all of цз 
terialist children of a century of industria 
but among you, that materialism grows | 
rank.” 

Conclusion. 


I have said that my theme was A Chal] 
to Materialism. I conclude its exposition: 
this word of consolation to those who app 
the process by which the Almighty point 
way from earth to heaven. And I quote: “J 
and there along the mighty highway of m 
toilsome journey toward the light do we 
counter the commanding figures of the s 
and prophets. They are men and women 
through the mystery of the soul ha 
emerged from the dust of the ground, f 
come clearly to perceive and deeply to ur 
stand the spiritual meaning and trend of 
man destiny. These have been the divinely 
pointed torch-bearers of mankind to g 
their feet into the way of peace.” 


Some, a few, a small minority, of the pe 
of earth’s teeming multitudes, have eyes to 
the ears to hear, and the heart to underst 
that there is here and now, for all who ma: 
qualified to enjoy its privileges, a beaut 
land of farness, of far distances. Are we at 
these? Then we must pay our price. But 
have also our reward. Our eyes have | 
the king. 


Are we not? Then it is time to stop 
earthly senses and open the windows of 
spirits to the light which never was on sé 
land. That light will-not shine so long 
are plodding with our eyes of flesh and 
fixed on the ground. If we would open: 
we would see and perceive and fully wou 
understand that life is not really a m 
corn and iron, of money and merchandise 
digging and delving, of eating the fruits ot 
toil, of marrying, dying and burying. 


These are only life’s machineries. These 
only the process of nature’s becoming. 
are only the grist which is forever being g 
in the mill.

The Rec- 
tor’s Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday’s services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving it, 
should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish.

Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance.

Che Parish Helper 
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Rector’s Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My dear Friends: 


I am shaping up this letter for this issue of 
the “Farish Helper” in a curious way. It is 
not because there are so few, but rather just 
because there are so many, things that I would 
like to speak about that I do not at the outset 
speak of any of them. I think better to print 
first some extracts from some editorials in cer- 
tain church and other papers recently appear- 
ing. For if you will read these first they may 
provide a theme upon which a little later I 
would like to comment. It is long ago that 
the last “Parish Helper" appeared; but that is 
because of the lapse of time in the long sum- 
mer season and that lapse itself would be a 
subject for extended comment. It is time that 
we were back in church. It is the first week 
in November. Now there is danger that too 
many things may fall short of accomplishment 
by reason merely of not beginning in time. 
Our attention has of course been taken up 
throughout the summer with the Church 
Farm. This in its turn will have its com- 
mentary. Meanwhile, please read these ex- 
tracts from editorials and be the better in the 
mood to read some comments further upon 
other pages. 


Who Go to Church? 


"Statistics of religious activities are always 
unconvincing, for they are carelessly assem- 
bled in most cases and experts would pro- 
nounce them to be without scientific value. 
'The recent separate publication of church sta- 
tistics by Dr. Carroll and Dr. Watson indi- 
cates something of the discrepancies that can 
arise from the most careful use of materials 
which are produced by haphazard methods. 
'That there are more nominal church tnembers 
now than formerly is probably true. lf pres- 
ent figures are inflated, they are doubtless less 


inflated than they used to be before fiscal ap- 
portionments prorated on the basis of mem- 
bership were placed on congregations. But 
do church folk weigh as much as they used to 
do? Such a question is quite beyond the 
power of any man to answer, but it must al- 
ways be asked in connection with optimistic 
statements of religious progress. 


Figures and Facts. 


There are facts to adduce on either side. On 
one side we will be reminded that witn our 
better processes of religious education, and 
with the decline of revivalism, we are now 
bringing converts into the churches who are 
more aware of religious duty than were those 
of the previous generation. On the other side 
it will be suggested that the average Sunday 
school teacher is a well-meaning person but 
in a majority of cases without any specialized 
training in teaching religion. It will also be 
pointed out that the revivalistic method is not 
yet abandoned. 


Surely Christians are less certain about 
what they believe than they used to be. This 
generation can hardly be called progressive in 
its religious thinking, in any positive sense; 
it is for the most part just uncertain, or is not 
thinking at all. It is doubtful, too, that church 
people take their religious obligations with the 
same moral earnestness as once characterized 
them. Perhaps most communities wonld re- 
port a decline in the percentages of church at- 
tendance. Not only are preachers sometimes 
stupid; the saints themselves are half-hearted 
about worship or openly indifferent. When 
the fear of hell went out, the new motive which 
is to take its place is slow in defining itself." 
—New Century. 
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Radio Preaching. 


“Many millions of people in America have 
never heard a sermon by any other than a 
preacher of their own sect. Nowadays church 
people of this sort are hearing sermons from 
other points of view in the privacy of the home, 
by means of the radiophone. It is significant 
that no single theme is so much broadcasted 
as is religion. It is well that Roman priest 
and Jewish rabbi, as well as everybody else, 
are given access to the air. And much of this 
preaching is good. In the Chicago area, for 
example, the finely wrought sermons of Dr. 
Shannon and the brilliant pulpit addresses of 
the Sunday Evening Club are sent out through 
the air to fall as gospel seed, some by the way- 
side, and some on good ground. 


Best of all is the fact that the people who 
know least about sermons are hearing them in 
large numbers by this new device. The initial 
interest may be primarily scientific or curious; 
but no one could tune in on Dr. Fosdick or 
Dr. Hugh Black on recent Sunday evenings 
and not be impressed and inspired. The new 
device contributes appreciably to the realiza- 
tion of the fellowship of the church universal; 
for there is now no limit to the size of the 
congregations. 


Church Unity? 


What sectarianism has always forbidden has 
now come to pass. Vast congregations, with- 
out thought of name or creed, repeat the 
Lord’s prayer after the minister and hear his 
sermon, critically but intelligently. Mean- 
while all ministers feel the competition of 
preaching by the side of the nation’s greatest 
pulpiteers, Village pulpits feel compelled to 
turn out a better product. City congregations 
ought soon to know what real preaching is. 
The new invention for spreading the gospel 
is likely to work many a change in preaching 
style, in religious attitudes and in the coming 
of a more catholic consciousness to the Church 
of Christ."—Exchange. 


Missionary Editorial. 


"At the end of the last fiscal year the pre- 
siding Bishop and Council, being the central 
executive body of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, issued an appeal and a discouraging 
statement concerning the finances of the gen- 
eral church. 


It is difficult from statements issued to esti- 
mate exactly the deficit which seems to go 
considerably beyond a half a million of dol- 
lars. How much of this amount was liqui- 
dated is not satisfactorily stated. The quota 
for 1922 was $8,182,347, receipts for 1922 were 
$2,516,923.51—a difference between quota and 
receipts, $5,665,423.49. This is a serious warn- 
ing to the whole church. 


There is a rising tide of opposition, if not 
indignation, noticeable in a number of 
churches, Presbyterian, Methodist, Congrega- 
tional, as well as our own, against the speed- 
ing up of unnecessary quotas and budgets on 
the part of bureaucratic central bodies ої con- 
trol. 


Facts and Fiction. 


We are cognizant of the fact that every 
church must have a program and a central ex- 
ecutive committee to work the program as 
well as to exercise a large measure of influ- 
ence in shaping it. The difficulty seems to lie 
in the lack of sanity that afflicts the average 
central bureau. 


Carried away by the visionary elegance of 
their own plans, accelerated by the thought 
that they are in "big business," which fur- 
nishes very comfortable salaries for innumera- 
ble departmental heads and overlapping field 
secretaries, dazzled by the insidious lure of 
printers’ ink, they acquire a remarkable skill 
in manipulating their programs through con- 
ventions on the wave of elaborately contrived 
enthusiasms and then announce to their 
churches that the budget is a debt to God. 


Need for Retrenchment. 


There are elements in this process which 
betoken a lack of ethical perception. The in- 
dividual churches get discouraged; the indi- 
vidual rector finds himself in a state of con- 
stant irritation when the representatives of 
various church activities descend upon him 
with paper propositions backed by scant 
knowledge of actual parish conditions and 
proceed to exploit him and his congregation 
for a visionary and debt-increasing program. 
Retrenchment to a program of sane propor- 
tions is the imperative need of the hour. 


With bankruptcy staring it in the face, it 
is imperative that “The National Council” of 
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the Protestant Episcopal Church face facts— 
reduce its working force, stop flooding the 
church with its freshets of inconsequential lit- 
erature which goes immediately into the waste 
basket of ninety per cent. of the rectors, cut 
down its extravagant headquarters’ over- 
head expenses and stop the expensive and un- 
necessary junketing of secretaries and workers 
about the country, whose chief function is 
talking rather unintelligently about subjects 
based upon second-hand information or bu- 
reaucratic speculation.”—The Chronicle. 


The Future of the Church as a Layman 
Sees It. 


“Tt takes no prophet to state that the Church 
is marking time. Statistics cannot be taken as 
evidence of the work of the Church. Herein 
is the great mistake. During the last ten 
or twelve years there has been an increasing 
tendency toward making experts, whose duty 
is largely one of gathering statistics, going 
around to diocesan councils, addressing con- 
ferences and then going back to their offices 
and rushing into print with a “program.” 


I am just a layman. But I am connected 
as a vestryman in one of the largest parishes 
in the United States, and as such feel the bur- 
den of what is getting to be “oppressive as- 
sessments” for the support of the ever-increas- 
ing number of departmental secretaries and 
experts who tell us how it ought to be done. 


Personally, I cannot see how the Church 
has been benefited spiritually or otherwise by 
this great number of expert secretaries. From 
what I can see by my observations in my 
travels from coast to coast during the last 
twelve months, coming in close contact with 
large and small parishes, they all seem to be 
at a standstill. If all this expert information 
the parishes have been receiving has made any 
mark for good it has certainly failed to show 
itself in places I have been. 


Facts Versus Dreams. 


I have made it my business in making these 
trips to call upon rectors in large parishes and 
those in small ones, both in city and town. 
I have been in almost every state in the Union 
checking up, and it is a very interesting sur- 
vey. The plain truth is that the glowing pic- 
tures painted by our experts do not hold up 


under the facts as gathered. I have made it 
my business to check up on many of the 
places "The Program” gives, only to find the 
facts in no way fit into the representations for 
which we are asked large sums of money. 


I am aware that many of these propositions 
are anticipations—but why not say so? Busi- 
ness men are accustomed to facing facts and 
not dreams. Everywhere | have been I find 
the progress being made is so small 
that it is hardly noticeable, and very dcubtful 
in many places. Most of the parishes have 
fewer communicants now than ten years ago. 


Li 

When going to church on Sunday, which I 
always do two and three times—that is, if I 
can find the church open for an afternoon or 
evening service—only a very small congrega- 
tion was present. ‘This was true even with 
many of the larger parishes where noted rec- 
tors preached. Splendid music, good sermons, 
but empty pews. Now, what is the trouble? 


As I have analyzed the situation 1 have 
come to some very 


Definite Conclusions. 


1. Our entire organization is too topheavy 
and the expenses involved in maintaining all 
this unnecessary overhead is entirely beyond 
what the needs demand or will even justify 
twenty-five years from now. 


2. Bishops are away from their dioceses too 
often for the good of the Church. Many of 
them take from three to four months’ vaca- 
tion every year, and it is impossible for them 
to have in hand the situation. 


3. Our churches are closed too much and 
open entirely too little. Vacations are neces- 
sary for rectors, but by all means their work 
should not close down entirely because they 
are away. 


4. Bishops are very largely to blame for the 
poorly paid clergy. First: They have lost 
sight of human values in the ministry. Sec- 
ond: They have failed to impress upon ves- 
trymen the necessity of this. Third: They 
seem to be afraid that in asking for an increase 
in the salary of clergv the assessments will 
not be met. 
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5. There is entirely too much jealousy on 
the part of bishops and clergy of each cther's 
success. What I have seen and heard in this 
respect is amazing. 


6. The laymen should take a more active 
part in providing for the temporal affairs ot 
the Church. I find they are sadly negligent 
in this respect. If they conducted their busi- 
nesses as some of them conduct the business 
affairs of the Church they would go bank- 
rupt. 


7. Feople are getting tired of the kind of 
program they have been receiving, manufac- 
tured to order by our experts. The mission of 
the Church is to cure souls and not become 
expert in conferences and a lot of things it is 
very doubtful as to their value in the Kingdom 
of God. 


8. There are several departments which 
ought to be either reconstructed or wiped out 
entirely. ГИ name them because 1 know 
whereof I speak. The Foreign-Born Division 
is a nuisance as it is now constituted. Its 
whole work is on paper. The Department of 
Social Service could be valuable, but it is not 
at present. The Personnel Department is a 
failure as it is now conducted. I propose to 
lay my report before our vestry and move for 
curtailment of assessments.”—The Churchman. 


An Episcopal Point of View. 


“Bishop Rhinelander’s resignation came as 
a great surprise to the Diocese of Pennsylva- 
nia. There had been rumors for years that 
his health was not equal to the heavy burdens 
of his position; but they had so often been 
proven ill-founded that there was general in- 
credulity when they revived lately, so his res- 
ignation came upon a people unprepared. 


“Now that it has arrived, the general teeling 
is sympathy with Bishop Rhinelander, and 
praise for his decision. Everyone feels that he 
has taken the proper course. Pennsylvania 
needs a man of unusual vigor at its head. The 
Bishop shows the sincerity of his devotion to 
the Church by refusing to allow his ill health 
to become a handicap to the Diocese, 


“Tt is difficult to appraise exactly at this 
time the qualities of his administration. His 
energy, devotion to his task, and high esti- 


mate of the responsibilities of the Episcopate 
were manifest from the first. Under him the 
centralizing tendencies that are so outstand- 
ing a feature of our general church life, be- 
came dominant in Pennsylvania. 


“The Diocese was regarded not so much as 
composed of parishes, as an organization 
whose full glory was manifested in the non- 
parochial activities. Prominent churchwomen 
were called out of the chief parishes to be 
taught church doctrine ‘by the bishop him- 
self.’ The younger clergy were collected into 
similar conferences. The conception of the 
Episcopate was not the constitutional Episco- 
pate of White and Alonzo Potter; but the di- 
vine right Episcopate of Seabury and Hobart. 


“Bishop Rhinelander made it manifest from 
the very first that he had never grasped the 
conception that in a comprehensive church 
the Bishop must not be a party leader, but 
must abandon the propaganda of his special 
views for the sake of emphasizing the great 
truths, and spiritual aspirations that are com- 
mon to all schools. This attitude, the loyalty 
of the school, which is shown by every elec- 
tion of deputies to the General Convention to 
be a minority in the Diocese of Pennsylva- 
nia, greatly lessened his influence with the 


clergy. 


His Churchmanship. 


"It was well known that in many cases he 
refused to appoint to missions clergymen, who 
accepted entirely the doctrine of the sacra- 
ments as laid down in the Catechism, but de- 
clined to accept the theories of the Bishop’s 
school of thought. His lofty views of the pre- 
rogatives of a Bishop made him restive under 
the restraints of canons, and there was a gen- 
eral feeling that he did not protect sufficiently 
the rights of rectors, and was too prone to lis- 
ten to parochial gossips, and to take sides in 
parish contests. 


“The most striking instance of his dislike 
of constitutional government was his procure- 
ment of a Charter for a Cathedral by a group 
of private individuals, without any regard to 
the Convention of the Diocese, and his eager 
desire to have a Cathedral, that should be the 
Bishop’s Church, and yet not under the 
Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church. 


—— 
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It was into schemes of this kind that Bishop 
Rhinelander threw all his energy. 


"His interest was not in social questions, or 
the moral issues that were agitating the com- 
munity, but in the upbuilding of the organiza- 
tion. He evidently held that people existed 
for the Church and not the Church for the peo- 
ple. The result was that he was only a Bishop 
of the organization, and never attained any 
moral leadership in the community. 


“The other churches saw in him an ecclesi- 
astic, devoted and zealous, who was always 
trying to gain something for the Episcopal au- 
thority, which he regarded as the divinely ap- 
pointed means of conserving doctrine and 
transmitting grace. He has left the Diocese 
with a number of new churches, with a more 
complicated and costly machinery of adminis- 
tration, with plans for an expensive Cathedral 
at last officially adopted. He undoubtedly in- 
creased his tasks by his inability to delegate 
authority, or to send his subordinates free to 
use their own intelligence. 


A Pitiful Mistake. 


"His final charge to the Diocesan Conven- 
tion, in the defence of the Creed, was deprived 
of much of the weight that should natu- 
rally have belonged to the parting words of a 
faithful bishop by his record of theological 
partisanship, and by his evident lack of com- 
prehension of the real forces at work. But 
perhaps it is unfair to criticise the deliverance 
of a sick man. 


"Certainly no man is in his right place in 
the ministry of the Episcopal Church, who 
is not loyal to Jesus Christ, whose agree- 
ments do not outweigh the modifications he 
would like to make, who is not zealous to 
bring in the kingdom of righteousness and 
love; but the theory of the organic oneness of 
all the articles of the Creed, of their articu- 
lated interdependence, which the Bishop set 
forth, would make our church as narrow as 
Rome itself. We believe that the final esti- 
mate of Bishop Rhinelander will be that he 
was a zealous theologian of the Tractarian 
type, who presided for twelve years over a 
Protestant Diocese, speeding up and increas- 
ing the central machinery, and doing all that 
lay in his power to make his theology prevail 
in the Diocese."—Author Unknown. 


Those Quotations. 


I had meant to pause for space to comment 
upon many points of the foregoing passages; 
but, now that I come to it, they seem well 
enough to emphasize themselves and need but 
small elaboration. They need only to be here 
applied to circumstances and, events that are 
much to the fore in our own thinking and in 
our own parish. For example: 


Who are they who do, and who are they 
who do not, come to church? "There are too 
many members of our clientele who are too 
negligent about this matter. But they are so 
various and their reasons and excuses are so 
different it seems impossible to speak any one 
form of exhortation that will apply to more 
than one person at a time. 


What I am concerried with is that the claims 
they make for absence shall be reasons and 
not merely excuses. We have some twelve 
hundred bona-fide communicants; and yet we 
have average Sunday congregations of à num- 
ber so far short of this that half that total 
ought to take themselves in hand and resolve 
to do better. I have spoken to some Special 
groups about this. It is time they took the 
matter up quite seriously. 


Short of Money. 


In regard to finances—editorial in column 2, 
page 6—I can add and need add nothing, on 
the subject there discussed. But that subject 
leads into another. After we have been urged 
and begged and exhorted by these agencies and 
agents from the outside, there remain our own 
affairs at home. This is where charity, it is 
agreed, begins. We are short of money, at 
this season. In fact, we are shorter than that. 
The Rector's Discretionary Fund is depleted. 
The Church Farm Fund is more than ex- 
hausted. People have so long been absent, 
out of touch and out of hearing, that their in- 
terest has not unnaturally lapsed. 


Normal contributions have just simply not 
been forthcoming. I can not, and I should 
not, speak of this at length. If you will think 
a moment and reflect how many months, six 
at the least, it is since you have heard ine even 
mention money, you will realize first how 
rapidly time passes ; but, secondly, how money 
passes also through the hands of one to whom 
it is committed for these works both of neces- 
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sity and mercy. Then you will sit down and 
send a check. 


Bishop’s Resignation. 


In regard to that special editorial beginning 
column 2, page 8, I have no idea who its au- 
thor was; but I could wish it might have been 
myself. lt speaks so wisely and with so much 
courtesy just what I think we all feel in the 
matter of the loss—and gain—to the diocese, 
with the passing and replacement of one 
bishop by another. Who that new incumbent 
may be, now nobody knows. There will not 
be an election for some two or three months 
at the least. A multitude of names will ap- 
pear in the public prints; but most of them 
need not be taken seriously. In the meantime, 
Bishop Garland doubtless will, more or less 
automatically, assume full duties of the office. 
And, with equally small doubt, he will dis- 
charge them well. When the time and place 
come on for the election of a bishop— well, 
nothing but time in its place can tell. 


Parish Notes. 


I wish there were more space in the few 
columns yet remaining to indite some para- 
graphs in the form merely of parish notes. I 
would like to tell you of the diligence with 
which so many groups have done their best, 
and of their efforts and accomplishments: 
their feasts and festivals, their functions and 
activities, from Easter all the way to Advent. 
There have been many of these, in the Parish 
House, coming to a climax with the Annual 
Rummage Sale. This was under the auspices 
of the Girls’ Club, on the evening of this very 
day we go to press. The Sunday School is 
under way again; the Women's Bible Class 
has full attendance; the Infant Department 
has been largely recruited; the  Mothers' 
Meeting have had their Hallowe'en Party ; and 
so forth and so on. These, of course, are 
more or less routine matters; but what saves 
them from monotony is that each year all 
these things seem to be better done and the 
people better to enjoy them. 


The Church Farm 


I could go on now all afternoon, or rather 
till the printer stops me, speaking on that 
other subject which has claimed attention of 
so many of us through the summer months. 
I mean the work at the Church Farm. 1 would 
not pretend to know where to stop: that is 
unimportant. The important thing is, I do 
not know where to begin. 


I would like to tell you, as I did last year, 
of all the many tasks performed, the labor 
wrought and the results accomplished, in fur- 
ther cleaning up and fitting up and furnishing 
the grounds and buildings and especially the 
farm house. I would like to tell you how as 
many as 5000 individual round trips were 
made from the city here to the country there. 
I would like to print the names of all who 
were contributors of money, as well as rames 
especially of those, by dozens and by scores, 
who have become so much better acquainted 
in their joint endeavor in the doing of those 
things. 


I would like to tell you of the friends we 
have made, of neighbors in the community, I 
would like to speak, in terms of facts and 


figures, about property values and enhance- 
ment of real estate. I would like to describe 
the Saturday Outings and especially the Sun- 
day Services. I would like . . . but all 
of this I did last year. Suffice it to say that 
the work of this summer has been similar to 
that of three summers preceding--only more 
so. The work has gone splendidly. Each of 
these three years, it has been good, better, best. 
So much for that. May I speak, rather, in the 
too brief space remaining, in a different man- 
ner of some other matters that weigh heavier 
upon my mind? 


Lest We Forget. 


For it is important that we should remind 
ourselves, refresh our memories, and keep be- 
fore us always what the Church Farm is and 
just what it is for. It is part and parcel of 
one work of one whole parish. It is not a 
place of recreation—nothing such, upon its 
own account or for the sake of benefits from 
fresh air merely and the outdoor life. There 
are many places of that kind—but this is not 
one of that ordinary many. Nor is it any kind 
of boarding house or school or cottage colony, 
no camp or convalescent home or children's 
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playground—even though it does all these 
things excellently. But the point is, they are 
incidental. 


They are incidental to our major purpose. 
Why that purpose? This Church, situated as 
it is, endeavors rightly to perform two func- 
tions: it has its routine of services religious 
and it has its parish house activities. "These 
both go on here, in a church and parish house, 
on South Thirteenth Street, for about six 
months of the year. But, like all central city 
parishes in Philadelphia, it is only a six- 
months church and that in both particulars. 
From about May first to November first, oth- 
cers and teachers and associates and workers, 
in societies and clubs and organizations, are 
"out of town." That means those they work 
with are of necessity out of the parish house. 
So, for those six months, are almost all—I 
repeat, almost all—you and they and we and 
all of us, out of church. 


This is no fault of the church or the clergy. 
Myself when young did eagerly, etc. In fact, 
I feared it was the preacher's fault. But I 
have learned that there would be nobody in a 
central city church in Philadelphia in sum- 
mer if the Angel Gabriel himself were 
preacher. You who are out of church as out 
of town do not know how few are in. Do 
you realize, for example, the suddenness and 
the extremity of this summer slump? From 
2500 people being in and out the doors of this 
church on Easter, April first, there were by 
July first fewer than twenty-five totalling a 
similar whole Sunday's attendance. Hence, 


What Is To Do? 


There is something natural and normal. 
And I think that we have done it, We have 
simply found a place for those long months 
on end, where the same work as here can go 
on being done there; with the result that, this 
summer on that Sunday above mentioned, 
when there were only twenty-five people in 
town, there were 250 people at the outdoor 
service in the orchard at the Farm. I am not 
complaining. I am rather rejoicing. I am 
glad they were there instead of here. The 
chief point is, I am glad we have the place 
there for the doing of work we can no way 
do here. 


I do not mean—you know, but some others 
may not—that the church is "closed all sum- 


mer"; it is practically never closed. The rec- 
tor of this parish has not been out of it four 
days in four years. Nor yet do I mean that, 
in this strange anomaly of modern life, the 
church is different from any other institution. 
It is no more nearly empty on a mid-summer 
Sunday in Philadelphia than the Union 
League, the Broad Street Theatre, the Belle- 
vue-Stratford, Mike Mulligan’s Museum, or a 
Twelfth Street trolley car. They all are in a 
like predicament. There is nobody home. 
But, bless my soul, why should they be? 
There is a reason, in fact, a necessity, however, 
why they must be somewhere. I do not know 
where all others are. I do know and am glad 
to know where our own people are. And that 
is why I speak with satisfaction about those 
5000 individual round-trips that have been 
made on Saturdays and Sundays to the Church 
Farm, on one day for work and one for wor- 
ship. 


Why Is a Farm? 


There is yet one other distinction to draw, 
one other thing that must needs be divided in 
two halves. The farm is one of fifty acres. 
It must needs be that large if it is to be a 
farm and if it could be purchased at farm 
prices. It had to be not a city lot with 
cramped environment and by near neighbors. 
In such case it must be farmed in order to 
be cleaned up and kept up. On all hands 1 
am asked: Is it self-supporting? Will it be? 
The answer to this question is either short or 
long, depending upon what you mean. It is 
now about in shape where the farm income 
would support the farmer. But that is just 
what I mean by saying this is only half of 
one whole subject; for the very word a “farm” 
is figurative. That much is all to the good ; 
but that stopping place is only the beginning 
point of the use we make of it. 


To speak of money would be a long story. 
It is also one quite complicated. Up to this 
year, in beginning this new venture, it has 
been impossible to keep entirely distinct that 
kind of money which goes into forms of per- 
manent investment and equipment and that 
kind which has to do alone with maintenance. 
It is only fair, however, with regard to the 
first, to say that every dollar that we have 
invested has resulted in two dollars of return; 
because the farm today enjoys a value of at 
least two times and maybe more its purchase 
price. That was not our first consideration ; 
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but it is cause for congratulation. It is parish 
property. It is, of the Church, a financial as- 
set. There is every reason you should know 
and feel it is on a sound basis. 


Regarding maintenance, this all depends on 
what you mean. If you have reference to 
loaves and fishes, there have been none; for 
the people brought their own—sardines and 
sandwiches. If you are thinking of carfares 
for people, here also everybody paid their own 
way except, of course, those parties that were 
personally conducted, old and young, such as 
the Mothers’ excursions and the frequent 
groups of children. If, upon the other hand, 
you think of these things as the chief expenses 
of an undertaking like this, you have only 
touched as by a tangent the outside of a large 
circle. There are fifty things that are the 
arcs of this circumference. ‘They will become 
fewer when we get all things in shape. But 
there are bound still to be salaries and wages, 
sundries and supplies. 


I am sorry that this long digression into 
matters academic has prevented me, for lack 
of space, from writing an entirely different 
kind of story. In it one should mention the 
names and speak words of thanks and lauda- 
tion to Harvey, for instance, the farmer; to 
Catherine, his wife and our good housekeeper ; 
to Albert and Me; to Bob and Jim; to Lad- 
die, Maud, the kittens and cat; to the ducks 
and turkeys, pigeons and chickens, the sheep 
and . . . we have everything there but 
goats—all the same as in heaven.

Saints’ (and others’) Days. 
For a year past, rather more than that, for 
many years, I have puzzled over something 
that I think might just as well be taken up 
and faced and settled. It is the schedule of 
days and hours at which we celebrate in this 
Parish the Holy Communion. I think these 
are too many for too few people. I have felt 
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this the more keenly this immediate year or 
so in which there has been no assistant; but 
that is no important consideration. We have 
made pretense of observing the Saints' days; 
but few people nowadays know very clearly 
who the Saints are and certainly without re- 
course to the Church Almanac, nobody re- 
members when their days come. All which 
is attested by the simple fact that practically 
nobody attends. 


I do not mean that a small congregation is 
either an excuse or a reason for abandoning 
a service; but there is good reason. In the 
second place, there has been, by tradition quite 
as much as to meet any need, an Early Cele- 
bration appointed for every Sunday morning at 
eight o'clock. To this service, on the first 
Sunday, there come on an average maybe 
twenty-five people. That is good. Other 
Sundays, on an average there are more likely 
to be two or three. That is bad. Moreover, 
on the first Sunday, these are practically all our 
own parishioners: on other Sundays, practi- 
cally none of them are. 


New Plan for New Year. 


What I am coming to is the fact that while, 
the year throughout, we have this compli- 
cated schedule of recurrent services, on these 
unknown week-day dates and at these appar- 
ently inopportune Sunday hours, we are not 
ministering as best we should to the largest 
number. I have taken counsel with and have 
asked advice from many people, especially 
from members of the Altar Society. We are 
all agreed that something better can be plan- 
ned. We have a plan. I know that confusion 
and forgetfulness result from changing any 
routine order, and I know as well that when 
a schedule has been altered it is difficuit to 
back and begin again. However, two 
things now seem best to do. We are going 
to begin to do them with the beginning of 
the New Year.

First, the Early Celebration in the Chapel 
at eight o'clock will be only on the first Sun- 
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day of the month. Secondly, there will be a 
Celebration of the Holy Communion in the 
Chapel weekly, on each Friday morning at 
ten o'clock. This change of hour was tried 
last year with good result. This change of 
day was tried last Lent with equal satisfaction. 
Please, therefore, consider this as settled. I 
sincerely hope, and all of us believe, that in 
this way we are about to minister to more of 
our own people in the way they most desire. 


I am not speaking, you will understand, of 
those few more notable dates, such as New 
Year’s Day, Ascension Day, All Saints’ Day, 
etc., on which we have always held the serv- 
ice in the Church. I am speaking only of 
those in the Little Chapel. There will not be 
any eight o’clock Sunday morning service ex- 
cept on the First Sunday in the month. There 
will not be any further attempt to observe the 
Saints’ Days. Instead we will have a weekly 
‘Celebration each Friday morning at ten 
o'clock.

A Timely Letter. 

The following letter I received a week or 
two ago from the Rector of a distant parish, 
a friend erstwhile in this diocese, the man 
whose name and address it bears. The phras- 
ing is so pungent and the matter is so cogent 
that I want to givé it, in this column, wider 
circulation. If it does not get “under the 
skin” of those to whom it is addressed, i. e., 
to some Commissions and Committees—and 
especially the National Council—then their 
skin is thicker than it ought to be. The sub- 
ject is one that has had its serious debate, 
earnest discussion, editorial comment and al- 
leged prayerful consideration. The one thing 
that has not been tried—perhaps the most ef- 
fective—is ridicule. Things have come to 
such a pass that nothing else remains. 


“St. Mark’s Rectory 
“Evanston, Illinois. 
“November 2С, 1923. 
“Dear Steele: 

"I have had this letter printed because I 
want to send it to every Bishop, and to 
some of the other clergy of the Church. But 
I should be glad if those who receive it 
would regard it as a personal letter to them- 
selves. 

"I am one of the five thousand clergy of 
the Church. I was born in it, and I have 
been in its active ministry for thirty years. 
I recognize its corporateness and its catho- 
licity. I have the deepest interest in Chris- 
tian missions. My parish shares this 
interest not only academically, but after a 
practical fashion. For several years it has 
given away тоге than it has spent upon it- 
self. 


"There has come to me, clothed with 
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whatever authority attaches to the publica- 
tions of the National Council, a pamphlet en- 
titled The Budget a Debt of the Diocese. 
This pamphlet teaches that the Church is 
a corporation for raising money. The fact 
that the money is to be spent for admirable 
and worthy causes does not affect its state- 
ment of the case. 

“Tt sets forth that a man may owe debts 
which he has never contracted, which it may 
be quite impossible for him to pay, and upon 
the wisdom and propriety of which he has 
never had an opportunity of passing judg- 
ment. It declares in effect that bishops, 
rectors and vestries who cannot accept its 
teaching are recalcitrant obstructionists, 
who must be dealt with until they are 
brought to a proper state of mind. 


“T want to offer a respectful but vigorous 
protest against this doctrine. When I was 
ordained, I heard of apostles, prophets, 
evangelists, pastors and teachers. But I 
heard nothing of promoters, tax-gatherers, 
financial agents or sacred duns. It is true 
that St. Matthew sat at the receipt of cus- 
tom, but he left it at the very moment of 
his conversion. 

“Ts Simon Magus to be given a place 
among the prophets of the Church? Have 
we not duties to our own people, as well as 
to the uttermost parts of the earth? Is it 
unreasonable and wicked that we should be- 
come restive when we are taken from "what 
we have regarded as our proper work, that 
we may be cowed by Councils, committed by 
Committees, executed by Executive Secre- 
taries, and bored by Boards? 

"For many years I have been preaching 
that Christian giving is a duty, an oppor- 
tunity, a privilege, and a joy. An individual 
a parish, a diocese, or the Church at large 
could spend many times their income in 
high and Christ-like ways. But none of us 
can spend what we do not have. 

“Nor can we tell even our dearest friends 
and closest relatives that our zeal and wis- 
dom makes them liable for our bills. The

The value of the gift is out 
of all relation to its price in the shop. It is 
precious to us, whether it be great or small, 
because it brings with it the Happiness of 
Being Remembered. 


The Second Joy. 


Another of the joys of Christmas is the 
Happiness of Making Others Happy.  Espe- 
cially children, to whom the day belongs be- 
cause it is festival of the Holy Child. The 
sky closes behind the departing angels, and 
the shepherds hasten into Bethlehem. The 
star shines above the Wise Men on their way, 
and leads them into Bethlehem. And the pur- 
pose of their search, whether they be shepherds 
or sages, is to find the young child concern- 
ing whom the heavens have so marvelously 
spoken. And the sight of Him sanctifies all 
childhood. 


When He said, Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these, ye have done 
it unto Me, He gave to every humblest fam- 
ily the possibility of a service that is holy. 
Christ is present in the child, and all the love 
and care of fathers and mothers and nurses 
and teachers may be a ministry to Him. The 
Wise Men brought their gifts and offered them 
to Him—thus we bring our gifts this day. We 
do it to make children happy. 


We have the Happiness, I say, of Making 
Others Happy. Especially children, but also 
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especially those who are in any kind of need, 
because this is the festival of the Shining Sky. 
The sky shone for shepherds, poor men watch- 
ing in the cold fields by night, while others 
slept in comfortable beds. So the sky shone 
for a poor carpenter and his wife, without 
friends, in distress, lodged in a stable.

Thus we co-operate with all the angels when 
we minister to such as these. 


The old carols are true to the Christmas 
spirit when they summon the privileged to the 
service of the unprivileged. St. Nicholas has his 
place in the traditions of the Christmas sea- 
son because he was the friend of the poor. 
He threw purses of gold in at their windows, 
and hurried away before they had time to 
thank him. Good King Wenceslaus saw a 
poor man shivering on his way to his cold 
house, and followed him with pine logs and 
food. 'These are the Christmas saints. They 
show that there is a way to sainthood other 
than that which is beset with tears and fail- 
ings. These men come into the calendar mer- 
rily, with beaming faces, in the great joy of 
life. They are the happy saints, having the 
warm and satisfying happiness of Making 
Others Happy. 


The Third Joy. 

Still another joy of Christmas is the Happi- 
ness of the Christmas Blessing. This is a 
day whose origin and meaning are in the heart 
of religion. It is bound up with religion, as 
Independence Day and Memorial Day are 
bound up with patriotism. Just as it is pos- 
sible to take the holidays which are conse- 
crated to the love of country and to spend 
them carelessly without a patriotic thought, 
so it is possible to divest the holy solemnity 
of Christmas of all its solemn meaning. This 
however, is to miss not only its significance 
but its best benedictions.

Rector’s Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My dear Friends: 

The season of Lent is once again upon us. 
This Pammm Herrer, therefore, is a special 
number. I am sure | do not want to, and as 
sure I do not need to, speak by way of exhorta- 
tion in the matter of the season's night observ- 
ance. I think there is as little need for infor- 
mation with regard to days and hours upon our 
weekday schedule, since it is the same as for 
these several years. The only thing that changes 
is the way in which from time to time we do 
things, not the times at which we do them. 


As, for instance: The subjects of study for 
the Rector's Bible Class at five o'clock on Monday 
afternoons will be novel this year. I am taking 
up a half a dozen old-time classic Bible Stories 
and devoting some time on each Monday to 
their Scripture reading then proceeding perhaps 
at a half hour's length in their Holy Communion, 
Fridays. 

The service on Friday will continue to be, this 
year, as last, a celebration of the Holy Commun- 
ion in the Chapel at 10 A. M. instead of the 
erstwhile Evening Prayer in Church at five 
o'clock. We undertook this last year and it 
proved so satisfactory to everyone that we are 
glad to continue. 


On Wednesday afternoon, at four o'clock, 
there is a meeting for the children in the Par- 
ish House upon their way from school, with 
games and Dible stories, etc., continuing up to 
the time of their special service at five o'clock. 
Miss Wurtele and Miss Frost have this in charge. 
and that bespeaks success for the undertaking.

another page. 


On Thursday evenings at eight o'clock, in the 
Parish House. there is the weekly Service meet- 
ing of the Confirmation Alumni Association. 
This has large attendance, of those who have 
been confirmed in previous years, together with 
the actual candidates in this year’s class. There 
is a brief period of worship. 'Then the Rector 
and Mr. Warner together devote the rest of the 
hour to explainine matters pertaining to confir- 
mation, pursuing the method of questions and an- 


swers, on the History, the Doctrines and the 
Sacraments of the Church, together with studies 
of the Bible and the Prayer Book.

Confirmation Class. 


Speaking of Confirmation, the date appointed 
is Passion Sunday, April 6th, at the four o’clock 
hour of Service, in the Church. The Class is 
being formed and gradually getting itself into 
shape. ‘There is still time for any who are con- 
sidering this matter but have not yet made up 
their minds to do so, if they let me know right 
promptly. 

I should have said that he whose appointment 
it is to confirm in this parish this season is Bishop 
Garland. In that connection, I should possibly 
revert to the topic of his recent election, or rather 
his advancement, from the office of Bishop Suf- 
fragan to Bishop of the Diocese, which was the 
outcome of the Special Convention held for that 
purpose on January 22d last. Instead, I think I 
will reprint some matter on this subject from the 
Diocesan News, elsewhere in this issue. 


The Year’s Finances. 


On their proper pages you will find some 
rather imposing columns of figures which com- 
prise the two annual reports of Parish Finances. 
One is by the Accounting Warden, of Church In- 
come and Expenses as stich; one by the Rector, 
of the receipt of contributions and their dis- 
bursement, together with the income on such 
trust funds as he administers each in appointed 
ways. I know such figures look to many people 
as though they are complicated and too difficult 
for comprehension. This should not be so. how- 
ever, and some study of them may be profitable. 


Out of these two tables, I am called upon as 
usual to prepare the Annual Report for the Con- 
vention Journal, and in addition also, to include 
some other statements of fact which all ought to 
find interesting. As, for instance, during the 
year past there were: Baptisms: children 24, 
adult 1: Confirmations: male 12, female 16; mar- 
riages 19: burials 30. Communicants last re- 
ported 1394; added by Confirmation 28; added 
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by Transfer 13; Transierred to other parishes

BISHOP GARLAND'S ELECTION. 


In probably the briefest session of any Con- 
vention held in the 139 years' history of the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania, the Special Convention 
which met in Holy Trinity Church, Tuesday, 
January 22d, elected the Bishop Suffragan of the 
Diocese, the Rt. Rev. Thomas James Garland, 
Diocesan to succeed the Rt. Rev. Philip Mercer 
Rhinelander, whose resignation as Diocesan was 
accepted by the House of Bishops on November 
14, 1923. Upon being notified of his election, the 
Bishop addressed the Convention briefly as fol- 
lows: 

“T fully appreciate the great honor which, by 
your action you have conferred upon me. It 
is the second time that I have been elected in 
this Diocese on the first ballot, which is some- 
thing unprecedented in our history. No one 
realizes better than I do, the grave responsi- 
bilities, cares and burdens that must be borne 
by the Bishep of this Metropolitan Diocese 
and, in all humility, I may say that no one 
is more fully conscious of his limitations. 

“At this solemn moment I think of the his- 
torv of the past; of our first Bishop. the saintly 
William White, a most remarkable man to 
whom history has not yet done full justice; of 
Henry U. Onderdonk; of that great organizer 
Alonzo Potter; of the eloquent William Bacon 
Stevens; of that just aud godly man, Ozi Wil- 
liam Whitaker; of one of the noblest hearted 
men whom it was ever my privilege to know, 


Alexander Mackay-Smith; and then, of the 
last Bishop of Pennsylvania so well known to 
you all that I do not need to speak of him— 
one who came to you so well equipped for. the 
work of his Episcopate through years of train- 
ing in Theological Seminaries. 

"I may safely say that I know more about 
Pennsylvania than any other Bishop who has 
been elected (with the exception of Bishop 
White and Bishop Stevens). I have lived here 
since I was a child and my family has been 
identified with the state for one hundred and 
fifty years and from the days of my childhood, 
I have had a love for Pennsylvania. No other 
Bishop has been elected who has had the ad- 
vantage of such affectionate and personal rela- 
tions with the whole body of his Clergy and 
with a large number of laymen. I have been 
deeply touched, especially during the last few 
days, at the spontaneous manifestations that 
have come to me from so many people testify- 
ing to their affection and loyalty. Knowledge 
of this personal devotion on the part of so 
many will ease the burdens of the arduous du- 
ties of the Episcopate. 

"In the trying positions in which I have 
been placed, not only during my Episcopate, 
(but even before that time), in the perform- 
ance of my duties in this Diocese, I have been 
singularly blessed in having a true helpmeet 
who has been to me a solace and a help and 
a comfort in time of trouble and an inspiration 
throughout my ministry, 

"I am profoundly glad that my election has 
not been by any party in the Church; that 
among my dearest friends are representatives 
of all types of Churchmanship. We all be- 
lieve the same Faith and we bear witness to 
the world of our unity: I trust that the Holy 
Spirit will lead us to that deeper unity with- 
out which progress is not possible. 

"With that simple faith which I was taught 
at my mother's knee and which has been my 
guide through life, I believe that God gives 
heavenly wisdom and His grace and strength 
to all those who do His will. And I will look 
to Him for strength to fulfill the greater re- 
sponsibilities which have been laid upon me. 
By your action you have made it possible for 
me to continue my services in this Diocese 
which I have loved and in which I have la- 
bored for the past thirty years. I accept the 
election, subject to confirmation by the Bish- 
ops and Standing Committees, knowing that T 
may confidently coünt on that same spirit. of 
co-operation that has never failel me in the 
past. 

"And now, my brethren, may grace, mercy 
and peace, be unto you throueh God the Father 
and our Lord Jesus Christ."

Text: "For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, 
but against principalities, against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places." Ephesians 6: 12. 


Preface. 


I preached this sermon first a half dozen years 
ago. l could imagine myself preaching it six 
years from now and, looking backward, saying 
the same things. Let us all take courage and 
assume that, while things always are as they are 
in a given present, "This," as Mr. Lincoln used 
to say, "this also will pass." 


The Church is in a state of controversy. Con- 
troversy is unprofitable. But all controversies 
are temporary. Their results are transitory. Let 
us keep our heads and hold our tongues. Note 
how we began our study of that first state, out of 
which this second state has grown. From a cur- 
rent editorial that other time, six years ago, 1 
had clipped the following few sentences: 


“One of the happy consequences of peace is 
the privilege restored to the churches of 
preaching the Gospel once more. Now the 
clergy can go back to their normal task of 
teaching religion. There have been some 
thrilling war sermons preached during the pe- 
riod of its occurrence. The theme has been a 
moving one. But, after all, it has been easy to 
preach war sermons; it is always difficult to 
preach religion.” 


There are reasons why preaching upon religion 
is both needed and wanted, now as much as then. 
Folks were tired at that time hearing about war. 
Then came on another mood. Instead of an ad- 
vance, there was a curious reaction. This was 
seen in Governmental circles quite as much as 
in church councils. It was felt in business as 
much as in Bible study. Tt has issued ultimately 
in this silly trying out of strength between two 
parties, Fundamentalist and Modernist. People 
have grown tired—or soon will—of this, quite 
as much as the other. 


And now it is Lent. Church people, at least 
Christian people, are both exhausted and exas- 
perated. This Lent is likely to be less observed, 
its preaching far less harkened to and its serv- 
ices more sparsely attended, than for many years. 
It is too bad. I speak this exhortation to serious- 
ness and to sanity. I remind you of the dif- 
ference, abiding and unchanging, between things 
of importance and things that are negligible. 


And I think of no way better to express this 
difference than in the language of this text. All 
life is a conflict. We are always wrestling, We 
are always struggling with or against something. 
But the things are different upon occasion. Two 
main groups succeed each other. Controversy 
with forces epitomized by flesh and blood is fol- 
lowed by an equal controversy with those forces 
called the powers of darkness. 


Moreover, any mood of elation is always suc- 
ceeded by one of depression. Victory, no mat- 
ter what the field, brings us, by a natural process 
of action and reaction, to face the possibility of 
defeat in another. And the reason for this dan- 
ger is in a familiar fact. It is that, being tired 
from conflict of one kind, we are less ready to 
begin a conflict of the other kind. 


The difficulty I refer to, we all recognize. 
There are times when the driving wheel of life 
falls, as it were, on a dead centre. We are 
helpless to proceed along the way we know we 
ought to go. The spirit, do we say, is willing; 
but the flesh is weak? Rather, the flesh is will- 
ing; it is spirit we are short of. The will is 
present with us; but how to perform we know 
not. We are spiritually, emotionally, tired. 


Introduction. 


I would speak, therefore, of fatigue in religion. 
I may do this best perhaps by use of illustra- 
tion. We have come once more, with Lent's be- 
ginning, to a turn of the year. All are conscious 
of this strain of weariness. We would feel 
more worthless than we know we are, save that 
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we know the certainty oi feeling differently by 
and by. Easter is coming. We have learned, 
from past experience, that this is but a tempo- 
rary feeling. It is a feeling that will pass. 


I have said I was not preaching about the 
Great War. But I am preaching about a mood 
or feeling which is its late consequence. I am 
thinking of a frame of mind, or rather a state of 
emotion that, following those years of stress and 
distress, has settled upon all of us. It had set- 
tled down upon the whole world, for that mat- 
ter. Then came on this controversy in the 
churches. This second is a corollary of that 
first. 


What I am pleading for is a calm and sensible, 
a sane, confident point of view. The world has 
been in this same mood before. It has always 
come out of it. And it will come out of it again. 
It has stood in this shadow—because of that 
glare—after every great war. It is deeper in 
darkness just now because that glare was fiercer. 
It may take a little longer. That is all. Fear 
not. 


But world-terms are evasive. A world situa- 
tion is not easy to describe. Nor is it very prof- 
itable to discuss. I come, therefore, to par- 
ticulars. I speak to individuals. Each has his 
own kind of deep-seated, although oftentimes un- 
spoken, doubts. We are low in our minds or de- 
pressed in our moods because of questions that 
press for solution in matters of utmost impor- 
tance. We wrestle not in this time as the for- 
mer against flesh and blood. We are struggling 
with perplexities that haunt us in the inner cham- 
bers of the soul. 


Jut I remind you that the soul is the place of 
this special kind of conflict. I remind you of 
what here you may expect. J remind you, that 
you mav not be surprised, of what it is you cope 
with. You are merely baffled bv the age-long 
strange contrarient of the inner life. These ad- 
versaries are not visible and tangible. This is 
the great difficulty in dealing with them. They are 
formless, flitting and evasive. Dut they are real. 
They are these: (I quote the language of a new 
and revised version.) "We wrestle : 
against the principal thines. against the powers, 
against the world-rulers of this darkness. against 
spiritual hosts of wickedness in the heavenly 
places." 4 


But you say: These things are vague? They 
cannot be subjected to descriptive measurement ? 
That is true. Yet do thev need description? 
Without it, they are known to everyone’s experi- 


ence. They are aspects of one thing. That thing 
is doubt. And that doubt is at present of a deep 
and penetrating kind. In its deadliest phase, it 
is the subtle and insinuating question whether the 
things of the spirit are realities; whether truth 
and honor and integrity and virtue, fidelity and 
purity, unselfishness and sympathy, are not 
names rather than things; whether, at any rate, 
they are worth the struggle they cost. This is in 
reality the “Dark Night of the Soul.” This is 
the thing that separates from God, if it does not 
indeed make one alien to God. I would like to 
make a study of three points. I want to ask 
three questions. What is spiritual power? What 
is spiritual exhaustion? How comes spiritual 
restoration? These questions are appropriate in 
Lent. 


I, What is Spiritual Power? 


Our first task is a task of definition. There 
is no word more abused than the word spiritual 
-—and its derivative, spirituality ; unless it be the 
word material—and its kindred derivative, ma- 
terialism. In what sense is the age in which we 
live materialistic? The truth is, it is the most 
idealistic age the world has ever known. The 
danger is, not that ideals may be absent, but that 
they may be of the wrong kind. There has never 
been a time when people were so sentimental. 
They are too much so. They are too uncalcu- 
iatingly emotional. To be this alone is not to be 
in any true sense spiritual, 


Nor is it enough to make distinction here be- 
tween two realms, material and spiritual; it is 
more necessary to make choice between the two 
degrees of their importance. That we stand be- 
tween two worlds, the one visible and the other 
unseen, is with varying degrees of intensity rec- 
ognized by everyone. The point not settled by so 
many is: Which rules the other? Out of which 
world come the forces that create the other? 
This is the point, the only important point, of 
distinction between the carnally minded and the 
spiritually minded. 


And there is another word of caution neces- 
sary. The modern habit of thinking theology in 
terms of physical science is apt to lead us, 1n 
some directions at least, very far astray. A no- 
table instance is where we begin to speculate on 
spiritual power as though it were on the same 
plane and subject to the same laws as the power 
which energizes in the natural world. 


About this latter force, as we know. physicists 
agree that it is a constant quantity. Its amount 
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is fixed. That is, while you may indefinitely 
change its form, you cannot add to it or take from 
its quantity. It is easy to reason on the same 
lines concerning the soul’s energies. There is so 
much that is analogous. But note: the parallel 
does not go all the way. The laws in this region 
are not on a level with those of physical energy. 
So far from being a fixed quantity, life in its 
higher manifestations is an ever-growing quan- 
tity, augmenting always with the capacity to re- 
ceive it. 


And as the supply seems limitless, so also is 
the inner development which its works produce. 
When we are told that character is fixed by the 
shape of the lobes of the brain or that, as Scho- 
penhauer says, “The wicked man is born with his 
wickedness as much as the serpent with its poi- 
son fangs and glands; nor can the former change 
his nature one whit more than the latter,’ we 
know that he is mistaken. 


II. What is Spiritual Exhaustion? 


What, then, is spiritual loss? It is loss by 
exhaustion. We do not stay now to define the 
contents of the spiritual consciousness. St. Paul 
has done this excellently for us in his description 
of the fruits of the spirit. What I want espe- 
cially to dwell upon it the possibility of losing it. 
In brief, the answer to our second question, when 
thus introduced by the first, is this: if gained, 
this spiritual consciousness is clear again. There 
is an abundance of it. There is more than 
enough to go round. Tt may be multiplied indefi- 
nitely. If it is lost, it is by lack of apprehension. 
It is lost, i. e., missed, only by failure to lay hold 
of and to assimilate a power that is inexhaustible. 


But the wider our observation, the more care- 
ful shall we become in declaring what is actually 
spiritual-loss. So often do we mistake the ap- 
parent for the real. So often do we find that 
what needed to be corrected was, not the thing 
outside us so much as our own standard of judg- 
ment. 


There are instances of course where more has 
to be said. There is here a caution necessary 
with regard to the method of guarding against 
loss. That the loss, in more or less degree, is 
quite possible, history abundantly shows. What 
history, however, has not made so manifest is 
the right method of guarding against the loss. 
The safeguards devised by Ecclesiastics for the 
spiritual kingdom have too often been on a par 
with Protectionist proposals for the benefit of 
commerce: Т quote further, J. Brierly: 


“What people of this order, in both depart- 
ments, do not perceive is that the only healthy 
condition is one of absolute freedom. Any- 
thing that hinders the freest circulation of the 
spiritual forces is a mistake. The pursuit of 
truth, research, study and investigation, where 
full liberty is, can only end in spiritual fur- 
therance. The laws of the human mind, where 
they are free to act, tend inevitably toward 
the truth. To underprop religion by artificial 
methods is like trying to underprop the planet. 
The one needs no support more than the 
other." 


We have come to these conclusions then: Let 
me restate them. Futile is the attempt to reach 
immutable certainty of feeling: moods will come 
and moods will go. But, when they go, we ought 
to know they can return. Futile is the attempt 
also to gain this feeling of satisfaction as an end 
in itself. It is rather a by-product. Peace of 
this kind comes only in the same way as your 
shadow. Futile, lastly, is the endeavor to in- 
crease, or even to keep intact, this feeling on the 
part of others by force of any outside impact, 
or, on the part of ourselves, by the repression of 
some inside instinct. They who foster ignorance 
as a safeguard of piety, who advocate zeal with- 
out knowledge, render but a lame and halting 
service. 


III. How Comes Spiritual Restoration? 


We are ready now to speak upon our third 
and last point. Just how comes this spiritual 
restoration? I make three suggestions. In the 
first place, we must have a right estimate of the 
worth, the value, of the power that we аге speak- 
ing of. The reason for this first is in a second 
fact, namely, that effort is required. And no 
effort will be made in quest of something we 
deem negligible. It is Newman, in his "Dream 
of Gerontius," who speaks of the dependence of 
the perception of truth upon intention. That in- 
tention is the thing of prime importance. When 
the powers of darkness sweep the soul in a 
course that is repugnant to its underlying con- 
victions, there is need for new determination to 
believe that life is anchored in reality. Thirdly, 
I beg you to be of good courage. T bid you re- 
solve, with Professor Rovce, that “If our world 
be tragic it shall still, in Satan's despite, be spir- 
itual.” Whatever else we win or lose, we can- 
not afford to lose ourselves. Strife is for mas- 
tery. We wrestle. We fight. Dut we fight to 
win. 
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All thinking brings us, then, to one result, 
which may be summed up in this formula: The 
world is the expression of spirit. It exists for 
the further development of spirit, and for noth- 
ing else. There is a primary law of spiritual 
evolution which may well be described as “Grow- 
ing a Soul.” I have even seen this spoken of 
under the title, “The Chemistry of Souls.” You 
are all familiar with the feat in chemistry or 
pharmacy of obtaining, out of two separate ele- 
ments, a new product which bears no resem- 
blance, either in its appearance or its properties, 
to its progenitors. 

"When, for example, the combining equiva- 
lents of sodium and chlorine are brought to- 
gether, we see these two elements disappear 
and a third something, which we know as com- 
mun salt, take their place. Do we have here 
something more than an illustration? Is it not 
the case that the original qualities of a human 
character, likewise struck upon by some influ- 
ence from without, combine with this new ele- 
ment to produce a human result as different 
from the first as water is different from either 
the hydrogen or the oxygen out of. whose 
union it has been formed? The question 
arises: Is it possible that divinity may so act 
upon humanity as to produce a new creature?” 


This does happen in religion. In fact, just this 
is the functicn of religion. It is of religion only 
we are speaking. We wrestle, not . . .; but 
in the realm of the things spiritual. The only 
thing that any man is asked to possess in patience 
is his soul. 


Conclusion. 


Now, a soul, of course, is not a substance. 
Yet it is an entity. The thing to notice is that, 
of its size or quantity, the measure is of its dy- 
namic. Soul power, spiritual energy. has a qual- 
ity; but it also has a quantity. This quality 
is stable; but the quantity is variable: which 
means that it is never fixed or final. It is not 
meant to be stable. Know this well and, when it 
varies, be not terrified. God and the lower ani- 
mals alone are stationary. Man is the pilgrim in 
the universe. Hence the discouragements that 
overtake him. Hence the moods of his despond- 
ency. 


But note well, these changes are only moods. 
We wrestle, but against what? Not against 
flesh and blood. Not against things that are 
fixed and ponderable and immovable. The muti- 
bility is not in things at all but in ourselves. We 


may rise whenever we will to the heighth of our 
utmost desire by virtue of that spiritual amalgam 
which we term the soul’s union with the living 
God. It is being done over and over again. The 
fact that it has been done is proof of the com- 
forting fact that it may be done—and by us. 


“The high that proved too high, 
The heroic for earth too hard, 
The passion that left the ground 
To lose itself in the sky, 

Are music sent up to God 

By the lover and the bard. 
Enough that they heard it once. 
We shall hear it by and by."

Naturally, through a long 
summer, there are those who, because of ab- 
sence, save up their envelopes to deposit at 
one time. It is also natural sometimes, al- 
though regrettable, that during the summer 
packages of envelopes are lost. There is still 
one other contingency, namely, that after a 
iong lapse the money is not in hand to fill up 
empty envelopes. Either, or any, or all of 
these conditions may be easily met, if or where 
they exist.

In this one year alone seventeen vacancies 
have occurred among the holders of pews or 
sittings due to certain of those deaths recorded. 
Something of this occurs every year and at 
this autumn season there are naturally changes 
and replacements. But this year the case is 
extraordinary. The result is that, for ithe 
first time in many passing years, more pews 
and sittings are being vacated at one time than 
are being rented. They will probably not be 
re-rented as pews by new families. The ten- 
dency is toward the breaking up of pews into 
individual sittings. 


New Pew Holders. 


This may seem a strange introduction to 
another subject; but it is, in spite of that, a 
proper introduction. There are names of more 
than a score of persons among the 300 now 
enrolled on the Envelope List paying what 
amounts precisely to Pew Rent and paying 
amounts equivalent to prices for sittings who 
might just as well be, ought to be, occupying 
designated places. There is no reason why the 
Sexton should have to usher them at all or 
seek out for them different places on different 
Sundays. ^ 


The distinction, as everybody surely knows 
between Pewholders and Envelope Subscrib- 
ers, is only that the former pay by check once 
in six months, while the latter make their pay- 
ments weekly through the envelopes. The 
yearly amounts are practically the same in 
either case for that score or two dozen I speak 
of. I call their attention to this and I trust 
they in turn will follow the suggestion by 
speaking to the Verger. He will be prepared to 
allot permanent places to them. It will save 
him labor. It will be a convenience to them. 
And it wil make our present pew list more 
consistent and complete.

The first time we do a thing we 
cut the road; every succeeding time we dig 
the road deeper, until finally we do the thing 
automatically. 


Unfortunately, we think more often of habit 
as an enemy than as a friend. It may be 
either. There are not only bad habits but 
good. Not all habits are hindrances; they may 
be helps. Hence, importance of the forma- 
tion of the right kind of religious habits; for 
these laws apply just as much in the spiritual 
world as they do in the physical. 

God knew that we were creatures of habit 
when He introduced the Sabbath, once in every 
seven days. We do not leave other things to 
chance; why should we pray just when the no- 
tion strikes us? We do not eat that way. Our 
employer does not pay us that way. Why 
treat our souls that way? We hear much 
about making business life more religious. Is 
it not equally important to make our religious 
practice and observance more business-like? 
Which of course raises another point. 


III. The Standard Christian Life Recognizes 
the Value of Sabbath Observance. 


It is natural to ask three questions with ref- 
erence to the visit of any person to any place: 
Where did he go? Why did he go? When did 
he go? Jesus found Himself in Nazareth. 
Where and why and when? He went, to the 
synagogue, for the purpose of worship, on the 
Sabbath Day. 


How did He observe the Sabbath Day?... 
Three simple statements: (a) by His actions. 
He upheld the general use of the Day as a 
day of rest and worship. He observed the 
usual requirements of the law—except when 
these conflicted with some higher principle. 
(b) He held that the well-being of man was 
more important than any rigid observance as 
interpreted by the Scribes; hence many acts 
of healing on that day. (c) He taught that 
the ceremonial observance of the day should 
give way before any higher or more spiritual 
motive. Take these three principles down into 
the problem of Sabbath observance today and 
they will help to solve a confessedly big prob- 
lem. 


IV. The Standard Christian Life Recognizes 
the Value of Church Attendance. 


Three points that lead into a fourth: He 
came to Nazareth. . As His “custom

was and, on the Sabbath Day 
“He went into the Synagogue.” 


That is why I question the logic of people 
who say they do not need to go to church. 
They are so spiritual that they have gotten 
above the need of such primitive things as pub- 
lic worship. Do they remember the very first 
thing Jesus did, after He had received the bap- 
tism of the Spirit, and proved Himself con- 
queror over the Tempter? The first thing He 
did was to go to Church. If any human being 
ever had the right to say the church was not a 
necessity for him, Jesus had; and yet He was 
not too good or too holy or too brilliant or too 
tired or too busy to go. People who make 
these bromidic remarks might well reflect upon 
that picture of the Son of God, a humble wor- 
shipper, at the ordinary synagogue service, at 
Nazareth, on the Sabbath Day. 


Think you there was anything particularly 
thrilling or inspiring to Him in such a service? 
Yet, He went. And why? Well, several 
things did not induce Him to go. He did not 
go merely because it was popular, ог conven- 
tional. He was delightfully unconventional 
when occasion demanded it. Again, He did 
not go to show His new clothes. He did not 
have any, so far as we know. He did not go 
to meet His friends, as though the church were 
a social club. And I don't believe that He stood 
in the vestibule and gossiped. Nor did He 
even go to hear fine music, or an elaborate 
sermon, not to say lengthy announcements. 
Why, then, did He go? 


Answer: He placed the stamp of His ap- 
proval upon the custom of going to public wor- 
ship, to glorify God, to encourage fellow-wor- 
shippers and to gain strength for Himself. You 
may put these three things in any order of 
relative importance you please. But, the Chris- 
tian who ignores the practice of attendance 
upon public worship must be a superior indi- 
vidual to Jesus Christ, who found it necessary 
and right and profitable. 


V. The Application. 


Now, I wonder if by any chance I can be bold 
enough to say some things at this time in this 
presence which I am sure the time has come 
tosay. I wonder why the people of this parish 
do not come to church more than they do. I 
am told they come better here than in some 
other places; but this does not interest me. It 
certainly does not satisfy me.

- Nobody but a small boy standing on the 
edge of a deep pool of chilling water in Octo- 
ber weather could have halted so long nor hesi- 
tated so much to plunge into anything as I 
have been reluctant to dive—but it must be 
done—into an important subject.

I have tried to say that I approach this sub- 
ject with fear and trembling: fear lest I may 
not be able to make plain the most important 
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counting so and totaling, these must have rep- 
resented five hundred-odd people. Is not the 
word odd descriptive as well as definitive, if 
that is the only use people care to make of the 
church and if that is the only function of the 
clergy? Of these five hundred people, do you 
suppose there are fifty at an ordinary Sunday 
Service? If not, where are the nine? If not, 
in what does their church allegiance consist? 
If not, what on earth do they think that the 
Kingdom of Heaven is about? 


I am weary to death of pretense in this mat- 
ter of subterfuge and compromise and of ca- 
jolery. I become impatient with the argu- 
ments and long discussions on this subject of 
church-going. Everything conceded, all al- 
lowance made, excuses weighed and reasons 
analyzed, there is only one reason why people 
do not go to church. It is because they do not 
want to. But why don’t they want to? They 
want many other things. Everybody does. The 
only question is whether the things people 
want most are always the things that are best 
for them. The answer is, they almost never 
are. The only cure I can suggest is that they 
change their choices, that they raise ther stand- 
ards, that they elevate their tastes. Maybe 
they will recall God’s Standard Man. 


A New Organ 


facts; trembling in the face of danger that I 
may say either too much or too little. The 
reason one has to say much is a curious rea- 
son. It is this: the primary need is not alone 
an organ; it is to make the people understand 
that we need one. 


Through many years the music in this 
church has been so good and has so con- 
stantly grown better that we have come to take 
everything for granted. It has been a limita- 
tion upon the talents of the choir that they 
have not been able to do even better because 
of inadequate accompaniment; and it has been 
a nightmare to the choirmaster that half the 
time half of his keyboard will not sound. The 
trouble is that their very success in overcom- 
ing this and concealing it has left the people 
in ignorance of any need. 
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But the need exists. And it is not a new 
one. It has existed for years. It has grown 
worse to a point now of being very bad. The 
simple truth is that the pesky, clumsy, com- 
plicated, rebuilt, patched-up and decrepit old 
thing is plumb, clean, clear worn out. It was 
a good instrument once; but, like many good 
people and things, it is no longer young. The 
old organ is worn out. 


And well it may be. It has served us long 
and faithfully; but, being now dead, it ought 
to be buried. And the obsequies ought to pro- 
ceed apace. I have said It, although of course 
І mean They; for you realize that what we 
call the organ is in fact two organs. What is 
in the gallery was and still is a complete unit. 
It was the original organ of old St. Luke's 
Church. In those days the choir as well were 
in the gallery. The chancel organ likewise 
was and still is a unit. It was brought intact 
from the Church of the Epiphany, at the time 
of the consolidation. You réalize it has been 
only since that time that the choir has been 
in its present location. 


There is, to be sure, only one keyboard. 
Both organs are connected to it by a cable. 
That, in these days of electric action, is not 
difficult. The difficult thing is that, while each 
was good in its own way once, it was never 
very feasible to merge them together. It is im- 
possible longer to obtain results even with 
them merged. The reason is, both are worn 
out. To speak good and not ill of the dead, 
they have rendered good service. There is 
ample reason for their being worn out. 


The normal life of an average church organ 
is considered, by those who know best, to be 
about twenty-five years. The fact is that the 
original gallery organ was built more than 
fifty-five years ago and the chancel organ was 
originally built in its former church forty-five 
years ago. True, they have been repaired from 
time to time and many replacements of parts 
have been made. So, too, the old country- 
woman’s claim was true that she had worn the 
same pair of woolen mittens for twenty years: 
one year she knit new fingers to the old wrists; 
the next year she knit new wrists to the old 
fingers. They were still the same mittens. 


The organ had some mechanism installed in 
the new at the time the two things were com- 
bined.

Really, I am trying to be serious; but you 
ave no idea how difficult it is. I know this 
Organ. I know it both inside and out. I have 
sat up nights with it. I have lain awake nights 
Over it. I know the comments of builders upon 
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it. I know the struggles two organists have 
had with it. I do not think it can be repaired— 
again. It is as full of whims as a sewing ma- 
chine and as likely to balk as a second-hand 
Ford. Nobody sitting piously adown the aisle 
in church on Sunday can have any idea of what 
goes on back stage to keep things out front 
going on at all. 


Only last Sunday morning, two minutes 
before eleven, with the choir all assembled 
for the processional hymn, the organist had 
to slip out through the robing room to send a 
frantic message to the verger and the janitor 
that he could not make the old thing wheeze a 
sound. They had to dash off down two differ- 
ent stairways, the one to burn his fingers ad- 
justing a generator and the other to patch up a 
Bolshevik motor. In the church, things may 
have seemed to go forward as usual. At least 
forward came the choir, singing the proces- 
sional hymn. The priest in due course an- 
nounced “The Lord is in His Holy Temple.” 
That may have been true, as someone who 
knew all the facts later remarked: “The Lord 
may have been in the Temple, but where were 
Ryan and James?" 


It does seem, upon calm reflection, therefore, 
that we will have to do something. Doesn't it? 
Very well, I thought so. But now, what to 
do? Тһе Vestry have had this matter under 
serious consideration for as much as six 
months. They have recently held three meet- 
ings to consider, first, necessity and obliga- 
tion, and secondly, ways and means. We 
could, of course, go ahead and engage again 
some builder to patch up something and spend 
sorae money; but, while I cannot speak for 
them, I happen to know that they are all of 
one opinion that it would be poor judgment 
and bad business to send any more good 
money after bad. The cheapest thing in the 
end is bound to be the one at present most 
expensive. It would cost anywhere from $6000 
to $7000 to make our present organ even passa- 
ble. And that would all have to be done again 
in less than that number of years. 


They have come to some decisions of their 
own. I have not asked them what all of these 
are. They have framed some plans and are 
about to tell you of them. I say all this for a 
special reason. I have purposely laid this 
whole matter upon their shoulders rather than 
assuming leadership myself. I have done so 
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because this is one of those things that is dis- 
tinctly not the task of a rector. Rectors 
change, while corporations are constant. Men 
may come and men may go, but institutions 
abide. Building an organ, i. e., finding the 
money for it, is different from any other task 
involving money that we have had in this 
parish in the twenty years that I have known 
it. 

And, in this connection, I want to say what 
a sense of privilege it is for me to be watch- 
ing the procession instead of playing in the 
band. I am in the fortunate position of being 
simply one of many. For this once, I can say

If anybody still asks whether the Farm is 
self-supporting, the answer would be: Yes 
and No. As farms go, it is in condition to sup- 
port a farmer.

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hard to refuse. I do not know how far we 
ought to go with such a practice. We could, 
if we desired, go very far. There is no other 
place, in the neighborhood of the entire city, 
quite so well equipped. But that is another 
story. It is a story of finance. 


Speaking of that, may I ramble a little? 
Every now and then, I say, somebody still 
asks: Is the Church Farm self-supporting? 
That depends on what you mean. Did you 
ever try to support a farm? We are building 
up a valuable piece of property. We are en- 
hancing the value of a block of real estate. 
It is almost impossible to determine what ex- 
penditure of money goes into permanent im- 
provement and what has to do with season- 
able occupation. Be it said, for anybody’s 
satisfaction, that every dollar that has been in- 
vested in this property has produced two dol- 
lars of value. And be it said further, for any- 
body’s information, that practically every 
penny that has been expended by the people 
themselves who use these privileges has been 
their own. We do not conduct many parties, 
except of children and old people. We do not 
run a boarding-house. All the parties who 
come out for Saturdays and Sundays pay their 
own carfares and bring their own provisions. 
You ought to see the outdoor kitchen. Selah! 


This, of course, is not equivalent to saying 
that we do not need money for the support 
of the work. It is a part of the charitable and 
benevolent work of the parish. This merely 
means that those who contribute money 
toward this work are doing so toward a 
worthy undertaking. They may all be well 
assured that everything is business-like. Let 
them ask for facts and figures. They deserve 
to know that all expenditures are economical. 
This means also that every gift and contribu- 
tion, in the form of articles and items of equip- 
ment, as well as of money, are not only wel- 
come; they are needed. 


I could occupy more columns than the 
printer gives me space, telling of the things 
we did this summer. I could use that space 
entirely in printing names of persons who 
have been our benefactors. Probably I would 
make a more interesting story if I dwelt upon 
the tasks each undertook and all performed so 
well. The trouble is that, if I should begin 
this, there would be no limit. It is better, I 
suspect, to relegate names to the list appended 
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and not try to make distinction between 
tavors large and small, gifts of importance 
and gifts such as donors think were negligible. 


Please allow me to assure you all that ev- 
erything that everybody did was well done 
and that every gift that everybody made was 
gratefully received. If those most concerned 
are least informed, it is their own fault. It 
is an occasion for distress, upon the part of 
those of us who have been there most con- 
stantly, that they do not themselves make the 
short journey to the Farm more often and 
see with their own eyes what improvements 
have been made. They ought to see the con- 
trast between what we found and what we 
have. They ought to come and tell us how 
well we have wrought. But if they won't, 
then they'll have to take our word for it. 


And, please Mr. Printer, tell your linotype 
man not to cut this column short until you 
give me space to speak a word of thanks to 
all the local people about Broomall. I am very 
fond of them. And they have been more than 
decent to us. We want to tell them how 
grateful we are. At the outset, of course, they 
all thought we were queer. I make no doubt 
we were—and stil are. But we are not so 
foolish as they used to think us. We are all 
very fond of them. There is, aíter all, no 
difference between city people and country 
people—except that the latter are superior to 
the former. 


If either you or I were in trouble of any 
kind and wanted help or advice, there are no 
people anywhere that we could turn to more 
hopefully than the local keepers of the coun- 
try store, the neighborhood farmers, the car- 
penters, stone masons, plumbers and painters, 
the blacksmith and the wheelwright.

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tors Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving 
it, should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and' desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


| Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate. They can be 
seen after any Church Service, by those who desire 
to consult them or at any hour of any day at the 
Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence.

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A New Organ 


The success of the large undertaking we set 
cut upon only one short month ago has been 
more than gratifying. I speak of the proposal 
made at that time by the Vestry to determine 
ways and means of buying a New Church Or- 
gan. I remind you of our estimate that the 
Organ itself would cost $25,000 and upwards, 
and that certain work of building reconstruc- 
tion would be necessary behind and on either 
side of the chancel to accommodate the entire 
instrument in that one portion of the Church. 
The whole expenditure would possibly total 
about $30,000. 


It was proposed that the Vestry would ap- 
propriate $6000, the amount that would be 
necessary to half-way repair the old organ, out 
of Church Income, allocating this over a term 
of years. That would leave $24,000 to be 
raised, partly in present cash and partly in fu- 
ture pledges. The delightful thing is to realize 
how naturally and how easily this whole mat- 
ter has worked out and is now going on to its 
certain completion. 


The Morning Congregation. 

The circular letter of the Vestry was sent 
out to 230 families of the so-called Morning 
Congregation. I do not like this phrase per- 
sonally; but it means of course names tech- 
nically on the Pewholder and certain other 
lists.

COMPLAINT AND COMMENT. 


“We commend to the preachers a story we 
recently heard about Senator La Follette. He 
was asked how he could speak continuously.

EDITORIAL; JUST SUNDAY. 


“The editor shuffled the contents of his mail 
basket. ‘Dear sir,’ began the sheet atop the 
pile, ‘I am enclosing herewith a news item con- 
cerning Apocalyptic Sunday for which I hope 
you will be able to find space in an early issue 
of your valuable publication.’ The mimeo- 
graphed letter, with its ‘news item,’ went into 
a special pile at the left. ‘Mite-box Sunday is 
being acclaimed by the religious leaders of 
America as the greatest advance in the history 
of the church since Luther,’ declared the first 
sentence of the next document.. The third 
proved to be a folder, printed in red, green and 
orange, and demanding, in boldface italic type, 
‘Shall the American home go down? Family 
Altar Sunday will preserve it!’ Quickly the 
pile on the left mounted. Exhortations from 
bishops ; appeals from. secretaries—propaganda 
in every form known to the craft. Eliminating 
duplicates, there were appeals for fourteen dif- 
ferent special Sunday celebrations—all to come 
within the next month. A few were appar- 
ently to share certain days; a sign of lack of 
co-ordination in the planning at high head- 
quarters. A part were seeking special collec- 
tions; the rest were merely bidding for a little 
advertising. But, taken altogether, to any 
preacher who might have considered them ser- 
iously they represented a complete disruption 
of any program of preaching. As the editor 
sürveyed that pile there was born within him 
the idea that may easily set him on a pedestal 
of everlasting fame.

(I find, in looking over notes and memo- 
randa, that I preached the first draft of this 
sermon more than twenty years ago; which 
saddens me with thought of how amazingly 
the years with rapid pace run into one an- 
other. It has been revised, rewritten and re- 
peated, though not to this congregation, three 
or four times since. With acknowledgment to 
Maurice Maeterlinck, The Buried Temple, for 
some phrases and some illustrations, let me 
proceed. And first this, by way of) 


Preface. 


This short three chapter Book of Joel is in 
form a single sermon. The occasion of its 
preaching was an invasion of the country by a 
horde of insects of that species endemic in the 
deserts of northern Egypt. At irregular in- 
tervals, averaging once in seven years, these 
used to swarm across the arable portions of 
southeastern Palestine to consume and blight 
the yield of vineyards, fields and orchards and 
to leave the country, for that year, laid waste 
and desolate. It is this well-known plague that 
the prophet takes for illustration and directs 
attention of his people backward to the years 
in their past that the locust hath eaten. 


This, I say, was the theme of a sermon 
preached as long ago as 900 B, C. What is 
there in it of significance today? This: we 
have come to the end of another old year and 
the beginning of another new year. It is cus- 
tomary time for retrospection. But, when one 
turns his attention on the past, is it the lam- 
entable things that ought most to hold his 
attention? How far can any one with profit

regard things lamentable in the past? 
shall we do with those periods in our lives 
which taken together sum up whole years— 
years that the locust hath eaten? 


Introduction. 


In the first place, I beg leave to call your 
attention to several things about the past as 
such. What a curious thing it is, for most of 
And how curious is the way that we re- 
gard it! We picture it most commonly as a 
great panorama spread out behind us. But, 
for each separate individual, it constitutes a 
separate panorama. Furthermore, each one 
has his own glass with which he alone can 
look upon his own past. And, when we use 
that glass, the still more curious thing is the 
way it causes various objects to stand out in 
varying degrees of clearness or of indistinct- 
ness. It draws near and magnifies our mis- 
fortunes and mistakes; while, as for our joys 
and triumphs, most of us see these if at all only 
at an infinite distance removed like objects in 
miniature seen through the wrong end of a 
telescope. For a moment, turn you each if you 
please your own glass upon your own past, 
and let me ask you what you see there. 


us! 


1. Things Seen in the Past. 


Is it true that, when you do this, the things 
that claim your attention most are past mis- 
fortunes and mistakes? What is that great 
pile that looks like a ruined castle, with 
tumbling towers and hanging gates, its silver 
service rusted and its furniture in ashes? Is 
it possibly the money you have lost or been 
robbed or defrauded of? What is that course

along the mountain side that seems made for 
a flowing stream, with rolling current and with 
tumbling cataracts, but which now looks like 
the scarred, crevassed channel of a river dried 
up? Is it some great venture that you un- 
dertook and failed in? What are those 
mounds that mar the landscape here and there? 
Are they perhaps the graves of those of whom 
you are bereaved? And what are those flow- 
ers that ought to be fresh, but are faded; that 
grass that ought to be green, but is withered; 
those trees all bare of leaves, their phantom 
arms awry? They are frustrated hopes and 
joys that are spent; broken health and perished 
beauty; stifled affection and love that is dead. 
Such are but a few of all humans’ misfortunes. 


Misfortunes and Mistakes. 

And what of mistakes? Look, please, a 
little further. What is that slumbering in the 
distance like a deserted city, everything within 
it still and dead and rigid? Is it the memory 
of a great ambition given up? What is that 
phantom giant stalking ’round it, grinning at 
you fiendishly? Is it some single, lone, great 
act of sin for the commission of which you 
gave up a noble purpose? What are those 
vampires and vultures flying through the air? 
They come so close they seem almost to touch 
the glass. Are they perhaps the lies you told 
or lived? And what are those foul mists and 
poison vapors rising from miasmic marshes in 
the landscape? Do they not remind you that, 
to gain your selfish ends, you once despoiled 
some feeble creatures’ strength; that, to grat- 
ify some lust or passion, you callously thrust 
suffering upcn a loving heart; that, in the serv- 
ice of a false ambition, you purposely mis- 
understood or passed by some touching affec- 
tion that offered itself? And, last of all, what 
are those stretches of meadow and plain that 
ought to be green with grass and waving with 
grain, but instead are barren and bare and de- 
serted? They are the years of your time you 
have wasted. Aye. These are the years that 
the locust hath eaten. 


re grieved and sorry for themselves? Yes. 
ut that is the very worst state into which any 
ne can ever come. Usually too their estimate 
f the importance of these things is all dis- 
отіеа by their repetitious telling.

2. A Beneficial Practice? 


But—and this is my paramount cog 
tion—just how healthful is this kind 
spection? Should the tendency to lool 
upon our misfortunes and mistakes be t 
much indulged? Is it profitable? I; 
No. And, in doing so, bring to your mim 
common practical reasons why it is not. 


(a) First, as every one knows, it mal 
unhappy. I have said the things that 
out plainest in the past are our тїзї 
and our mistakes. But this need not bi 
of those alone. It may be just as true d 
and triumphs. Whatever was once and 
has ceased to be makes for sadness, - 
looked upon reflectively. Retrospection 
fall either upon what has been or upon 
might have been. In either case, the dang 
the same if we allow it to come into th 
ent as a guest to live with us. It causes 
ache. 'The result will be either vain re 
impatient remorse. And remorse and r 
of this kind are equally hurtful. I do ne 
lieve this suffering is needful, nor tha 
helpful. I believe rather that “What 
past help. And what’s past help shoul 
past grief.” 


3. Is the Converse Possible? 


Can one save oneself from such unhappi- 
1655 by avoiding for oneself such inertia? 
There is little use in pointing out the desira- 
bility of a thing if it is impossible. To say 
that something is desirable merely because it 
is desirable, to tell a man that he ought to doa 
thing merely because it ought to be done, this 
is only to talk in a circle. This is to ask him 
to walk in a treadmill; it is to urge him to 
lift himself by his own boot straps. This is to 
recommend to him the feat of Eolus who 
thought to drive his boat by rigging up a bel- 
lows in the stern of it. Can the thing be 
done? Can one break away from his past, so

For there are those № 
whom the first is not operative at all. ' 
threat of unhappiness does not deter them fi 
brooding. They are so constituted by nat 
that they enjoy being unhappy. They mig 
well exclaim with Burton: “All my joys to t 
are folly: Naught so sweet as melancholy.” 


I am weil aware that there are those who 
answer negatively. They say our past is a 
dead weight upon us; that it is chained about 
our neck and we cannot get away from it. 
Things past and present are so interwoven and 
interrelated that we cannot act freely. They 
claim that our past is a sort of destiny work- 
ing backward. Is this true? I do not believe 
so. I believe that the present, instead of being 
made unhappy and hindered by the past, can 
be severed from it. In short, I believe that 
he present, instead of being commanded by 
the past, can turn upon that very past and 
command it. In trying to prove this, let me 
My point is that the practice of doing t call your attention to 
weighs them down and holds them back. Th 
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4. Three Common Mistakes. 


(a) The first is this: We often say, or we 
hear it said, that the past is irreparable, be- 
cause unchangeable; that “Not even heaven 
itself upon the past has power, that what has 
been has been and we must be content, for we 
have had our hour.” I say we imagine that 
everything in the past is rigid and fixed and 
immoble. Is that true? It is not. At least 
it is not true, so long as we ourselves move. 
Who has not stood upon the platform of an 
observation car and looked out on the reced- 
ing landscape? Does it stand still? It does 
not. Every square inch of it is in motion; 
every feature in it is moving; every in- 
stant, things in it take up new  posi- 
tions and assume toward each other new rela- 
tions. This is not because the land is mov- 
ing; it is because we are moving. So it is 
with past events. They constantly change, 
just in proportion as we change. It is only 
when your observation car stops that the land- 
scape stands still. So it is only a dead man’s 
past that is fixed. The moment our past ap- 
pears to stand still, that moment we have 
stopped moving onward. We have ceased to 
live. We might then as well die. From that 
moment, the future takes upon itself the sem- 
blance of a tomb. 


(b) A second mistake we often make is this: 
We know that, lying in our past, there are a 
lot of things of different kinds. And we know 
that, while some of these are bad to think 
much on, there are others from the contempla- 
tion of which we can derive profit. But we 
imagine that we cannot admit the one to pres- 
ent scrutiny without the other. We are afraid 
that we cannot admit into our presence one 
and not have the whole company troop in 
along. This also, I believe, is untrue. If a 
man has such command of himself as he ought 
to have, he will be able to select the things 
he will admit to council. You recall that old 
story, in the eleventh chapter of the Odyssey, 
in which Ulysses makes his visit to the land of 
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the Chimerians. You remember how he slays 
the sheep for sacrifice and pours the blood 
which flows into a pool upon the ground, one 
taste of which alone could give the spirits for 
a moment life and speech. And you remem- 
ber how the narrative proceeds. 


“When the blood flowed dark, thronging 
around me came souls of the dead from Ere- 
bus, flitting on every side, now here, now 
there. But from my side I drew my trusty 
sword and sat me down and suffered none of 
all those airy phantoms to approach the blood 
save only such as I should nominate.” Can 
you not almost see the others slink away, 
thwarted, disappointed, powerless? I firmly 
believe that, if a man has in him the power 
of will he ought to have, he can safely sit 
down any time and, with a charmed wand as it 
were of his memory, pick out the things it is 
worth while to think upon. He can designate 
them. He can bid some come. And he can 
bid the others to be gone. And they will go. 
They will obey him. It is a mistake to be- 
lieve that all things in the past have equal 
power to come up in our memory. 


(c) In the third place, it is not our past that 
determines our present mood; it is our pres- 
ent mood in terms of which we see our past. 
This means that when anything—when all 
things—in the past come to mind, it will be ac- 
cording to our mood whether they come as 
enemies or as friends. If our mood is appre- 
hensive, if our conscience is guilty, if our 
hearts are fearful, they will be oppressive; 
they will come as foes. If these are strong 
and calm, they will come as friends. They 
will take upon themselves the guise in which 
we meet them.

_ In view of such consideration, the last day 

of the year takes on a new importance. It is 
not a season for bemoaning the past; it is a 
| time for quickening our actions in the present. 
It is a time, not for resolutions but for reso- 
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lution. It is not a time for giving ear, in all 
the past, to memories that come; it is a time 
for discriminating, among them, to see which 
ones can produce right reactions. It is a time, 
not for the undoing and the changing of those 
things that lie outside us; it is a time rather 
for changing ourselves, so that we may meet 
them suitably. It is not a time to weaken our 
wils by looking inward too intently; it is a 
time rather to strengthen our wills by looking 
upward. When we look the past full in the 
face, we take new courage for the future. We 
take courage from the past because of new 
hope in the future. We recall a present prom- 
ise in the words of a past prophecy: I will 
restore unto you.

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Rector’s Letter 
To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My dear Friends: 


I do not want to speak too much about the 
Fund for the New Organ; on the other hand, 1 
do not want you to be uninformed. What we 
set out for last November was to raise $25,000 
for the organ itself, leaving the cost of recon- 
struction and of installation to the Vestry to 
be allocated out of Church Income over per- 
haps several years. 


The amount of money up to date, in the 
form of pledges and subscriptions toward this 
$25,000 is $23,678.01. It is necessary that the 
rest of this should be in hand by Easter. It 
would be a pleasant task to print the names 
of all contributors. It would be interesting 
to read the names of contributors to date. The 
fact is that out of 230 letters sent out by the 
Vestry, there have come back 210 responses. 
What would amuse you would be the names 
of the people that did not respond. There is 
this kind of problem of course in every parish, 
as there is every where else. As the darkey 
who once kept my horse explained to me: 
“They ain’t no quality anyhow. They just 
want to hang around and let on they belong.” 


The Year’s Finances. 


On their proper pages you will find some 
rather imposing columns of figures which com- 
prise the two annual reports of Parish Finan- 
ces. One is by the Accounting Warden, of 
Church Income and Expense as such; one by 
the Rector, of the Receipt of Contributions and 


their disbursement, together with the income 
on such trust funds as he administers each in 
appointed ways. I know such figures look to 
many people as though they are complicated 
and too difficult for comprehension. This 
should not be so, however, and some study of 
them may be profitable. 


Diocesan Convention Report. 


Out of these two tables, I am called upon as 
usual to prepare the Annual Report for the 
Convention Journal, and in addition also, to 
include some other statements of fact which 
all ought to find interesting. As, for instance, 
during the year past there were: Baptisms: 
children 36, adults 8; Confirmations: male 9, fe- 
male 26; marriages 25; burials 35. Communi- 
cants last reported 1394; added by Confirma- 
tion 34; added by Transfer 6; Transferred to 
other parishes 10; Lost by death 18; present 
number of Communicants 1406. Services: 
Sundays 132; Holy Days 12; other days 50. 
Holy Communion: Sundays 64; Holy Days 12. 
Sunday School: Officers and Teachers 12; Pu- 
pils 200; Bible Class 75. Sittings in Church 
1200. 


Services in Lent. 

It ought not to be necessary to print or to 
announce the schedule of services, Weekday 
or Sunday, in Lent. These are, however, re- 
produced in print on page 14. I know, of 
course, from past experience that few people 
will pay any attention to this until Lent is half 
over and the clergy are half dead. However, 
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if any or all of you will do your best, the said 
clergy will try to do less than their worst. 
One of the things you might refrain from, 
in the way of Lenten pennance for your sins, 
would be to refrain from calling up the Parish 
House on the telephone asking what is the 
hour of service. In most cases, it will be the 
same as for the past sixty-three years. In all 
cases, it will be that set forth in print upon 
the page aforesaid.

DR. MOCKRIDGE'S LETTER. 


My dear Mockridge: 

I am delighted to have your letter. You and 
I understand each other thoroughly. We pay 
no attention to reporters and things. Most of 
the problems you worry over are the same 
sort as my own. You are thoroughly correct 
in saying that the problems of all central city 
parishes (though not their forms of worship) 
are alike. 


In the coterie you mention, of course, I re- 
ceived the same letter from the same group of 
inquisitors; but, unlike yourself, I threw it in 
the waste basket. I did so because, unlike 
yourself, I did not think it was any of my 
Vestry’s business. In this parish, we get on 
happily by letting everybody attend to their 
own affairs. There is no reason whatever why 
any vestryman should be treated other than all 
Christian gentlemen and ordinary contributors 
to any cause that anybody asks the Rector to 
make an appeal for. 


Study of Canon Law. | 
This is a long story, of course, and it would 
take a long time to teach these alleged com- 
mittees and commissions and all sorts of per- 
sons to understand, unless they could be in- 
duced to make an elementary study of the sim- 
plest sort of Diocesan Church Canon Law. If 
they once started, however, they might find 
that such a thing exists. 


What amuses me is that so often a group of 
people get their names in print who are sup- 
posed to be raising money, but exempt them- 
selves thereby from the simple country-town 
common-place method of giving money. Have 
you ever noticed how the two things fail to 
function in the same group? You and I are 
among the people who give money. They and 
theirs are, too often, alas, only among the peo- 
ple who are raising money. 


With this introduction, I reproduce, with- 
out comment, the correspondence you have 
honored me by sending. ] suppose, of course, 
I ought to print my letter in reply to yours 
after the receipt of your letter to myself. But, 
inasmuch as the date of publication of the “Par- 
ish Helper” is a variable one, you will under- 
stand the reason for my delay. With kind re- 
gards and all good wishes; with my benedic- 
tion and full absolution for your sins on this 
Ash Wednesday, I am,

Dear Dr. Steele: 


My reason for sending you the attached copy 
of a letter I wrote recently to seven representa- 
tives of the Quota Committee and the Finance 
Department of the Diocese, is that, as you 
will see, I have made use of the name of your 
parish. 'The circumstances leading up to the 
letter are these: 


Early in December I received a letter, 
which I suppose was sent to all rectors, at 
least of central city parishes, It was signed by 
the Bishop, by the Revs. Percy R. Stockman 
and Gilbert Pember, and by Messrs. Edward 
H. Bonsall, W. P. Barba and Reynolds D. 
Brown, for the Tinance Department and the 
Quota Committee. It informed me of the 
Quota assigned to my parish for 1925 and of 
the Maintenance Budget of the Diocese and 
the National Council. 


To this letter I replied, saying that the mat- 
ter would be brought to the attention of our 
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Vestry, but that it was our opinion that “re- 
cent methods adopted in the Diocese for rais- 
ing money have seriously weakened parochial 
responsibility, by 

(2) Attacking parochial integrity, through 


appeals to individuals without regard to 
parochial connection ; 


(b) By taking pledges for future payments 
and thus placing a mortgage on the fu- 
ture giving power of Church people." 


I said that, in view of these circumstances, 
"It need not cause surprise if parish authori- 
ties frankly disavow parochial responsibility 
for Quotas. The Quota method and the Drive 
method are mutually exclusive." 


My note elicited a courteous rejoinder, 
signed by the said gentlemen. After dealing at 
length with the points I raised, it was sug- 
gested that further comments from me would 
be acceptable. The letter I enclose contains 
my further comments. 


It is only necessary for me to say further, 
that the entire correspondence was read at a 
meeting of St. James's Vestry and they are all 
in entire accord with me.

The Letter. 
To the Quota Committee and the Finance De- 
partment of the Diocese of Pennsylvania, 
Gentlemen : 

Your courtesy in suggesting I should make 
further comment on the subject matter of our 
correspondence leads me to do so at the ear- 
liest possible moment. I agree with you that 
the subject is an important one, worthy of most 
careful consideration. Also, in my judgment, 
it is worthy of the widest possible discussion. 


May I assume that you will receive what I 
say, not at all in the way of carping criticism 
or with any desire to score controversial 
points? 


My procedure in this letter will be to pass 
over the specific points in your letter to me 


except to say that it never occurred to me to 
question the correctness of the Bishop’s atti- 
tude towards his clergy, in an important mat- 
ter, and that the opinion expressed as to the 
effect of recent methods upon parochial re- 
sponsibility and integrity has nothing to do 
with the Bishop nor with my attendance or 
non-attendance at meetings. 


The Only Issue. 


First, then, in order that there may be no 
misunderstanding as to the basis of discussion, 
I shall put down exactly what I mean by “re- 
cent methods.” They are the methods used in 
connection with Sacrifice Week (January, 
1924), the Divinity School Campaign (May, 
1924), the Japan Reconstruction Drive (Octo- 
ber, 1924), and the Christmas Appeal of the 
Church Farm School. I suppose that all of 
these examples may be said to illustrate a sin- 
gle method; namely, what is commonly known 
as the "Drive" method. This is a widely 
known method of raising money for semi-pub- 
lic causes of all sorts—educational, charitable 
and religious. 


It has occasioned the creation of a large 
and growing commercial business. "There are 
several firms who give themselves to it pro- 
fessionally. I think that the method is at its 
best when it is in the hands of these profes- 
sionals, and that amateur efforts to cárry it 
out seldom avoid its dangers, no matter how 
many dollars they may succeed in raising. 
The "Drive" method creates an organization 
of its own, for the immediate purpose in hand, 
and through this organization attempts to reach 
the individual directly. It makes a long and 
careful preparation for a short, sharp, emo- 
tional spasm, the mechanism of which I need 
not describe. I wish to call particular atten- 
tion to two elements of the method as above de- 
scribed: 


(a) that it creates its own organization ; 


(b) that its aim is to appeal directly to the 
individual. 
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Another Method. 

Secondly, for several years the Episcopal 
Church has been endeavoring to develop a 
method for raising money for its own causes, 
known as the “quota” method, erstwhile as the 
“budget” method. Though very far froin per- 
fect, this method has been formally adopted by 
General Convention. It has had large sums 
spent upon its propagation and development. 
I think it may fairly be said to be this Church's 
method. According to this method, the ulti- 
mate collection agency or instrument is the 
Parish. This is not an accident. It is a sound 
recognition of an actual condition existing in 
the Episcopal Church; namely, that according 
to the constitutional, governmental, and ad- 
ministrative arrangements of this Church, the 
Parish is the Church’s legal unit. 


Methods Mutually Exclusive. 

If the above description of the two methods 
is at all accurate, it does not appear to me dif- 
ficult to show that, as methods, and as con- 
ducted in this diocese, they are mutually ex- 
clusive. A method which appeals to the loy- 
alty and responsibility of the Parish cannot 
surely be developed alongside of a method 
which appeals directly to the individual, ignor- 
ing parochial connection or even parochial ex- 
istence. 


I am not saying that the drive method neces- 
sarily attacks parochial integrity and respon- 
sibility, but only that it tends to do so. In 
my judgment it has done so, as exemplified re- 
cently in this diocese. 


Therefore, having thus described the two 
methods and attempted to set out the basis 
of my opinion about their mutual exclusive- 
ness, I must go into some detail. In doing so 
I can only say that my sole desire is to see 
things straight. 


Some Specific Examples. 

A year ago this month we were all of us 
urged to take part in a "Sacrifice Week" for 
the purpose of making up a deficiency in the 
diocesan quota for 1923. I think I am not alone 
in believing that this effort was ill-judged and 


ill-timed, in spite of the fact that it raised 
$60,000. It happens that, in our Parish, De- 
cember and January are our two best months 
for raising money. The N.. W. C. canvass 
has to be followed always by the hard work 
which extends throughout these two months. 
Last year I had seen a real opportunity to get 
this Parish to meet all its quotas in full. The 
injection of "Sacrifice Week" drew off to this 
effort many of our best workers, and put an 
effectual quietus on our parochial hopes as to 
the quota. 


Divinity School. 

In May came the Divinity School Drive. I 
was not in sympathy with the object of this 
drive, and my Vestry requested me not to make 
an appeal for it. Some of my people, how- 
ever, were interested, and I believe gave gen- 
erously. I have no quarrel with that. What I 
do very greatly regret is the discovery that a 
few of my people gave because they thought I 
had sent in their names and wanted them to do 
so. I am not criticising anybody or anything, 
except a method which can have results so 
damaging to parochial integrity. 


Japanese Reconstruction. 

In the case of the Japanese drive, every par- 
ticle of my sympathy was enlisted. I wanted 
to do everything I could. I rejoice that, by 
whatever method, my Parish has had its share 
in helping this object. However, I could not 
bring myself to take a share in Ritz-Carlton 
dinners for this purpose. To about 90 per 
cent. of our Church folk, that hostelry is the 
abode of senseless luxury, and I cannot but re- 
gard its use as the headquarters for such a pur- 
pose as anything but deplorable. As rector of 
the Parish, I was urged to do two things: 

(a) to circulate the appeal for the gold and 

silver offering, and 

(b) to take up a collection in church. 


I sent a copy of the gold and silver appeal 
circular by mail, at once, to every woman in 
my congregation, to discover that most of them 
had already been asked. and had given. In- 
cidentally, some of them were not best pleased 
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to be asked twice. I took up the collection in 
church. It amounted to amount out 
of the amount I find credited to my 
Parish—less than one dollar out of six. 


Unhappy Incidents. 

In connection with this drive, I relate two 
incidents. My secretary told me that a cler- 
gyman had come to the office and asked for 
our Parish list. Another clergyman called me 
on the telephone to ask for the address of one 
of my people. Few men care less for "pre- 
rogatives" than I, but I have always regarded 
my Parish list as a confidential one, and I 
have never given names from it to any person 
lor any purpose whatsoever. That another rec- 
tor should ask for this list, or should be willing 
to visit my people without my knowledge, is 
a breach of that professional etiquette, upon 
the careful and punctilious observance of which 
much of our parochial comity depends. I am 
not criticising anything but a method, under 
which such things can be done. But it is a 
method which, in my judgment, really at- 
tacks parochial integrity, and does really 
weaken parochial responsibility. 


Church Farm School. 

The Christmas appeal of the Church Farm 
School I use simply as an illustration of an- 
other element in the count against the “Drive” 
method. As a matter of fact, I was the orig- 
inator of that appeal. The first one, several 
years ago, was sent out from my office. I 
doubt whether any Parish has done more ior 
the Church Farm School or is more interested 
in it than St. James's; but the Church Farm 
School is now placed on our diocesan budget 
for a very considerable sum. This fact seems 
to me to cast serious doubt upon the wisdom 
of making a general appeal for the purchase 
of new land at this time. The special point, 
however, in connection with this appeal is that 
Mr. Shreiner wrote to me, asking me to circu- 
late an appeal in my Parish. I felt that, under 
the circumstances, and as we were so far from 
meeting our quota, it was scarcely honest for 
me as Rector to permit this. Yet I found that, 


without waiting for my permission, the appeal 
had already been sent direct to many of our 
people. 


Better Safe Than Sorry. 


I conclude this part of my letter by directing 
attention to the following paragraph, taken 
from a sermon preached at the Centenary of 
St. Paul's Church, Rochester; N. Y., by the 
Bishop coadjutor of Massachusetts, Dr. Slat- 
tery, late Rector of Grace Church, New York, 
and published in the Living Church of No- 
vember 1, 1924: 


“Here I pause to plead against that short- 
sighted policy which would separate the gen- 
erosity of a parishioner from his Parish. In 
the effort to break up parochialism, there 
may come the theory that it is wise to ap- 
peal for general causes in the Church, not 
to Parishes, but directly to individuals. In- 
deed there are signs that this policy has al- 
ready begun. It may seem effective for the 
moment; ultimately, I am sure, it will 
weaken the giving power of the Church. 
Make Parishes into great centers of gener- 
osity—the large gifts of the rich encourag- 
ing the less fortunate, and the gifts of the 
poor, which are made with sacrifice, putting 
to shame the selfishness of the prosperous— 
and you will have the best assurance for 
steady education in joyful generosity 
throughout the Church.” 


Central City Parishes. 


But, gentlemen, though I weary you, I have 
more to say. The Parish of which I am Rec- 
tor is one of nine Central City Parishes that 
may be called a group. Their problems and 
their work (though not their worship) are in 
the main alike. The Parishes are: Christ 
Church, St. Peter’s, St. James’s, St. Stephen’s, 
St. Mark’s, Holy Trinity, St. Luke and The 
Epiphany, St. Clement’s, and Holy Apostles. 
It happens that I have made a study of the 
statistics of these Parishes, as they are re- 
ported in the convention journals. My study 
has covered the ten years, 1914 to 1923, inclu- 
sive. Out of a mass of figures I choose the 
following, a grouped summary of the “Vital 
Statistics” for the first and last of those years. 
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(Confirm- Com- 
Baptisms ations Marriages Burials municants 


1914 .. 511 376 176 369 10,000 
1923 .. 307 237 156 323 9,258 


You will notice the decline in every item. 


Two Parishes show a slight increase in com- 
municants (in one case 514 per cent, in the 
other, just under 5 per cent. for the ten years). 
Only one reports for 1923 a larger number in 
each of the first four items than in 1914, And 
its communicants decreased 18 per cent. 


Figures and Facts. 
On the other hand, the financial figures show 
considerable advance in every case. Here are 
the total receipts in three Parishes:

(In Parish C, for 1923, $67,283.35 is reported 
"Capital and Transfers." If this is subtracted, 
there is still an increase of 50 per cent.) 


A more striking fact still is that, as a group, 
these Parishes increased their endowments by 
one million dollars in the ten years. 


A Pressing Problem. 

It would seem to me that the figures indi- 
cate that in these nine Parishes, the Diocese 
has а problem of first rate importance. As 
institutions, they have been markedly success- 
ful. They have not only strengthened their 
own financial position, but they have done it in 
becoming channels for increasing gifts to out- 
side causes, in bearing witness for God, and 
His Church, in all sorts of ways, in the face 
of declining numbers of regular parishioners 
and of almost crushing difficulties of all sorts. 
Though often criticised for their parochialism, 
their narrowness and their wealth, they and 
their people are fair game for anyone who 
wants money for anything these parishes are 
in effect the heart of the Church's fortress in 
this Diocese, as they are the symbols of its 
continuity. 


Harm to the Diocese. 


It may be that wise statesmanship would 
suggest some consolidations. Perhaps there 
should be a change of location, here or there. 
But in any case and under existing conditions, 
the adoption of any method or plan that tends 
directly or indirectly to increase the difficulties 
of these parishes cannot but be productive oi 
harm to the Diocese—no matter how many 
dollars are raised. The "Drive" method, as 
conducted in this Diocese tends, in my judg- 
ment, to do this very thing. I imagine that in 
the other eight of the group—as in St. James's 
—no problem is more serious than the grad- 
ual weakening of the parochial connection, in 
the case especially of the most prominent and 
helpful members. Probably little can be done 
to stem this tide; but it would seem to ine 
that a method of raising money for Church 
causes which can proceed independently of 
parochial connection and make appeal directly 
to individuals, is a very serious attack upon 
parochial integrity in the case of these central 
city parishes at least. However such a method 
may minister to individual pride of purse, I 
still think the method is questionable. This is 
my whole thesis. You cannot have a strong 
Diocese made up of weak units. You can- 
not weaken the integrity of a Parish without, 
in the end, weakening the strength of the Dio- 
cese. 


In Conclusion. 


I have now put down the main comments 
which seem to me to be germane to the sub- 
ject which my first letter raised. I honestly 
believe that recent methods in the Diocese have 
tended to weaken parochial responsibility, have 
actually done so, and that the continuance of 
such methods is a constantly menacing attack 
upon parochial integrity. It is not necessary 
for me to hold any special brief for any sys- 
tem, nor for any method. It is not even nec- 
essary for me to intimate that the “Quota” 
method and the "Drive" method are necessar- 
ily exclusive. Indeed, I can conceive the pos- 
sibility of such a development as might bring 
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the two into harmony. With this, of course, 
I have nothing to do. It is my duty to make 
clear what seems to me to be a capital mis- 
take in policy, and to submit my findings to 
the proper authorities.

THE SIN OF HOME MISSIONS.

The author of this article is a pious church- 
man. There is good reason why he is per- 
plexed. The fact that the article appears in 
such a magazine would seem to prove that 
there is such a problem in all country com- 
munities. Next after the editorial staff of this 
journal nobody in America knows so much 
about the rural districts, near and far. 


The author’s thesis is that communities 
which could support one or a few thriving 
churches are divided by religious competition 
into helpless groups, and the reason is that 
subsidies keep alive struggling country 
churches when they should be combined. Not 
only is this true, alas, in country communi- 
ties; it is even more true in city communities. 
And, worse, it is true to the point of tragedy 
in that sacrosanct endeavor known as Foreign 
Missions. When and where will so-called Mis- 


sion Boards stop doing this?

Read the Article. 


"Ye are the salt of the earth"— "but if the 
salt have lost his savor » ete. Ehe 
story of Protestant home missions in rural 
America during the last two or three decades 
has in it the taste of this “lost savor.” 


Let me lay bare before you, with the shame 
of a churchman very much embarrassed it 


must be confessed, not so much the facts of 
this unsavory home-mission story—for. the 
facts have been public property for years—as 
an interpretation of the facts and an ap- 
praisal of the damage done to American 
churchdom. 


For the benefit of him who does not under- 
stand the situation at all, a word is necessary. 
Here is the picture, and here are the essential 
features in the picture, whatever variations 
there may be in minor details. A community 
of rural folk of a definite population is spread 
out before you. Christian churches, usually 
from two to ten in number, are alive if not all 
going concerns. 


Whatever differences there may be in the 
membership rolls—and of course we shall ex- 
pect many points of difference here—or in the 
number of services a week or a month; or in 
the presence or absence of resident pastors; or 
in the organization of the churches into Sun- 
day schools, societies, clubs, committees, and 
the like—whatever the variations may be, I 
say, the number of Protestant persons in the 


community, counting every single soul, is far . 


short of enough to man all of the churches, use 
any reputable standard of church organization 
you please to measure by. 


Communities Turned Sour. 


Furthermore, in the type of community in 
question some or all of the churches are weak 
and ineffective, if not virtually down and out. 
Moreover—and this is the central feature of 
the pictures—one, several or all of these 
churches are receiving subsidies in the form of 
money from the home-mission funds of the re- 
spective denominational bodies, state or na- 
tional, or both. The sum of this money is 
just enough to keep the particular church 
competitively in the running in that com- 
munity. 


The essential fact may be stated: thus: In 
a community where there is known to be a 
mass of persons sufficient to build and maintain 
only from one to five churches, there are actu- 
ally found to be from two to ten ; and the excess 
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of churches over and above the number which 
the population justifies is the direct result of 
the injection of home-mission money into the 
community. 


It does not require a clever mind to know 
what will happen. When from two to ten 
kernels of corn are planted in a piece of soil 
which has nutritive elements sufficient to 
bring only from one to five stalks to maturity, 
we know that a struggle for life is on which 
will doom several ‘stalks, or even all stalks. 
It is so with the competitive churches. But 
the corn simile fails to illustrate the case at 
the really tragic point. 


The subsidized churches, which make up the 
redundance, create in the community what is 
known by everybody there to be a case of 
veiled malignancy. Self-respecting persons 
either hold themselves aloof from formal re- 
ligion, or conscience stricken, stand helplessly 
bewildered. In plain disgust they often pick 
up and leave. The community has turned sour. 
The salt has lost its savor. If you would sense 
the disaster of this competition, read between 
the lines of the following resolution, passed 
within the last year by a ministers’ association 
in a small rural community where six Prot- 
estant churches are breathing the air that is 
hardly enough for three! 


Set of Resolutions. 


“Whereas we are joined together as Chris- 
tian ministers working in supposed brotherly 
fellowship, we hereby agree that the follow- 
ing principles shall guide and control us in 
our mutual relationships 


“(1) Though we recognize that every man 
is free to worship where and as he wills, yet 
we realize that shifting from one denomina- 
tion to another is not edifying but harmful. 
Wherefore, we will not encourage those who 
from pique, or temporary dissatisfaction with 
ministers or people of their own local congre- 
gation wish to unite with ours. 


“(2) That we will not, save in exceptional 
cases, receive into our Sunday schools as regu- 


lar members. thereof, children of families who 
are affiliated with other congregations of the 
town. 


“(3) That whenever we come across new- 
comers to the town who are affiliated with, or 
declare preference for, some Christian body 
other than our own, we will not—if the church 
of their choice be represented by a congrega- 
tion here—ask them to unite with our congre- 
gation or send their children to our Sunday 
School, until we have given to the minister or 
church officials of the church of their prefer- 
ence the name and address of such persons, 
and allowed reasonable opportunity for them 
to claim their own." 


A. Blight on Religion. 


It is clear on the face of it that the recog- 
nized principles of Christianity have failed to 
keep these churches sweet to one another; and 
resort is therefore had to a contract in hope 
that an out-and-out bargain may accomplish 
what Christian love cannot. 


These ministers agree not to proselytize, not 
to encourage lifting members from another 
church, not to receive children into the Sunday 
school from families of another flock, not to 
pick up newcomers without advertising them 
and waiting a reasonable length of time for a 
claimant. This document of things not to be 
done naively uncovers the teasing things that 
were done behind curtains. 


Before reading further, you will wish to 
know whether there is much of this sort of 
thing going on in rural America; whether, in 
fact, it is not fussing over trifles to beckon 
anybody to look at this thing. The best au- 
thorities, after long study on this subject, are 
quoted as estimating that the amount of 
Protestant home-mission money annually 
wasted in competitive religion in rural com- 
munities is at present $3,000,000; and if we 
may generalize from twenty-five thoroughly 
studied counties, widely separated, where 
there are 211 churches aided by home-mission 
money, of which 149 are disastrously competi- 
tive, "most of the home-mission aid which is 
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now.granted could be withdrawn without any 
danger whatsoever of leaving the rural com- 
munities with inadequate religious facilities." 


But There Is Worse. 


What hurts most in this paradoxical practice 
is the prostitution of the most beautiful gift 
in all religion. The very word Missions con- 
jures up angels of mercy. Missions are the 
church's great romance. When out of the 
barrenness and weakness of my little life, I 
put into the hands of the church a gift for the 
whomsoever, in faith, I do it with a prayer 
that it will help bring peace to some soul, 
blessing to some community which is beyond 
my power otherwise to help. 


To think, then, that the tip of your prayer 
and mine, the sweetest thing we can give, is 
poisoned, and shot into a rural community, 
there to hurt. “Why do these church bodies 
do this wicked thing?" Let the words of a 
high church official convey to you the state of 
mind out of which the thing grows. “So long 
as there is a family of our faith in that village, 
that family shall have the sacraments of our 
faith ministered to it.” What he meant was 
to force a subsidy into a community to help a 
small faction of his particular church to sur- 
vive. 


Shall it be good Christianity for one Chris- 
tian sect to crowd and shove like a bully in a 
mob? “They all do it," is a lame excuse for 
sinners; but for a church body it is tragic. 
But who is to blame? Whose sin is this 
prostitution of a holy thing? Did you ever 
happen to know the officials at the head of a 
Protestant church body, either national or 
state? Did you ever know the persons who 
distribute home-mission money? Did you ever 
get a glimpse of the inside? 


If so, then you know how intensely human 
this situation is. You know how like politics 
are the powers behind the locked doors. You 
know that when you try to track this sinner 
you can't find him. Nobody does the thing. 


Nobody does anything. Nobody is to blame. 
The Christian leaders are not leading on such 
matters. They are fighting the individual sins 
of the people. 


Look at this straw, however. In Canada an 
outstanding movement is nearing completion 
to unite organically three great Protestant 
bodies, affecting more than three-quarters of 
a million church members. The daily press 
recently carried this item: 


“The Union had its origin in the conviction 
that many separate churches of each denomi- 
nation, especially in the rural districts, were 
handicapped in limited membership and were 
unable to maintain properly separate buildings 
and ministers. It is, therefore, a part of a 
tendency in many other countries to submerge 
religious differences in an effort at wider and 
more effective service. This looks on the 


. horizon like the peep of dawn of. a new Chris- 


tian day—and what a dawn for the rural com- 
munity that would be!”

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RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord’s Table. 

2. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 

3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 

4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 

5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 

6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgivings. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 

7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important, 

8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 


can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 


this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tor’s Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday’s services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving 
it, should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer. Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person 15 sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate. They can be 
seen after any Church Service, by those who desire 
to consult them or at any hour of any day at the 
Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishioners are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence. This is particularly important. 
Every effort is made to keep mailing lists with accur- 
acy. Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish, are asked to send their names and addresses 
to the Clergy. Applications for pews or sittings 
should be made to the Verger, who can be seen be- 
fore or after any service at the Church.

My Dear Friends:

Easter Offering. 

With regard to the Easter Offering, you will 
find it analyzed in its proper place, in the List of 
Offerings for April. The plan was, as usual, to 
allow anybody to designate their offering to any 
special object of their choice and to have what 
was not so designated constitute the Annual Rec- 
tors Discretionary Fund. This fund is the only 
one of all our offerings through the year—apart 
of course from Communion Alms—not sent to 
the Diocesan Treasurer.

It is good to 
realize how nearly everybody had a share in this, 
even the Mothers’ Meeting making their contribu- 
tion as a unit in the form of appropriate gold 
pieces. 


New Organ Fund. 


I ought to report at length the status of the 
Organ Fund; but I fear that my enthusiasm and 
appreciation would make me so garrulous that 
these columns would become too long. In brief, 
let me announce that the $25,000 for which we 
set out is entirely in hand—in the form of cash 
and pledges. I am afraid, however, that two 
points may not be quite clear. First, this par- 
ticular $25,000 is complete only if or when all 
pledges are paid.) Do not, please, misunder- 
stand and think that there is money enough so 
that unpaid pledges need not be redeemed. In 
the second place, please do not forget that there 
is still opportunity for anybody who might want 
to contribute to this fund. While it will take 
only this $25,000 to pay for the organ itself, per- 
haps $5,000 more must be used for new con- 
struction work and for reconstruction of the 
present organ chamber, so as to put the entire 
mechanism in and under the chancel, instead of 
in chancel and gallery as heretofore. That $5,000 
it has been the purpose of the Vestry to try and 
allocate over a period of several years out of 
The more that additional 
amount is whittled down, the less they will have

to appropriate from accrued income not yet in ex- 
istence. 
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Painting the Church. 


And this brings up another subject. At the 
last Vestry meeting, a matter that we have been 
putting off for several years seemed as though 
it had to be faced. I refer to the painting ot 
the church, both outside and inside. This is a 
matter of expense to be met out of Church In- 
come, as soon as and so far as we can afford it. 
But it is plainly advisable to do this work at the 
same time that the church is closed for installa- 
tion of the new organ. We are already securing 
estimates and trying to come to some decision. 
The reason I speak of it is that this work and 
the organ work, if they come together, will 
lengthen the time this particular summer that the 
church will have to be closed. This will cer- 
tainly mean all of July and August. It may even 
mean that the old organ will have to be discon- 
nected and dismantled as early as the first of 
June. 


Services This Summer. 


Even so, that would mean only the afternoon 
service would have to stop with the first of 
June. : We would still go on having morning ser- 
ices as long as necessary, all three months, for 
that matter, in the chapel adjoining the church. 
This is of ample size to accommodate the usual 
number of Sunday morning attendants, in pass- 
ing years, through those months. In this con- 
nection, let me say, though only in passing, that 
the Friday morning week-day Celebration of the 
Holy Communion at 10 o'clock will stop for the 
season the first Friday in May. 


Carpets and Hassocks. 


While speaking of all these things, I am led on 
to ask you to give attention to one other thing 
insofar as you will this summer. I mean that, 
with such thorough overhauling of the church 
proper and with scaffolding for painting, it will 
be necessary to remove not only all cushions from 
the pews but the hassocks as well and to take up 
and clean and replace all carpets. The fact is 
that some of these carpets as well as hassocks are 
a disgrace to any well-ordered sanctuary ; but it is 
an embarrassing matter to go into and a difficult 
one to make plain. 


In olden times, when the pews were almost 
entirely owned or at least occupied by a single 
family each, the tradition was that these did 
their own carpeting and supplied their own has- 
socks, as well as prayer books and hymnals. 


from doing this. І think as a matter of fact I 
do know why.

death, its true counterpart is not to be found in: 
the imaginations of poets, in customs of our 
earthly existence, neither in the acts and state of 
courts and kings, but in the secret and unerring 
processes of Nature. Shall we learn that our en- 
trance into that world will be just as natural as 
Shall we find our- 
selves there, where we lost ourselves here, clothed 
in a way which perfectly represents us and which 
is perfectly adapted to our new environment? I 
verily believe so. 


Now, Our Three Statements. 


I. Ye know not what MANNER of spirits ye 
are of. Have we need here for a definition? By 
"spirit" I understand that which we know at 
first hand only, in self-consciousness. It is the 
enduring thing because it is the explaining thing. 
It is that by which alone we can account for the 
presence and the persistence of our actual world 
of meanings and of values. If we ourselves are 
the creators of our own world—as Kant so long 
ago pointed out—we are the most real beings 
in that world. Therefore, faith in our continued 
existence is justified because of faith in our pres- 
ent existence. I am speaking of faith in the 
fact, with ignorance of the form. Without know- 
ing what manner of spirit we are of, we know 
that we are spirits. 


Matter and Spirit. 


Professor Bergson, in the brilliant exposition 
of his philosophy, shows that there are two ten- 
dencies visible throughout the universe. One is 
characteristic of matter. It is mechanical and au- 
tomatic. We can count upon matter. There is a 
fixedness about all its relations. It is going to 
do tomorrow what it did yesterday. It will re- 
veal no new habits. Therein lies its ignominy. 
That is the sign whereby we know that it is dead. 
But the farther we get away from matter in the 
domain of life, the greater the contrast in this 
regard. A man is not pure mechanics. It is his 
glory that we cannot absolutely count upon him. 
He is free. He changes. He makes and breaks 
habits. He is versatile. Just when we think 
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that we know all about a man, that we can fix him 
in a definition, his goings and his comings, his 
hopes and his fears, his bigness and his littleness, 
behold! he is not there. He has risen to some- 
thing other than he was—or he has fallen lower 
than he was. He has a body; but he is a spirit. 


Matter has nothing of this romance about it. 
The ignominy of matter is that it can neither be 
saved nor damned. Therefore, when our lives 
tend towards the mechanical, the fixed, we are 
behaving, not like free spirits, but like a body in 
a tomb. Where the spirit of God is, there is 
always motion. This is because there is life. Are 
our relationships today alive and growing, ex- 
panding with the years into something ever finer 
and bigger? Are we putting something into our 
life, into all the ties that bind us to our fellow- 
men? Is this something alive, creative, grow- 
ing? If so, we have stood the philosopher’s 
test and we have stood the Master’s test. We 
are not like clods of matter; we are free; we are 
spirits. And no tomb can hold such spirits bound. 

Whether one starts therefore, from the scien- 
tific affirmation that the universe is reasonable or 
from the religious faith that the universe is 
friendly, he comes inevitably to the conviction 
that death does not end all. The reasonableness 
of the universe is pledged to the immortality of 
man; the beneficence of God is unthinkable with- 
out it; the verdict of the spiritual seers confirms 
it and, when it is put to the verifying test of life, 
it builds the loftiest character.

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THE FOSDICK RESIGNATION. 


About three years ago, Dr. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick preached a sermon entitled, “Shall the 
Fundamentalist Win?" Dating from that ser- 
mon there started an agitation, the result of which 
has been to lose Dr. Fosdick as Associate Min- 
ister of the First Presbyterian Church of New 
York. 


Here was a minister of unquestioned sincerity 
and consecration of purpose; who had preached 
Sunday after Sunday in the approving presence 
of his fellow ministers, trusted and venerable 
pillars of Presbyterianism, like Dr. George Alex- 
ander, Dr. Howard Duffield, and Dr. Charles H. 
Parkhurst; and who had realized the most suc- 
cessful ministry in New York City in a quarter 
of a century—a deeply spiritual ministry, directed 
always at one single aim: saving and re-vitalizing 
men. 


The seal of approval upon Dr. Fosdick's mes- 
sage was attested by an overwhelming vote of the 
members of the Presbytery of New York. And 
he is known to have a greater following among 
the young minds of the Christian world than any 
other man now preaching the Gospel. 


How It Happened. 


How did it happen that such a minister was 
forced from the Presbyterian pulpit? The last 
General Assembly decreed that Dr. Fosdick—or- 
dained as a Baptist—must become a regularized 
Presbyterian minister or he had “no place in a 
Presbyterian pulpit.” Dr. Fosdick had never at- 
tacked the Presbyterian creed. He had always 
expressed all honor to those who believed in the 
old interpretations; but he was also sympathetic 


with those who saw the Bible in the light of 
modern learning. His effort was to interpret the 


old faith in terms of modern life; but he could 
see no gain from merely changing the denomina- 
tional label upon his preaching. 


In his last sermon before the Congregation of 
the First Church, Dr. Fosdick set forth the ele-

The Parish House is open at all times. The Rec- 
tor's Study, the Offices of the Clergy, Choirmaster, 
Parish Visitor, Secretary, Verger and all members of 
the Staff are here. Any or all of these can be seen or 
telephoned or written to at any time at the above 
address. This Church is not a retreat; it is a work- 
shop. Its tasks do not end with Sunday's services; 
its ministrations are for all those who desire them at 
any time. 


Communicants coming into the Parish, or leaving 
it, should comply with the canon relating to letters of 
transfer, Baptism will be administered at any time; 
but notice should be given in advance. Attention is 
called to the rubric before the office of the Visitation 
of the Sick, which reads: When any person is sick, 
notice shall be given thereof to the Minister of the 
Parish. On such notice being given, the Clergy are 
always ready and desirous to visit such and to ad- 
minister the Holy Communion. 


Practice as well as propriety necessitates the ar- 
rangements for all functions in Church in advance. 
Especially, the Clergy should always be consulted be- 
fore arrangements are made for marriages or funerals 
at which they are expected to officiate. They can be 
seen after any Church Service, by those who desire 
to consult them or at any hour of any day at the 
Parish House by anybody on any errand. 


Parishiohers are asked to send prompt notice of 
changes of residence. This is particularly important. 
Every effort is made to keep mailing lists with accur- 
acy. Those who wish to become members of the 
Parish, are asked to send their names and addresses 
to the Clergy. Applications for pews or sittings 
should be made to the Verger, who can be seen be- 
fore or after any service at the Church. 


RULES FOR HOLY COMMUNION. 


1. When you come forward to receive Holy 
Communion be careful not to crowd other peo- 
ple. Try also to let members of families kneel 
side by side. It often means much to them. 
Remember that consideration for others is no 
where so fitting as at the Lord's Table. 

3. When you come to the rail try to kneel 
as near as possible, so that your feet will not 
obstruct the way of those behind you. 

It is a most thoughtful custom to kneel in 
the proper place and thus not inconvenience 
those who follow. 


3. Receive the Elements into ungloved 
hands. The rubric directs that they are to be 
received into the hands of the people. It is 
well to place the palm of one hand on top of 
the other and receive the bread from the hand 
of the Priest in the upper hand. 

4. Be sure to take the Cup or Chalice into 
your hands. Grasp it firmly and guide it to 
your lips. The hats of women who kneel often 
make it impossible for the celebrant to see 
their faces. Drink from the Chalice without 
turning it. 

5. Pray while you are kneeling at the rail. 
Strive fully to realize what the service means. 
Pray especially for greater love to God and 
for your neighbors. Be sure, too, to offer a 
prayer of thanksgiving at this time. 

6. When you return to your seat continue 
your prayers and thanksgiving. You should 
learn to use your Prayer Book to this end. 

7. Never leave the Church till the Benedic- 
tion has been pronounced, unless absolutely 
compelled to do so. You would not leave the 
house of a friend before the meal was finished 
except for serious cause. The Lord's Supper 
is far more important. 

8. Be sure to come to Holy Communion reg- 
ularly, at least once a month, and also on 
Christmas Day and Easter Day. These days 
have long been recognized in the Church as 
great days of obligation. No religious habit 
can be of greater spiritual value than that of 
regular attendance at Holy Communion. As 
this service best expresses the idea of self- 
consecration to God, it is bound to bring a 
peculiar blessing.

Rector’s Letter 


To the People of St. Luke and The Epiphany 


My Dear Friends: 


There are three matters in particular I want 
to speak of in this letter. They have to do 
with past accomplishments and future projects ; 
with the work carried on this summer, during 
the people’s long absence, and with the fact 
that a new winter’s activities are about to 
begin. First, there is the story in brief of 
the summer at the Church Farm. Secondly, 
there is a word of explanation about the in- 
terior Painting of the Church. Thirdly, there 
is, of course, the completion of our undertaking 
to obtain a New Organ. 


THE CHURCH FARM. 


The summer’s work and play, as well as 
worship, at Broomall, have gone on for the 
customary three months with even more than 
the familiar satisfaction of the past four years. 
Part of June, all of July, all of August and 
part of September, made up the season. Dur- 
ing that time, there were Sunday services in 
the Orchard thirteen times. There were three 
major picnics: Decoration Day, Fourth of July 
and Labor Day. There were a dozen or more 
full Saturdays with their overnight parties of 
young people. There were the usual bi-weekly 
outings of the Mothers’ Meeting, together with 
numerous incidental parties on other weekdays 
and all sorts of group and individual visits. 
The roughly-kept log-book shows that as many 
as 5000 round trips were made from Philadel- 
phia to Broomall. 


I have spoken at such length in former Parish 
Helpers at this season that, in view of so many 
other matters demanding our attention this time, 
the narrative must necessarily be brief. Suffice 
it to say, that the property has constantly im- 
proved ; one after another addition has been made; 
the enjoyment keeps on increasing, of those who 
use the place; the spirit is excellent; the deport- 
ment of all has been beyond reproach and the 
willingness of everybody to do their part is a 
source of the utmost satisfaction. 


. The farmhouse has again been repainted, out- 
side and in. The barn and all out-buildings like- 
wise have again been painted. The tennis court 
has been brought to a state of perfection. The 
swimming pool is still a thing of joy. More vines 
and trees and plants and shrubs have been con- 
tributed. We kept house, made garden, worked 
and played, plowed and said our prayers. The 
young people came, they saw, they cooked. They 
ate, they washed the dishes, then did both all over 
again, bringing always their own food: They 
replaced innumerable articles, lost, strayed or 
stolen, and contributed still others, gifts each in 
their way. We raised and used and sold and gave 
away a garden full of vegetables. And yes! we 
even kept a bee. We farmed the place—I mean 
the farmer did. He tilled the soil, enriched the 
ground, improved its appearance, enhanced its 
value, and sold about sufficient crops to pay his 
wages as caretaker the year throughout. 


Still come people, a few, asking the same ques- 
tions we have tried to answer annually: Is the 
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farm self-supporting? As a farm, perhaps, yes. 
As the Church Farm, of course not. Nobody ever 
thought it would be, nor intended it to be. That 
latter side of the work is a part of the benevolence 
of the parish and, while it is hard to distinguish 
between these two halves of one canteloupe, it is 
enough to say that contributions for the second 
kind of work have been requested and required. 
They have been forthcoming in good measure, as 
will appear from facts and figures elsewhere in 
this issue. 


In their proper place appears reports of moneys 
contributed and a roster of names of contributors, 
both of money and of articles in kind. It would 
be pleasant to stop long enough to speak of all the 
efforts toward this made throughout the year, by 
the Sunday School, the Women’s Bible Class, the 
Mothers’ Meeting and especially to report the 
“Shower” on May 25th, under the auspices of the 
Girls’ Club, but attended by groups of all those 
who use the Parish House, from the older people 
all the way down to the littlest children, bringing 
each their gifts of household articles and outside 
implements of all sorts and descriptions. 


When does the Farm close? Well, a farm does 
not exactly close, any more than a running brook 
opens. People began, a few at a time, from the 
early Spring onward to go out with the birds; 
they are still doing the same and will keep on, I 
fancy, until Winters frosts. It is only the schedule 
of Saturday parties and Sunday services that have 
dates on the calendar. Between those opening and 
closing dates, between the Decoration Day Outing 
and the Labor Day Picnic, from the first home- 
run to the last home-waltz, from the opening On- 
ward Christian Soldiers to the last The Lord bless 
us and keep us, the important thing is that so 
much enjoyment was had and so much good ac- 
complished. 


PAINTING IN CHURCH. 


Everyone has been conscious for the past 
several years that the church was grievously in 
need of painting, rather of repainting, both inside 
and out. Everyone knows also however, that, 
when last winter we began making plans and ask- 


ing contributions for the New Organ after we 
obtained money enough for its purchase, the Vestry 
would need to allot five or six thousand dollars out 
of Church Income to prepare a place for it and to 
meet the expense of its installation. This alone 
would take two years. Which in turn meant that 
for the present we have no money. On the other 
hand, inasmuch as the Church would have to be 
closed for three months this summer to install the 
organ and inasmuch as that work would cause 
much confusion, this was the opportune time to do 


everything on the interior that might be contem- ' 


plated any year soon. Therefore, at a Vestry 
Meeting, held on April r4th, the following was 
written into the minutes and upon motion adopted : 
namely, 


"After a general discussion of the subject of 
painting and redecorating the Church, it was, Re- 
solved: That the Rector and the Vestry, through 
the Church Property and Finance Committees, be 
and are hereby empowered to do whatever they 
deem necessary for the preservation and beautify- 
ing of the church within and without, if, when 
and as they deem most expedient, and that the 
resources of the church may be drawn upon for 
providing payment of the same, the total cost to 
be allocated against the budget of succeeding years. 
(Signed) Alfred G. Clay, Secretary pro tem." 


It was further decided that, if we could not see 
our way clear to face entirely both tasks, inside 
and outside, the former was the more important. 
Perhaps the latter in large part, could wait a little 
longer. None of us, either Rector or Vestry, 
cared to take the responsibility in such matters as 
the change or choice of color. All agreed there- 
fore we ought to have an Architect. We selected 
Mr. Frank R. Watson and commissioned him. At 
his advice we gave the contract to the Chapman 
Decorative Company. They did the entire work, 
under the direction of their Mr. Ketterer, admit- 
tedly the best interior design and color expert in 
the city. Be it said that Mr. Watson also gave 
to the matter very talented attention and more of 
his time than he was paid for. We have to thank 
them both. 
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Like every other undertaking of this kind, it 
was expensive. Like every other also, the 
end we contemplated called for certain extras. 
These were not serious but they were enough to 
keep the church closed over the first Sunday in 
September. This was also because of the number 
of other tasks that had to be carried on at the 
same time. For example, while the chancel was 
being painted its outline was changed and much 
improved by taking out the old corbels and putting 
back the organ pipes where they belonged. In 
the gallery, when the old organ there was taken 
out more reconstruction was made necessary to 
put back those ornamental pipes. When the organ 
chamber was created over the Sacristy the roof 
was found to be in bad condition and this had 
to be restored. The matter of furnaces was taken 
up with a view to eliminating as much dirt and 
dust as possible through the winter period of heat- 
ing. 


To build the new organ chamber over the Bap- 
tistry involved the work not only of carpenters, 
but also bricklayers and plasterers. To make suit- 
able the space for the reception of that portion of 
the new organ on the other side of the chancel 
also a change in certain heating pipes and much 
shifting of electric light wires had to be done. 
Then there was the woodwork to be grained, of 
pews to match the chancel. The new paint so far 
cast discredit on the old discolored Baptistry that 
all its marble floor and walls had to be cleaned 
and burnished. The taking up and putting down 
of carpets called out for the purchase of new stair 
treads, etc. Lastly, something at least had to be 
done to the outside of the building, this by still a 
different group of painters. Before they could 
begin, there had to be pointing of crannies and 
closing of crevices with cement. To accomplish 
all this, different lights had to be installed in differ- 
ent places and some of those in use before ex- 
changed. And so forth and so following. I have 
scarce enumerated half. But what’s the use? 


Any of you who keep house, especially a large 
house and most of all an old house know these 
problems. You know they are numerous. You 
know also that they are vexatious, time-consuming, 


temper-trying and patience-exhausting to a degree 
unspeakable and in a way they would not be if, 
well, if there wasn’t a labor union on earth. Did 
you ever at one time have in one place and deal 
with at one season, carpenters, masons, plasterers, 
plumbers, electricians, tinsmiths, painters, organ 
builders, not less than thirty different workmen, 
not to say a decorator and an architect, not to say 
an absentee committee, not to say those good par- 
ishioners whom you must stand between and these 
et al., aforesaid. Well, it’s over. Allah, be 
praised! It’s over. Never again! But the thing 
is really well done. Our property is in good 
condition. It really is, although you may not be- 
lieve it to ‘look only at the church from outside. 
That will have to wait. It can come later, and it 


will. But do not wait too long yourselves, I beg 


you, to come back and see. The church within 
is beautiful. Come we now to 


THE NEW ORGAN. 

I remind you that this was to cost $25,000. That 
money, every dollar, was contributed before work 
was begun. I remind you again that, in addition 
to this, the preparing of a place for it, the building 
of wind conduits and the entire electric equipment, 
were additional. The result is that, from October 
first, the organ is insured for $30,000. It is the 
finest instrument of its kind in Philadelphia and, 
in the judgment of the builders, the best that could 
be built at any price to suit just this size of church. 
You and I will—very few of us—ever live to see 
the need for its replacement. It is good for more 
than a generation. I have asked Dr. Matthews to 
draw up a statement of facts and figures in such 
language as, although not highly technical, is 
naturally better than my own. 


It was built by the Austin Organ Company, of 
Hartford, Conn. The factory number is one thou- 
sand three hundred and nineteen. 


The Philadelphia Electric Company having 
changed their entire system on Thirteenth Street, 
from direct to alternating current, a special kind 
of motor was required. 
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The removal of the two old organs, gallery and 
chancel, took the labor of six men more than four 
weeks. Installing the new one has taken more 
men many more weeks. ‘This was not because the 
erector’s name was Mr. E. Moore. 


The old rooms below, behind and above the 
chancel on the south side were entirely remodeled, 
plastered and floored; this in addition to the new 
room builded over the Baptistry. 


The work at the factory started early in Janu- 
ary. Sixty different men were employed as spe- 
cialists in different ways. 


As many as 400 of the time-seasoned pipes from 
the old organs were retained in the new, but only 
after being sent all the way to Connecticut to be 
revoiced and returned. 


The various and sundry parts, too numerous to 
mention and too complicated to describe, began 
being shipped from the factory in mid-July. It 
has taken all the time since to put them in place. 


The organ is blown by an ‘Orgoblo,’ driven by 
a ten horse-power motor with a wind pressure in 
the blower pipe of fifty pounds to the square foot. 


There are 3700 separate pipes, the largest being 
thirty-two feet by two feet square and weighing 
one ton. It reaches from the floor of the cellar 
to the level of the ceiling of the gallery. 


There are 20 miles of electric wires and 2000 
contacts, which is certainly enough to excuse some- 
thing the size of a hairpin getting out of order at 
least once in an organist’s life time. 


On the keyboard there are four manuals, which 
amounts to the same as having four separate 
organs. Together this makes 244 keys to control, 
in contrast to 88 keys on a piano, not to mention 
the pedals of 32 keys. 


The entire action is electric pneumatic. The 
starting switch to control the motor is contained 
in the console. This eliminates all spark action in 
the chancel. 


The console proper, the keydesk as it is more 
commonly understood, is movable. It is connected 
with other parts by a cable one and one-half inches 
in diameter, so that it could be picked up and 
placed anywhere in the Church and yet the organ 
be played just as easily. This cable contains 365 
wires. 


All the pipes are contained in separate swell 
boxes with shutters two and one-half inches thick 


for the purpose of controlling strength and volume 
of tone at the will of the organist. 


In spite of all this machinery, this number of 
pipes, and this complexity of parts, the space pro- 
vided now is so commodious that one can walk 
inside any part of the organ even while the 
machinery is in action and the manuals are being 
played. 


The whole of the above, when shipped from 
the factory, filled two box cars and weighed 25 
tons. Specifications, which are of interest rather 
to organists than to others, but of which in this 
case we are all justly proud, appear in another 
column. 


Of course it remains now only to ask how soon 
the instrument will be ready to play. The answer 
is, we could have had a portion for use on either 
of the past two Sundays; but Mr. Matthews 
agreed with me that it was better to give the 
builders ample opportunity to proceed in their own 
way, not consume their time with tuning part until 
the whole was ready. The congregation have been 
patient, I am sure, in waiting. The time is now 
upon us to announce that everything is ready for 
use the first Sunday in October. On that day, 
therefore, we anticipate beginning our full sched- 
ule of services. Not only the eleven o'clock hour, 
but the resumption of the Afternoon Services at 
four o'clock, together with the meetings of the 
Sunday School, both morning and afternoon. 


The popular impression, of course, will be that 
because the church had to be closed there has been 
a summer's discontinuance of services. It is true 
the church itself has been closed but it is not true 
that any Sunday has passed in this parish, summer 
or winter, for years upon end, with "services sus- 
pended.” This is always a fiction so far as this 
parish is concerned. It is usually complained of 
by those who would not themselves in any case 
darken a church door. There are, we trust, no 
such persons in this parish. Through July, there 
was one service every Sunday, Morning Prayer 
and Sermon with full choir, in-the Chapel. АП 
through August, likewise, there was service in the 
Chapel every Sunday at eleven A. M., consisting 
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of Holy Communion and Sermon only, while the 
choir were allowed vacation. 


We are indebted to Rev. Dr. Yerkes for his 


_ministrations in July and to the Rev. Edgar Camp- 


bell, likewise, throughout August. September we 
have again got back into church with full services 
and choir, although without organ. The point has 
now been reached, October first, when all our 
undertakings are accomplished. The time has now 


come for every one to come to church next Sun- 


day. The full schedule is resumed from Eight 
A. M., the monthly Early Celebration, to Sunday 
School at Ten A. M., Service at Eleven A. M., 
Infants’ School and Bible Class at Two-thirty 
P. M., Afternoon Service at Four P. M.

There are a number of persons who I wish 
would speak to the Verger, Mr. Ryan, before or 
after any service or at any other time. There are 
names of more than a score of persons among 
the 300 now enrolled on the Envelope List paying 
what amounts precisely to Pew Rent and paying 
amounts equivalent to prices for sittings who 


might just as well be, ought to be, occupying desig- 
nated places. There is no reason why the Sexton 
should have to usher them at all or seek out for 
them different places on different Sundays. 


Who and Why. 


The distinction, as everybody surely knows 
between Pewholders and Envelope Subscribers, is 
only that the former pay by check once in six 
months, while the latter make their payments 
weekly through the envelopes. The yearly 
amounts are practically the same in either case for 
that score or two score I speak of. I call their 
attention to this and I trust they in turn will fol- 
low the suggestion by speaking to the Verger. 
He will be prepared to allot permanent places to 
them. It will save him labor. It will be a con- 
venience to them. And it will make our present 
pew list more consistent and complete. 


Envelope Subscriptions. 


Naturally, through a long summer, there are 
those who, because of absence, save up their 
envelopes to deposit at one time. It is also natural 
sometimes, although regrettable, that during the 
summer packages of envelopes are lost. There is 
still one other contingency, namely, that after a 
long lapse the money is not in hand to fill up 
empty envelopes. Either, or any, or all of these 
conditions may be easily met, if or where they 
exist. The effort is to bring our records up to 
date and keep them as nearly so as possible through 
the remainder of the year. If any still have 
envelopes, it only remains to use them. If they 
have lost them, it is easy to ask for new ones. 
Ask me. Or ask the Verger, in the vestibule.

THE ARTICLE. 


I am on a hilltop overlooking "PR 
It is a favorite spot for thinking. Thirty-eight 
years old and facing the hardest battle of my life 
thus far, I have come here to get perspective, 
hoping that something of the peace of this wide 
expanse of hills and water may find its way into 
my spirit. I am writing down my thoughts for 
much the same reason as that given by the man 
who was caught talking to himself: he said that 
he wanted to hear what he had to say. 


The battle centers in this question: Shall I 
continue as a minister of the Church? Thirteen 
years ago I entered the Protestant Christian min- 
istry. The Church to me then was the organiza- 
tion of God, the supreme channel for blessing 


mankind. It was dedicated to the task of bring- 
ing justice and righteousness and  brother- 
hood to prevail among men. It was the visible 
arm of the Creator and Governor of the spiritual 
universe, and it was extended to help His weak 
and erring children. With all the energy and 
enthusiasm of youth I plunged into its ministry. 


Then and Now. 


Today, after thirteen years of rather strenuous 
labor, I am looking at the Church again. And my 
mind is filled with questions. Is it, after all, the 
organization of God or just a very human institu- 
tion, aiming, like other institutions, at growing 
bigger? Is it His supreme channel for blessing 
mankind, or just the favorite channel of publicity 
for the multitudinous organizations which are 
seeking to influence public opinion, and incident- 
ally, to raise money? Is it the visible arm of God 
extended to His weak and erring children, or is 
it the dead arm of the past thrust into the present? 
Is it divinely commissioned to bring light out of 
darkness, or is it the collective effort of the com- 
placent and the self-satisfied to resist the light and 
sanctify the chaos? 


Ringing in my ears today are not the voices of 
prophets but the din of a myriad denominational 
secretaries and financial agents. Once the cry 
was, 'For God's sake, save the world! Now it 
seems to be, ‘For God's sake, raise the budget!’ 
I have heard little in the churches these last years 
about saving souls, but much about campaigns for 
more and ever more numbers. "There is an idea 
abroad that if we can just accumulate more noses 
in the Church and raise more cash, all will be well. 
What we may do to the human beings who live 
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behind the noses seems to be a matter of second- 
ary importance. Once Christ called men, indivi- 
dual men, and sent them out to labor and die for 
his cause. Today the Church which claims his 
name organizes committees; the committees pass 
resolutions and go home. 


Denominationalism. 


A certain succession of spiritual experiences lies 
back of my pilgrimage to this hilltop. I will record 
only as much of the outward circumstances as is 
necessary to make the spiritual reactions under- 
standable. Upon leaving the seminary and re- 
ceiving ordination I spent fifteen months making 
social surveys in various sections of the Middle 
West. 'The purpose of the surveys was to deter- 
mine why the rural churches were declining and 
something of the relation between country life 
and the country church. I saw communities, 
dozens of them, starving socially and spiritually. I 
saw young people leaving the farms as fast as they 
could get away. I saw families breaking up and 
moving to town or other sections of the country. 
I saw tenant farmers taking their places, robbing 
the soil, and then giving place to even poorer 
tenant farmers. I saw schools deteriorating and 
whole neighborhoods disintegrating. 


And I saw the Church, not as it should be, but 
as it actually was. Thousands of little church 
buildings were scattered throughout those rural 
districts. They had been planted there and were 
still being planted by short-sighted denominational 
agencies who had only one formula for minister- 
ing to human needs—and that formula was to put 
a little one-celled denominational church into the 
neighborhood and hire a one-cylindered minister to 
keep it chugging along a few inches ahead of the 
other little churches. 


The vast majority of the typical churches I 
studied were served by absentee, part-time min- 
isters who lived in towns where they did not 
preach and preached in the country where they 
did not live. Out of every ten of those churches 
one was dead, two were dying, two were sinking, 


one was in a state of coma, and one was just being 
born. It was not unusual to find a community of 
a thousand souls in which seven or eight little 
starved churches were trying desperately to gain 
a foothold. I remember in one section I asked a 
farmer what the multitudinous churches in his 
community were doing. Не replied, “Oh, just 
holdin’ meetin’s and takin’ collections.” 


Further study confirmed his judgment. The 
chief aim in life for many of those churches 
seemed to be to keep from dying. Out of those 
months of study my chief impression was that 
the Church’s energies and efforts were being 
wasted and her spiritual powers debilitated by 
competitive denominationalism. There were at that 
time nearly two hundred different denominations 
of the Protestant Church in America and I saw a 
goodly number of them in operation. 


Over-Organization. 


That experience did not alter my faith in the 
Church. Rather it made me all the more eager 
to be in a church of my own. An opening came 
—here in the valley back of this hill. It was a 
tiny church with only twenty-two members upon 
the roll and seven of them no longer discoverable. 
The population of the community was about one 
thousand. There were three other churches, but 
two of them were practically dead and the total 
membership of all four was less than one hundred. 
Newcomers—business men of New York—were 
moving into the neighborhood, buying up some of 
the old farms and turning them. into estates. 
These newcomers were eagerminded: and neigh- 
borly folk.. They were used to doing things in a 
big way. They had formed a Neighborhood Asso- 
ciation and were already tackling such matters as 
roads, library, and public-school improvement. 
'The opportunity to work with such a nucleus and 
to put into practice the theory of a ministering 
church as the spiritual leavener of community life 
was just the call I wanted. 


Five happy years followed. The church and 
the Neighborhood Association grew and waxed 
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strong. We organized. How we organized! We 
organized the babies into a Cradle Roll. We 
organized the boys and girls into Scouts and 
Clubs of a dozen different varieties. We organ- 
ized the young people into dramatic associations. 
We organized the adults into committees for the 
regulation and betterment of every conceivable 
form of activity—from exterminating tent-cater- 
pillars and mosquitoes to town planning and edu- 
cation in eugenics. We built buildings and 
planned parks. We conducted fairs and had baby 
parades. We established a community workshop. 
We engaged a musician to develop our latent 
musical talent, if any. 


As I look back now over those five years my 
deepest impression is one of the essential goodness 
of my people. I do not mean righteousness, but 
kindliness and responsiveness to the faith that 
was put in them. The more they worked together 
the more their differences dissolved and their 
prejudices melted away. 


But while this is the deepest impression, there 
is another which also abides. One of my most 
poignant memories is the remark of a wise woman 
at the close of a church service which had been 
devoted largely to an appeal for more community 
activity. “It is all very well,” she said, “and it 
may be good sociology, but I came to church for 
spiritual food and you didn’t give it to me.” She 
was right. I had become so immersed in com- 
munity service that I had forgotten the needs of 
the individual soul. My critic was right. I was 
wasting most of my substance in riotous organ- 
izings. I was helping to make the earthquake, 
wind, and fire—forgetting that the voice of God is 
not to be found in these but in the gentle stillness 
of the human spirit. 


Surveys and Budgets. 
Then came the War. I found a place in Red 


Cross work and gave up the parish. After the 


War I was rather eager to secure some position 
in one of the national organizations of the Church, 
where I could develop on a larger scale the social 
and non-denominational work which I had so 


much enjoyed in the parish. The opportunity 
came, I thought, when a secretaryship was offered 
me in one of the great home-mission boards. 


It was a board with a long and honorable his- 
tory. It was manned by Christian ministers whose 
ability and consecration were beyond question. 
Their slogan as a board was “To make America 
Christian for the friendly service of the world. 
They raised and spent millions of dollars each 
year. Their missionaries were scattered from the 
Arctic Circle to the West Indies and from New 
England to the Mexican border. 


Their program included evangelism, education, 
and social service. They were establishing and 
maintaining churches, schools, and hospitals. 
Surely the chance of working with such an or- 
ganization was a rare one. I plunged into the 
work with a joyful heart and with all the enthusi- 
asm and energy of which I was capable. It was 
my task to prepare the literature, the stereopticon 
lectures, and the rest of the propaganda whereby 
the public in general, and my denomination. in 
particular, was to be educated concerning the work 
of the board. 


Money for Missions. 


So intent was I upon writing up these mis- 
sionaries and educating the churches to a larger 
and more sympathetic support of them, that fully 
three years went by before I realized the expendi- 
ture of mission money was in no way compatible 
with the appeal upon which it was raised. That 
realization came with something of a shock and 
the spiritual experience which has resulted from 
it has brought me to this hilltop to wrestle with 
my question. 


In brief, the situation is this: a goodly propor- 
tion of the money raised upon the appeals of the 
needs of these home missionaries among the Alas- 
kans and Indians, the Immigrants and the South- 
ern Mountaineers, and among the pioneer country 
churches and city churches is being spent in the 
form of home-mission aid to the multiplicity of 
small competing rural and village churches in the 
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older and more settled sections of the United 
States. 


The proportion varies in different denominations 
but all the major denominations are guilty of the 
practice. Not less than twenty thousand little 
rural churches are being kept alive by annual 
grants of home-mission money. The total amount 
of home-mission aid going to these twenty-thou- 
sand or more rural churches is about $4,240,000 
every year. Of this amount more than $3,000,000, 
or seventy-one per cent. goes to churches which 
are directly in competition with other English- 
speaking Protestant churches. 


Lawful or Expedient. 


The system in my particular denomination was 
such that the home-mission money passed from 
the contributors to local treasuries, which had full 
authority to spend as much of it as they felt they 
needed for their local work. This category of 
local work included the aid to the small com- 
peting churches of their own denomination. When 
these local treasuries had made such appropria- 
tions, the balance was sent to State treasuries. 
When the State treasuries finished with it the 
residue, if any (and sometimes there was none), 
was sent to the national board to maintain the 
home missionaries on the frontiers. What wonder 
that the national board rolled up debts and was 
continually obliged to curtail its work! The 
system made mockery of the slogan “To make 
America Christian.” It perpetuated denomina- 
tionalism and all its attendant evils which every 
intelligent Christian deplores. 


For the next two years I labored in season and 
out endeavoring to reform this system. I made 
myself a nuisance with practically all the denom- 
inational leaders. Some sincerely disagreed. A 
few were sympathetic. But those who held the 
power would have none of the reform. It was 
not “expedient.” The real evil remains: compet- 
ing denominational churches in small towns are 
being aided by home-mission money, and the 
money was not contributed for that purpose. And 


this evil is common among all of the major de- 
nominations. 


Convinced finally that the reform could not be 
effected from the inside, and unwilling to stay on 
a job where I could not attain peace of mind, I 
resigned. So here I am, a minister without job 
or income, sitting in a graveyard ruminating sadly 
upon whether or not I ought to try to stay in the 
ministry of the so-called Christian Church. If 
some church will have me as its pastor, do I really 
want to;tackle its problems again? 


Arguments Con. 


Chief among the arguments against it—as I 
see them from this hilltop—are its institutionalism, 
its lack of vital power, and its killing effect upon 
the creative spirit. The church today is a big 
machine. As an institution its function seems to 
be that of every other membership organization : 
to get more and ever more members—to expand, 
to grow big, to be a majority. As the head of 
an institution, the task of the minister— whether 
in a local pastorate or in a secretaryship—is to 
make his institution grow, to get joiners, to raise 
budgets, to keep his columns full, his card indexes 
up to date, and his committees in line. A minister 
may be a prophet of the Most High, he may be 
as spiritual as any saint, but if he can't raise the 
budget and control the majority he will soon find 
himself on the outside looking in. 


Is the Church today, with all its wealth and 
numbers, impotent? There are strong men in it, 
brilliant men, and here and there a great preacher, 
There are hosts of pious people in its membership. 
But what has become of the power? It has been 
sacrificed to numbers—and to budgets. Somehow 
the idea has grown up in the Church that if we 
can just get enough votes and sufficient cash we 
can save the world. But the evidence thus far 
at hand seems to indicate that the world is not 
going to be saved by cash or by votes. There 
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must be a revival of that spiritual power which 
swept those early Christians out of their old habits 
of life, their sins, and their weaknesses, and lifted 
them to a plane of strength which made one or 
two of them the equal of a multitude. 


The third argument against continuing in the 
ministry of the Church is the killing effect which 
the institutionalism of the Church has upon the 
creative spirit. Most young ministers whom I 
have known began their ministry with a genuine 
creative urge back of their professional training. 
I have been asking them lately what has become 
of that creative urge. With one accord they have 
shaken their heads and declared that they have 
had to sacrifice it to attendance upon committee 
meetings and on the Church machine. "I have 
ceased to be a creator," said one of them, “I have 
become a mechanic." The creative urge of the 
minister today, like the eagle poised upon a monu- 
ment, is held down by the stony weight of insti- 
tutionalism. 


Arguments Pro. 


On the other hand there are arguments for stay- 
ing in the ministry. I have supposedly been 
trained for it in college, seminary, and university, 
and have spent thirteen years in it. The spiritual 
task which first challenged me is still calling. It 
is the task of bringing human beings into fellow- 
ship with God and of bringing His spirit to move 
through them upon the chaos of this world, to 
the end that order may come out of disorder, 
growth out of stagnation, and beauty out of ugli- 
ness. The world is not going to find salvation 
Írom its social and economic ills until it is re- 
deemed spiritually. 


Thus far there has been no more potent force 
for making human spirits right than religion. The 
conviction that there is a God Who made this 


` universe and Who controls it, that He has a pur- 


pose for it, that men may enter into fellowship 
with Him and His purpose, that the human soul 
is precious in His sight, that the spiritual forces 
of the universe are more powerful than material 
forces and will in the end triumph—this convic- 
tion is the spiritual ferment which changes selfish- 


ness into service and hatred into good will. If the 
men in the ministry, consecrated to the task, cannot 
find the way to spread this ferment, who can? 
For me to abandon the task would be desertion. 


The Real Dilemma. 

After all, the real question is not what some- 
body else would do, but what Christ would do. 
Doubtless it may be answered that he would have 
been too wise to have been caught in such a 
dilemma. That is true. Moreover, there are other 
factors in the situation. He was not married, he 
had no children to support. He had a power 
beyond the measure of man's mind. This much, 
however, we do know; he did not leave the syna- 
gogue—the synagogue left him. He drove the 
money-changers from the temple but he did not 
desert the temple. 


Contemplation of that sublime figure sheds a 
light upon the way. If I follow in His steps I 
shall stay in the Church unless the Church will 
not have me. I shall scourge the money-changers 
and the institutionalists and the denominationalists 
as I have opportunity and a scourge, but I shall 


cling to the spiritual purpose which constrained 


me to enter the ministry. That much seems clear. 
Is there a place in the Church for me? 
A place for one who wants to be an in- 
dividual rather than a cog in a machine, who has 
learned to care more for spiritual values than for 
denominational prestige, more for the individual 
soul than for the institution? If no such place 
beckons, what then? Well, the Church at best is 
but one channel for realizing a purpose that is at 
once spiritual and creative. If no place in the 
Church is open to me I will find some other chan- 
nel. I сап ask the light to lead me on.
